Infercepfions 
spark 14-7 loss

HOUSTON-Florida State's head football coach Larry 
Jones pretty much summed up Saturday night's 14-7 loss to 
Houston when he said: 

"We just didn't get the score when we got close. 
Houston hung in there when they had to, wid they really 
hurt us with those three interceptions in the end zone." 

Jones' comments came shortly after he had watched his 
Seminoles lose their second game of the season Saturday 
night in HousUMi's Astrodome. A crowd of 33,588 was o» 
hand for the intersectional clash. 

Florida State now stands 6 2 for the season, and has an 
open date next weekend before meeting improving Georgia 
Tech on Nov. 1 3 in Atlanta. Houston is 5-2 for the year. 

The ganw marked the 1 1th meeting in the FSU-Houston 
series and was the Cougars' eighth win. Florida State has 
won once and the two teams hme tied twice. 

Houston, about a six-point favorite at kickoff, won the 
coin toss Saturday night and Willie Roberts almost went all 
the way vwth the opening kickoff. He was finally brought 
down by FSU's David Snell after a 53-yard return. 

Four running plays trwved Houston to a first down at 
the FSU 31. Good gains on the ground by Robert 
Newhouse and Tommy Mozisek brought a first down at the 
one before Mozisek piled over right tackle for a touchdown. 
Phillip Tenrell kicked the extra point for a 7-0 Houston 
lead. 

Florida State wasted little time knotting the score. 
Following the kickoff, Paul Magalski ran twice for nice 
gains and a first down at FSU's 41 . 

Then quarterback Gary Huff, the nation's No. 1 passer 
going into the game, found tight end Gary Parris with a 
pais. Parris exhibited some power running ability as he spun 
away from several tiddtn and advanced the ball 42 yards 
to the Houston 17. 

After James Jarrett gained a yard. Huff fired a pass over 
the middle to Magalski. who had circled out of the 
backfield. The 21(H)ound senior outlegged the pursuit for 
a 16-yard TD and Florida State was right back in the game. 
Frank Fontes' extra point tied the game at 7 7 with 7:48 
tefr in the quarter.

corporate tax top issue 

FSU sfudents' firsf 
e/ecffon fomorrow

FSU students, many of them voting in 
Tallahassee for the first time during Tuesday's 
elections, wilt be able to ride the campus buses 
to and from the Doak Campbell Stadium 
polling place free of charge. 

On the ballot is a state-wide issue, the 
proposed corporate profits tax, and a local 
issue, the charter providing for city-county 
consolidation. 

The free bus service was authorized by 
President Stanley Marshall at^he reqipst ofJdm;, 
Student Senate's voter registration committee 

"Most FSU students will bl||b||rto |Ste at 
the stadium precinct, althouiyKey ^puld 
look at their voter registration^'fcards to Ise 
sure," Don Muse, men's vice president and 
temporary chairman of the committee, said 
Sunday. 

He said some students who registered 
when the voting books were brought to campus 
in September still haven't received their 
registration cards. They still can vote, he said, 
as their names wilt be recorded at their 
respective precinct. 

Students who haven't received their cards 
and aren't sure of their precinct should call the 
county elections supervisor's office. Muse said. 

Voters are placed In precincts accordii^ to 



tiwir area of residence. 

In the minds of some, the corporate tax has 
come to be a test of Floridians' confidence in 
Gov. Reubin Askew and the tax issue has been 
the subject of months of heated controversy. 

Proponents of the tax, led by Askew, who 
has given it top priority in his administration, 
argue it is meaningful tax reform and that it 
will force big business to finally pay its "fair 
share." 

Opponents of the tax, led by Associated 
Industries Jack Lee and officials of the 
Winn-Dixie-Quik Chek food chain, argue it will 
lead to a personal income tax, and will be 
passed on to ihe consumer in higher prices. 

The consolidation charter has aroused 
extensive local interest only recently, although 
it has been in the preparation stages for three 
years. 

Consolidation has the strong endorsement of 
the Tallahassee Chamber of Commeice, the 
Tallahassee Democrat, and State Sen. Mallany 
Home. It is opposed by most city and county 
commissioners and other elected officials. 

Proponents argue consolidation will mean 
more efficient, more effective government. 
Opponents argue there are glaring weaknesses in 
the charter; others that it is a facade, providing 
for little meaningful change.

Tax apponenis practice deception

If you thought you were 
confused over the corporate 
income tax pnwosal before last 
Friday, you probably dor>'t feel 
any more comfortable now after 
having read the statementt for 
and against the corporate 
'\ncorne tax in Friday's 
Flwnbeau. 

After reading the 

contradictory argumeins and 
anertiont, you hen probaWy 

decided that someone is lying to 
you. Or at tea&t tryvnato decwie 
you. 

That smell of red herring 
comes from the opponents' 
canvp. 

Let's take a fresh look at the 
corporate income tax. 

(1) The corporate income tax 
is not, will not, and cannot be a 
tax on personal income. The 
opponents have harped on tMt 
theme from the very beginning 
of the campaign. Like the people 
in WasMngton wtw keep tefting 
you that the "one man, one 
vote" election in South Vietnam 
was an exerdie in democracy, 
the opponents of the corporate 
income tax believe that if you 
repeat a lie long enough, the 
public will believe it. They tell 
you that "many legal minds" 
believe otherwise, without 
naming those legal mmds or 
ejqitaining how the rather plain 
language of ttie constitutk>nal 
amendment means something 
other than what it says. What 
tfM amendment lays is. "Ho tax 
upon estates or inheritances or 
upon the income of natural 
p mw oi H who are residents or 
citizens of the state shall be 
levied by the state and ttwn 
it goes on to repeat an exception 
for inheritance and estate taxes 
Mrtiich already exim in the 
constittJtion. "Natural persons" 
means people, not artifidai 
entities created by law. This 
amendment cannot authoriw a 
tax on personal income. 

To have a penonal inoome 
tax, another constitutional 
amendment would have to be 
proposed, pasted by three fifths 
of the members of each house of 
the lagiilature, and adopted by a 
voM of the people. 
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(2) The corporate income 
tax, if passed, will not all be 
passed on to tt>e consumer. The 
opponents have conveniently 
ignored the effect of the federal 
income tax deduction which 
corporations in Florida will 
enjoy for the first time. Section 
164 of the internal Rvvenue 
Code allows a deductk>n for 
state income taxes. The practical 
eHect o\ th\s w to save the 
corporation an amount equal to 
airier 22 or 48 percent of the 
sbrte income tax. This is a form 

"tewenue it«r\f>g." since some 
federal tax money is diverted 
from WaMnqton to Tallafiassee. 
To ^how how this wotWs, 
suppose your corporation had a 
net incoma of $100,000, and 
Fk>rida levied a five percent net 
iiKome tax on the excess over 
$5,000. The amount paid to 
FkKkla would be $4,760, the 
saving* on the federal tax would 
ba $2,280, and the dollar 
incraas* in taxes would be 
$2,470 over the federal tax 
without the state tax deductk>n, 
which is 2.47 percent of the net 
income— less than half of the five 
percent state tax rate. 

Where does ttw rest of it go? 

Some of it will eventually go to 
the consumer. If your 
corporation sells its products in 
all 50 states, your increase in 
prices will have an interesting 
effect: You will be "exporting" 
the Florida tax to consumers all 
over the country. This is only 
fair, since Florida consumers 
have been helping the producers 
of nationally marketed products 
pay income taxes m 43 other 
states for years. I don't mean 
just the obvious giants, like 
General Motors, but the 
producers of most of the goods 
you use from the time you wake 
up until you hit the sack. 

(3) The corporate inoome tax 
is not "discrimioatory." By 
"discriminatory," the opponents 
mew) that partnerships should 
be sut^aet to the tw ffln 
corporations. But partnerships 
and corporations are different 
kinds of businett animals. 
Without going into all the gory 
details, consider these 
differences: A cofperatton is a 
legal entity all by itself, and 
'lives" independently of its 
stockholdars and officers. Any 
irxrome it retains is not taxed to 
the stockholders personally, 
unlike partnerships. The 
corporation pays its own income 
tax, generally at a more 
favorable rate than its 
stockholders pay on their 
personal income. Corporations 
can retain income for pension 
and retirement plans. If a 
corporatkm Is sued and loses, 
the liability of the stockholders 
is limited-unlike the 
partnership, where the partnwrs 
are Wtldm. 

In other words, if you 
incorporate your business, you 
acquire privileges and 
immunities through the 
operation of law which 
partnerships never have. The 



state can tax your corporation 

without taxing partnerships, and 
a 60-year-old Supreme Coun 
case says there is no violation of 
the equal protection clause If it 
does. 

(4) The corporate incotnetax 
is not "just another tax." The 
cotpotate income tax is part o( a 
general reform program to make 
the fax structure 
"e\»st\c" -meaning that \he 
revenue will rise as fast « the 
size and wealth of the state rise. 
With taxes based ot\ consumw 
spending, the structure is no\ 
elastic. If the population rises, as 
the opponents point out, the 
sa\es tax coWections v»ii\ use. 
However, the opponents fail to 
point out that rising population 
means an increased demand for 
sdtools, roads, sewage treatment 
plants, and all the other 
governntent services demanded 
by increasing numbers of people 
With the present lax structure, 
the demand for services outstrips 
the rising sales tax revenue. 

(5) Where ttw tax money goes 
is wholly irrelevant to the 
question of where the money 
comes from. If the opponents 
could successfully show where 
the state budget can be reduced, 
and if the state's spending could 
be decreased, the corporate 
irKome tax would still be a 
desirable tax to have. With a 
corporate tax, perhaps the sales 
tax could be reduced. Tht 
opponarm are fond of slinging 
about such scarey (but 
maanir«gless) statistics as how 
much state spending has 
increased in the last five years, 
or how many state emplovees 
Flor.tld has in comparison to 
Other Southern states. When 
pressed for details on just where 
tfw budget cuts should take 
place, the opponents tend to 
shrug arnf dniffle off stage, 
mumbling something about 
"spend-and-tax liberals." 

(6) The small, family-owned 
business will not feel the 
corporate ir>come tax. First, the 
tax applies after salaries aie 
taken out, with other expenses 
and deductions. Second, the first 
$5,000 of the ramaining incotne 
is exempt. Most small businesses 
will find themselves with NO net 
inoome and NO state income tax 
after these deducttons and 
exemptions are made. 

One of the best pieces of 
advice I aver recaivea had to do 
with how much an aryiment is 
worth. The advice was, 
"Con»cler the source." Take a 
dose look at the source of the 
arguments mnning against the 
corporate income 
tax -supermarket chains, 
utilities, banks, and assorted fat 
cats v¥ho hide behind the 
anonymity of dw Associated 
Industries lobby. Do you hear 
any consumer lobbyists speaking 
out In opposition? t*ol Does it 
seem strange to you that the 
"big money" lobby is » 
ooncamad about whether the 
consumer pays their income tax? 
Where have these consumer 
chMipieNs baan all dwse years?

institutkin. Those positions are 
frequently misunderstood, for 
he must contend with the 
complexities of communication 
on campus and off and that 
means essential information in a 
given situatton is sometimes 
missed by many people. So he 
does take into account the views 
of peopta whoae dadtions are 
influential on his institution: the 
goMernot, \e9vs\at0rs, regents, 
alumni and many others. Any 
chief executive vvho would deny 
that he \s concettxed about. mA\81 
those people think and what 
effects their actions mil have on 
his institution is either dishonest 
or tmrttaikv nam«. 

The issues that are clearly 
black and v\rtxite are the easy 
otxes to resolve. There have been 
rimes, fbr example, M^wn cries 
have gone up for me to take 
action denying academic 
Iraadom and tha it#«ts of 
students to free expression. 
Where constitutional guarantees 
are so dearly at isaua. there is no 
choice in responding: the 
university must stand for 
something and it stands for 
freedom, here and now. But 
most of the issues do not stand 
in such bold relief; they are 
fuzzier and subject to 
educational and legal and 
oftentimes ethical 
interpretations. On questions 
that a good man could decide 
either way, it would be 
foolhardy not to consider the 
consequence of one's decision 
on the welfare of the university. 
What one must do is put 
principle first and then not deny 
the existence of "compelling 
influence" but make certain that 
it is kept in proper perspective. 

There is another dimension to 
pressure which we should not 
ignore— the pressure that comes 
from the university community 
Itself. Students, faculty and staff 
exert pressures in many 
ways— and ^at is entirely 

proper. But it has been my 
experience that such pressure is 
most effective, not when it is 
loudest or boldest, but when it is 
based on informed thought. 
When applied in this '.''ay, it is 
transformed from pressure to 
useful energy. 



On the subject of pressure, 
the Flambeau carried an open 
letter to me on Wednesday, Oct. 
27, urging that free bus service 
be provided for students to 
Campbell Stadium to vote on 
election day. This Is a fine idea 
and I am sorry I didn't think of 
it first. We are now working out 
the details to implement this 
suggestion. But the point I am 
making now is that an open 
letter, while it was useful, really 
wasn't necessary. A telephone 
call to my office would have 
accomplished the same end with 
less trouble for the letter-writers. 
In any case. I am grateful for a 
good idea and I thank the letter 
writers. This kind of community 
participation helps to make this 
a good university.

According to a recent survey 
fay the Office of Research and 
Information, members of 
minoritY groups account for 
almost ten percent of the total 
undvpaduMe enrollment at lite 
nation's state universities and 
land-grant colleges. 

REPORTS FROM 103 
puUic universities throughout 
the country showed that there 
ware 132,545 minority students 
out of a total enrollment of 
1,352,366 in these institutions 
durinffall term 1970. More than 



one-third of thase students were 
enrolled in the freshman class. 

Black students accounted for 
the greatest portion of the 
minority enrollment. At the 
participating institutions, 80,427 
black undergraduates and 
12,192 graduate students 
enrollad. Because of the great 
percentage of blacks enrolled in 
the freshman classes of 
predominantly white 
universities, there is an 
indication of a future surge in 
black enrollment if

BLACK ENROLLMENT at 

the graduate level lagged 
somewhat behind. However, a 
great number of colleges and 
universities indicated growing 
efforts to remedy this situation 
in an effort to meet the need for 
more trained professionals 
among the country's miiwity 
population. 

Multi-faceted special 
programs are the primary 
contributing factor in bringing 
more minority students from 
disadvantaged backgrounds into 
the academic mainstream. These 
special efforts, aimed at students 
who do not meet the ^suai 
entrance requirements but show 
potential, generally include 
special orientation, renwdial 
help, counseling and financial 
assistance. 

Although most of the 
undertakings of this nature are 
less than four years old, many 
universities have steadily 
increased the number o1 
students they enroll in sucf 
programs each year. One of the 
largest programs is found at tN 
University of Michigan. Knowr 
as the OpportufHty Aware 
Program, it hat wcoetcfully 
aided over 500 Students ir 
qa'H nq a rollpqe degree

Statistics of the ORI sun/ey 
irtdicate that the enrollment of 
minority group-based students 
will increase greatly in the 
coming years. The special 
programs make colleges and 
universities aware of the 
problems and needs of 
minorities and therefore enable 
the institutions to gear programs 
to these groups.

The Student Mobilization Committee will meet 
tonight to make final plans for the two remaining 
evenu of the fall anti-war offensive.

Speakers will include representatives of 
National Peace Action Coalitions, hi^ school and 
college members of SMC, and other prominent 
people in the anti-war movement. 

Rides will be coordinated by SMC. All people 
who can give rides should meet behind the Union 
Post Office at 5 a.m. or, Saturday, and all people 
who need transportation should meet at 5:30 a.m. 
All who want rides should be able to share a 



but under this arrangement they 
are able to go to school oh about 
$1 a day. In this way about 250 
financially disadvantaged 
Students are able to attnnd 
school. 

The need and austerity of this 
program is emphasized by 
limiting scholarships to 
unmarried students and barring 
them from fraternities and 
sororities. A luxury such as a car 
must be justified. 

According to Dr. Don Veller, 

executive director of the 
program, for a student to be 
considered for a scholarship h° 
must have scored at least 425 un 
the senior placement test, or 
have a 3.0 average in college, and 
^ow a severe finarKial need. 



Occasionally exceptions will be 
made in the academic 
requirements. 

The foundation subsists on 
donations from individuals and 
various companies. The greatest 
current need Is for operating 
money and funds for needed 
expansion. Plans call for raising 
$8 million for an endowment 
fund, and new buildings to 
house 1,000 students. 

The current operating budget 
is $80,000. Expenses include 
such items as mortgage and 
interest payments, salaries, 
insurance, house maintenance 
and furnishings.

coming as Orlando 



it's been a long time

You've just got to figure that 
it was atxMit time a Fkxida State 
football team defeated Florida. 
And Saturday night the 
Seminola fraihman did it in an 
unexpected fashion m they 
whipped the Gators 31-23 at 
Campbell Stadium in a Shriner 
sponsored freshman classic. 

Billed as a battle between 
Florida's passing attack and the 
Tribe's grind-em-out running, 
the game turned into a wild 
passing duel in the second half. 
Mark Orlando was the star for 
the Seminoies m he came off the 
bench in the third quarter to fire 
four touchdown passes. 

The victory marked the first 
time an FSU team had downed a 



Gator squad since 1967. That 

was the year the varsity from 
FSU clipped Florida in the final 
game of the season and earned a 
trip to the Gator Bowl while 
doing it. 

In the early portion of the 
game, neither team seemed able 
to generate much offense. 
Florida State tried to pass early 
with Ralph Petrillo at the 
quarterback slot while Ftorida 
didn't use the passing arm of 
All-America high school 
quarterback David Bowden and 
tried to establish the running 
attack. 

Neither of the strategies 
worked as the first quarter 
remained scoreless. The only 
threat in the period was 
registered by the Seminoies. 



That one ended with a missed 
field goal attempt by former 
Tallahassee Leon star Mike 
Norman. 

The Gators were the first and 
only team to score in the half 
and did so midway through the 
second period after a big break. 
Getting the ball at the Florida 
30 after a pass interception, 
Bowden finally got down to 
some serious passing and threw 
three straight completions. The 
final toss was a 15 yard pass to 
Ward Eastman for the score. 

In the second half, FSU took 
the opening kickoff and 
marched down for a field goal 
by Norman. But Florida came 
right back two possessions later 
and scored its second 
touchdown on a 38-yard bomb 



from Bowden to Eastman. 

It was at this time that head 
frashman coach Bill Camty 
benched Petrillo, whose passing 
was not that effective, and put 
in Orlando for the second time. 
It took the New Jersey native 
only 1 1 plays to march the baby 
'Noles 56 yards for the score.

"On entering Havana Harbor, the cr www w n of 
the military vessels Stood at atiantion in their 
white uniforms. The naml ihtKhment was 
raeeivad with loud aNdMneltoni flif gnetlni and a 
widespread and continuous waving of CMan and 
Soviet flags." 

The Cuban radio desc r i b ed the ships at two 
submarinaa, two antisubmarine vessels and a 
tanker, which had bean on a training cruise in the 
Atlantic. It said they wouM be in CubetmH Now. 
9. 

The arrival of the flotilla coirKided with a joint 
statement raiaeied in Moaoow end Hewane on the 

four-day visit to Cuba by Soviet Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin, which ended Saturday The visit included 
talks with Guben Pramiar Fidal Castro. 

The statamant said the Soviet Union reaffirmed 
iu readiness to support Cuba in the struggle 
against "provocedons by the forces of 
imperialism." Cuba was said to express its "sincere 
gratitude" to the Soviet Union for its "constant 
assistance and aupport." 

The visit of the Russian warships had been 
anrKHinced beforehand in both Moscow and 
Havana. Of the six Soviet naval flotillas visiting the 
island in the past 28 months, some have called at 
Havana vrfiile others heve gone to the port of 
Cienfuegos on the south coast. 

Documents of blast

WASHINGTON-U.S. District Judge George L. 
Hart ordered the govemment today to ntake 
public portions of aaeret documents oonoeming 
the Cannikin nuclear test. He did not rule 
immediately on a request for a preliminary 
injunction aimed at Wocfcing the «cploeion. 

The five megaton blast i< planned for 
Friday -or possibly later-on Alaska's AmeNtka 
Island. The Atomic Energy Commission said today 
it expected to "be in a state of readiness to 
detonate" by Friday, meaning the blast would not 
come before then. It previoutiy hed aeid the teat 
would take place by Thurtdey. 

Hart's ruling was a preliminary. legal move that 
could be changed after the govemment had a 
chance to reply. He did not immediataly release 
the documents pending a govemment decision 
v^ether to appeal the order. 

Of the documams and portmns of documaris 
ordered releesed fay Hart, the key pert wes a report 
from the Council on Environmental Qu.ality. 

The documents consisted of reports from 
various government agencies concerning the 
environnrtental impact of the blast, the iMgest 
underground test the United Sutes has ever

fiofullsm not In beans; 
FDAwifhdraws warning 

WASHINGTON-The Food and Druj 
Administration (FDA) rescinded Monday its 
warning that a batch of Stokely-Van Camp green 
beans might be contaminated with botulism. 

The FDA said tests by the Center for Disease 
Control of the Public Health Seroice in Atlam 
and by the FDA showed botulism was not the 
cause of the Hlness late last week jf a Pensacola, 
Fla. boy and that the botulin toxin was noi 
present in some canned green beans he had eaten. 

The FDA seid it had not yet been detennined 
what made the child ill, but said the green bnni 
were not the source of his illness and that tfwy m 
now conaidared safe to eat. 

Preliminary tests had showed the possibility of 
tmtulism poisoning arid the FDA ordered a recall 
of Slohehf-Van Camp Finest French Style green 
beens with the code number SB72 E 21 3D. The 
FDA said recall of the batch "is no longer 
oonsidared neoeasery." 

FDA Commissioner Charles C. Edwards praised 
the Stokely-Van Camp company for its 
cooper a ti o n in the racaH, and said such recalls 
were necessary when there is even an uncorrfimwl 
danger of a deadly poison like botulism.

Plans called for key and card 
operated gates installed at 
selected access points and a 
visitor's gate at the Westcott 
entrance. Bus service to and 
from Campbell Stadium was 
proposed for the first time. 

The official breakdown of 
parking spaces vs cars in 1969 
was: 1,775 faculty cars and 
1,129 red parking spaces; 1,244 
staff members squeezed into 702 
spaces; and 4,471 students, 
part-time staff and part-time 
faculty competed for 4,760 
spaces, 3,000 of which were at 
(Campbell Stadium. Thus there 
were only 1,760 white-lined 
parking spaces within easy 
walking distance of the main 
campus. 

A University Traffic 
Committee was then formed, 
headed by Robert Shoemaker, 
director of placement services, in 
an attempt to ease the traffic 
problem. 

UNFORTUNATELY, at that 
time, the committee suffered 
from the same handicap as an 
elephant hunter who is forced to 
use a SB gun on his prey. 

Shoemaker stated in the fall 
of 1969 that the university had 
been unsuccessful in its attempts 
to acquire land for parking near 
the campus. This was due largely 
to the exorbitant prices 
demanded by local realtors who 
owned much of the vacant land 
close to campus. 

In an attempt to utilize the 
3,000 parking spaces at 
Campbell Stadium, the 
committee began the first 
negotiations with a local bus 
company to provide 
transportation between the 
stadium and the main campus. 
The problem with this plan, 
though, was whether or not the 
bus company could provide 
adequate servkx at frequent 
intervals.

The consolidation of the Tallahassee- Leon County 
governments is a very good idea. The proposed charter, 
however, is unacceptable. It has too many weak points 
which must be overcome before the voters can give their 
mark of approval. To begin consolidation with a bad 
charter would be a very grave mistake. 

The Flambeau urges all voters to vote no on the 
consolidation proposal, telling city and county fathers to 
return to the drawing board. A better charter can be 
developed. 

Also before the voters will be the amendment to the 
Florida Constitution allowing for the creation of a 
corporate profits tax. This amendment is not a step toward 
a paraonal income tax as oppowem i wouM have you 
believe. The amendment will allow for only a tax on 
corporate incomes, not peisonal incomes. Do not be 
fooM by misieading advertiseme n t s tailing you to "vote 
against the income tax." For Fk>rida to have a personal 
income tax would require a second constitutional 
amendment. 

The propoaed tax on corporations is the best thing that 

could happen to Florida consumers. Too long has this stata 
been supported almost totally on consumer taxes. Finally, 
with a tax on corporate profits, some of the burden can be 
taken off the consumer. 

Florida is currently one of only seven states in the 
nation which does not have a corporate income tax. By 
not having such a tax, the citizens of Florida are ha^Mig to 
support the 43 states which do. 

Wake up, Floridians, this amendment is for you. Vote 
for the corporate profits tax. 

Today's election isn't very exciting, but it is very 
important. Get out and vote. If you are to vote at the 
stadhtm polling place, remember, the unraernty will be 
providing free transportation from campus to the stadium.

Coipsolidation, corporate profits tax election today 



"Two of the most hotly contested amendments in recent 
years— lowering the voting age to 18, and giving 18-year-olds adult 
rights-were souMly defeated last year by only one-third of the 
electorate," Cotterell wrote. 

A light turnout will probably hurt the tax amendment, Greg 
Johnson, Askewts tax advisor, told UPl. "Rich people vote. Poor 
people don't," he said. He said the rich have the most to lose if the 
amendment authorizing a tax up to five percent on business profits 
over $5,000 is apisroved. 

Gov. Askew, the amencknent's chief proponent, held o news 
conference Monday and said he would spend the day calling 
chairmen of local Citizens for Tax Reform Committees and "urging 
them to work hard getting out a large vote." 

"The raal issue is who runs Florida government-elected officials 
or favored special interests who should be paying taxes, " Askew 
said, getting in last-minute attack. "Instead of paying taxes, they 
use it to promote a slick advertising campaign to trick the people 
into voting against themselves." 

Leon County Elections Supervisor Mrs. Wilma Sullivan is 
predicting a courity turnout of about 20,000 voters, or 45 percent of 
the record registration of 45,700. 

Mrs. Sullivan said she expects heavy voting by blacks-over 8,000 
aie regi st e r ed- ar id studenti-about 5,000 students are registered. 

The consolidation issue has shaped up as a confrontation between 
The Tallahassee Democrat, the Chamber of Commerce, and State 
Sen. Mallory Hohw. all strong proponents of the charter, and most 
city and county elected officials, who oppose it. 

Proponents argue consolidation will mean more efficient, more 
effective govemiinent. Opponents argue the charter contains glaring 
weaknesses which rnust be firmed up before consolidation can be 
effective.

Editor: One { subtle but 

important aspect of the 
proposed city-county merger has 
received almost ncj attention in 
the discussion up to now. This is 
the alternatives of at-large 
election of commissioners 
compared with ; their being 
elected from sllngle-member 
districts. The Consolidation 
Charter provides that all 
commissioners be elected 
at large from the entire county. 
The other alternative would 
divide the county >into electoral 
districts, with the citizens of 
each district voting only for the 
commissioner wHo repreeentc 
that district. 

There are ^wo cogent 
a rguments for single-member 
electoral districts. First, luch a 
system makes it easier for the 
individual to make an intelligent 
choice in selecting his 
representative. He need be 
informed about the 
qualifications and views of only 
the candidatas who represent his 
one district. With voting at large, 
the citizen must know about the 
qualifications, views and voting 
records of all tlie candidates for 
all ttie seats in the commission. 
Secondly, single-member 
the individual 
weight in the 
of his one 
This makes the 
citizen feel closer to his local 
government and increases both 
his interest in and his confidence 
in such government. With 
single-member electoral districts, 
each commissioner will represent 
tha views of only the 



constituents in his one district. 
A commissioner so elected will 
tend to reflect the diversities 
found in the electorate of the 
county. Voting at-large, 
however, systematically 
suppresses the representation of 
these diversities. 

Some of the proponents of 
the Consolidation Charter are 
aggressively hostile to the- idea of 
single-member electoral districts, 
charging that such a system 
would result in "dirty old world 
politics" but saying nothing to 
substantiate such an assertion. 
Could it be that their real 
concern here is that 
single-member electoral districts 
might (1) turn out a larger vote 
in local elections and (2) 
increase the political influenoe 
of such "outside" groups as state 
workers, members of the college 
and university communities and 
Wack citizens?

Editor: Today voters will 
decide on city-county 
consolidation here in Leon 
County. The result could affect 
utility rates, taxes, law 
enforcement and the total 
environment of the university. 

The Flambeau's failure to 
endorse the proposed plan is a 
great disservice to the university 
community. 

Granted, the charter is not 
perfect. The Flambeau's 
editorial, for example, objected 
to it because the county 
manager would be appointed 
instead of elected, then objected 
because the sheriff would be 
elected instead of appointed. 
Who could satisfy such 



unreasoning and contradictory 
critics? 

But the chief opposition to 
the charter has come from the 
hordes of petty office holders 
and bureaucrate who fear 
eventual loss of their little 
empires. They have thrown up a 
smokescreen of nitpicking 
objections, hoping to forge an 
alliance of opponents to bury 
consolidation for another 
decade. 

Few on the Flambeau 

remember that in 1956, citizens 
here voted on a proposed civic 
arena designed tiy world-fanied 
architect Walter Gropius. Some 
people didn't like the 
modernistic design, some said 
the arena was too big, some 
thought it was too small, and 
still others didn't like the 
location. Many others objected 
to the means of financing the

project. The result: 15 years 
later, Tallahassee still does not 
have a civic arena. If 
consolidation loses, there may 
never be armther chance because 
already there are movements 
afoot to incorporate Killearn 
Estates and Woodville. Once 
there are other municipalities in 
Leon County besides 
Tallahassee, the chances for 
meaningful consolidation may 
be lost forever. 

On Tuesday, then, voters 
have a chance to end wasteful 
duplication of government, 
making possible better public 
service, lower taxes and lower 
utility rates. (Jacksonville, now 
merged with Duval County, has 
cut taxes four straight years.) 
The plan has been eruJorsed by 
the League of Women Voters, 
the Chamber of Commerce, and 
by public-spirited Tallahasseans 
such as LeRoy Collins, Malcolm 
Johnson and others. As a 
student arKl a Taliahassean, I 
urge the university conununity 
to support this progressive step 
forward.

Card 
playing was abeohitely barred. 

Riding on running boards of cars was frowned upon, talking with 
the men in town was taboo, and on any given night during World 
War II, you could expect to be roused from your sleep by a 
screaming air raid drill. 

Other rules stated flowers could be picked on Mondays only, 
smoking was inexecusable and very punishable, and the only 
appllanres allowed in the dorm rooms were heating pads. Also Jack 
Liebermans were strictly banned. 

THINGS HAVE CHANGED for the most part. The 1971 FSU 
coed has everything from portable televisions to electric hair dryan 
to playing cards. 

Modern washers and dryers are available to all, as are a growing 
number of kitchenettes, recreational vkI exercise rooms and eating 
facilities for guests of dorm residents. 

Smith Hc'l is being converted into an apartment complex and a 
new apartment building is going up on the west end of campus. 
Tentative plans are being made for air-conditioning older 

dormitories. 

But some things never change. The 1925 collegian was asked to 
bring four things with her to school: basic educational supplies, 
simple clothing and "an unquench^e enthusiasm for college life 
which shall never be daunted."

Leon County voters turned 
down a local charter to 
consolidate city and county 
government Tuesday night. 

The complete but unofficial 
count was 10,135 votes for 
consolidation to 14,531 against. 

Supporters said although this 
particular charter proposal was 
dead, consolidation was not and

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Major Insurance Companies 
put 'no-fault' plans into effect 




"No fault" auto liability insurance has gone 
Into effect quietly with an announceme n t that 2B 
major insurance companies have reduced their 
rates for basic coverage by 1 6 percent. 

The drop in rate* «Mch became effective 
Monday affects only new arKl renewal customers 
for the companies, which handle about 60 percent 
of all auto liability inturance in Florida. 

No-fault auto insurance, like a homeowner's 
policy, eliminates the determination of fault in 
insurance payments. Under the no-fault system, a 
driver insures himself and his car against accidental 
loss and collects from his own insurer when an 
accident occurs, rether than aiins the other perty's 
comfNwiy. 

While switching to the no-fault rates Monday 
under an order from state government, the 
companies will continue to use the current 
adversary system of determining fault until Jan. 1, 
wtfien total no-fault coverage takes affect. 

Hua to head U.N. 
iMegotioii for RttI CImm 

imiTED NATIONS-Communist China said 
Tuesday Chiao Kuan Hua, vice minister of foreign 
affairs, would head its delegation to the United 
Nations. 

The government also said its amt)assador to 
Canada, Huang Hua, would represent the country 
on the Security Council. 

The announcements were contained in two 
telegrams from Chi Peng-fei, acting foreign 
miniiter of the Peking government, to Secretary 
General Thant. 

Chi did not say when the delegation would 
arrive in New York but the U.9. State Department 
said earlier the delegation would be allowed in the 
country without the usual formality of obtaining 
visas. 

Oiemistry and Physks 
Nob«l prizes awarded 

STOCKHOLM-The 1971 Nobel Prizes for 
physKs and chemistry, worth $80,000 each this 

year, were awarded Tuesday to two 
European-born scientists now working in the 
United States and Canada. 

Prof. Dennis Gabor, 71, a Hungarian -born 
British scientist working at the Columbia 
Broadcasting System (CBS) laborat or ies in 
Stamford, Conn., was elated when he learned he 
had won the prize for physics. 

Gabor won the award for his studies in 
holography, a lansless three dimensional 
photography which uses laser beams and could be 
applied to 3D television and aid medical diagnosis. 

The prize for chemistry wac awarded to 
German-bom Carradian scientist Gerliard Herzberg, 
67, for research into the chemistry of space which 
has helped scientisu trying to unravel the mystery 
of the origin of the universe. Herzberg was in 
Russia, a ^est of the Soviet Academy of 
Scientists, wfien the award was announced. 

Castro to visit Soviet Umon 

MIAMI-Cuban Premier Fidel Castro has 
accepted an invitation to visit the Soviet Union, 
but has not said when he will m^e the trip. 

A Radk> Havana broadcast monitored here 
Monday said Castro accepted an invitation to 
return the visit by Soviet Premier Alexei N. 
Kosygin to Cuba. The statement was contained in 
a joint communique issued in Cube end Moscow 
Sunday after Kosygin returned home from a 
four-day visit to Cuba. 

The statement said merely thet Kosygin 

"confirnned an invitation made to the prime 
minister of the revolutionary government (of 
Cuba), Fklel Castro, to visit the Soviet 

Union, whidi wm accepted with thanks."

Ueb was hospitalized Monday afternoon after 
tw complained of an upset stomach and fainted 
wMIe talking to an attorney in chambers. 

He had been fraspitalized in the coronary care 
ward of the hospital pending tests. His doctor said 
ttw neusee could have been "a sign of many 
things," but added the seizure apparently *i« the 
"first episode of a heart attack." 

46 persons arrested in 
gombfing crackdown 

TAMPA-The FBI announced the arrest of 46 
persons in Florida and ^tew York in a crackdown 
on what vms termed "a large-scale gambling ring 
having organised crime ties." 

J.F. Santoiana, special agent in charge of the 
Tampa FBI office, said the suspects were arrested 
on Indictments returned by a ^lecial grand jury 
here Monday. 

"The indk:tmem charged that a largescaie 
gambling business had been operating ir the 
oenual Florida area and that this business reached 
into the Miami and New York areas and was 
primarily a sports bookmaking and numbers 
lottery operation," Santoiana said.

Honor C^rt C^ief Justice 
Charles Tunnicliff ordered the 
Student Publications Policy 
Board to extend until Thursday 
the deadline for applications for 
editor of the Flambeau. 

TUNNICLIFF based the 
order yesterday on the grounds 
that the past advertisements had 
been "fuzzy." The delay would 
give the board time to clarify 
their procedures and to receive 
new applications. 

The order accompanied a 
24-hour appeal period for the 
piaimiffs, Andy Campanaro and 
Barry Mittan, who had entered 
the injunction against the board. 
Tunnicliff dismissed the 
injunction on the grounds that 
Mittan had failed to prove his 
case. 

The dismissal now leaves 
Mittan the option of appealing 
to either the Student Supreme 
Court or to the Office of 
StJdent Affairs under Vice 
President Steve McClellan. 

Campanaro said last night he 
would not appeal the case. "To 
appeal this further would serve 
no purpose except to delay a 
decision on the editorship of the 
Flambeau and frankly, I tee no 
reason for doing such." 

"We had our day in court and 
by opening up ttie doors for any 
other editorial candidates. 
Justice Tunnicliff has answered, 
at least in part, the complaint," 



Campanaro said. 

The controversy over the 
advertised procedurecenteredon 
the absence of any published 
information concernirig an 
interview of the applicant by the 
SPPB.

THE GREAT LEAP in 
expense is due to the "several 
significant changes in campus 
parking regulations." The chief

The bus system is the main 
reason for the increase in the 
registration fee.

Leadbelly: 

trouble, 
tumult, 
and humor 

He grew up ort hit tattler's 
farm near Mooringsport, 
Louisiana. In his own words he 
was "an awful bad boy." 

At 15 he fathered an 
illegitimate child by a nei^bor's 
daughter. A year later when the 
same girl, still unwed, was 
pragrtant again, the moral wrath 
of the community forced him to 
flee his home. With his guitar 
strapped nver hts shoulder and a 
Colt strapped under his arm, he 
headed for the city. 

He tried Shreveport for 
awhile and then moved west to 
Dallas. In Texas, he fell into an 
agreeable pattern; summers and 
falls he worked the farmlands 
east of Dallas, plowing and 

picking cotton Winters he lived 
a soft life, singing and playing 
guitar in East DaMai saloons, 
dance halls and bawdy houses. 
But his swagger, his incendiary 
tamper and hit way with women 
made him enemies. 

Once a rival caught him 
unawaret and cracked his head 
open with a bottle. Another 
time he wat playing and tinging 
for a dance hail audience when 
an assailant ttuck a knife in hit 
throat and pulled it halfway 
around his neck before he could 
beat the man off. The resultant 
scar he wore like a collar around 
his neck for the rett of his life. 

Women figured in other kinds 
of trouble-^dom encountering 
resistance from them, he became 
arrogant and demanding and 
once, when a woman in 
Marshal, Texas, spurned hit 



attentions, he assaulted her. For 
this he was given a year's 
sentence in the Harrison County 

chain gang, but after three days, 
his legs hampered by chains and 

bullets from a guard's 
Winchester whippirtg past his 
ears, he leaped a fetKe ar>d raced 
across a freshly plowed field to 
freedom. 

Later, he was traveling 
through river bottom country 
with two companwm; it was a 
dark night and all were armed. 
One f r iend began to kid him that 
he had been teeing something of 
another friend's girl. The 
angered companion pulled his 
gun threateningly, but before he 
could use it, our man shot him 
in the head. 

This time he drew a 30-year 
serrtenoe and his efforts to 
escape fat led An attempt to 
drown himself in a lake failed 
too. Finally, he heeded Mt 
prison captain's counsel, 
resigned himself to 
imprisonnwnt and became the 
best lead man of the best work 
gang in the penitentiary. 

He alio iwcanw the camp's 
favorite entertainer. He had by 
this time made his own vast 
store of bkMs, slave tongs, reels, 
ballads and spirituals, and now 
he added to tfiem the work 
songs, blues and hollers of the 
prison. Playing with lightning 
fingers on his 12-string guitar 
and shouting out in his intense 
and grainy vokre, he made them 
something to hear. 

To the prison came Texas' 
colorful governor Pat Neff, 
rumored to have sworn he would 
never pardon wiy man while in 
office. 

Huddle Ledbetter, now 

known as Leadbelly for his tight 
Stomach muscles that made an 
opponent's fist bounce off him 
in fistfights, danced, sang artd 



played his way to freedom. He 
had served just six yean, seven 
months and ei^t days. 

Ten yrtars later Leadbelly was 
to sing his way out of jail again. 
This time he had received a 
ten-year term in the Louisiana 
State Farm at Angola for carving 
up six men in a street brawl 
(They'd set upon him 
demanding the whiskey from his 
lunch pail.) 

In Angola the distinguished 
folklorist and ballad hunter John 
Lomax had found Leadbelly, 
and brought him with him to 
Hansard and other colleges, and 
Leadbelly's singing and playng 
became a featured pan of 
Lomax's lectures. 

Undergraduates sat fascinated 
as Leaaijelly warned them: 
"Don't you never kill no 
womens You might go around 
and you might sometinfies kill 
tome ntens, but don't you kill 
no womens or that be the end of 

you." 

The Lomaxes brought 
Leadbelly to New York Oty, the 
press caught on and the rest is 
history. 

Now Huddle Ledbetter « 
dead, d>e voice stopped, the 
heart ttopped. The trouble and 
tumult and humor and native 
wisdom that was Leadbelly a 
gone. 

But now his brothers and 
sittere are raeing him to the 

surface of our nation's history, 
along with other distinguished 
and passionate human beings 
who have always deserved their 
share of history 's spotlight. Now 
it it a new history the children 
learn in school, constantly being 
revised and reedited to fit the 
truth.

SPPB denies bias 



An open letter to the members of the university community: 

Members of the Student Publications Policy Board did not react 
immediately to last Wednesday's editorial, which questioned the 
ability of the Board to mate a just decision concerning the 
editorship of the Flambeau. We felt that the total student 
membership of the Board should make a response at ihe next regular 
SPPB meeting which was Monday, November 1. The student 
membership would now like to make the following points: 

1 . The members are unequivocably committed to judging the four 
candidates for editor on the basis of their joumalistic qualifications 
and talents. The possession of biases is part of being human, but we 
honestly believe that we are capable of judging the candidates on the 
besis of the above criteria, plus such secondary factors as 
imapnation and general awareness of campus and community life. 

2. The outcome of the SPPB editor election is simply unknown. 
We deliberately put off the election of editor until all faculty 
members could be present and a full board could participate in the 
election. The Chairman of *e SPPB, Kim Rogers, wiH not be able to 
.'"te except in case of a tie, and a majority vote for four is required 
to elect an editor. No one can say who, at this point, is most likely 
to get four votes. The staff of the Flambaw has a vote in th» 
election and it will undoubtedly be crucial. 

3. Finally, until such time as it is shown that the SPPB is 
incapable of maintaining a series of quality publications and of 
serving the best interests of the University community, no indivickjal 
or office should intervene in its internal operations.

Florida State's exciting passing attack earns most of the football 
headlines, but running backs Art Munroe, Paul Magalski and James 
Jarrett are also in the midst of outstanding seasons. 

Munroe has gained a net of 2f>2 yards in eight games, an «erag» 
of 4.7 yards per carry. Hu has can led the ball 62 times. 

Magabki hat totad tfw fbotbill 63 times for a net gain of 386 
yards -an average of 4 5 yards per carry. Jarrett has gained 219yardt 
in 50 attempts for an average of 4.4 yards per try. 

Overall, Florida State it gaining an average of 114.9 yards per 
game rushing and is averaging an even three yards for each running 
try. FSU has gained a total of 1216 yards rushing in 311 plays.

Florida State as a team is averaging 23.6 points per game as 
opposed to 11.8 for the opposition, and is averaging 369.6 yards per 
game as opposed to 253.5 for the opposition. 

In the kicking department, plaoe-kKker Frank Fontes continues 
to rank among the best in the nation with 47 points in eight games. 
The soccer-style kicker has hit nine of 15 field goals and 20 of 21 
extra points for a total of 47 points. Dawion is next in scoring with 
six touchdowns and a two-point conversion for 40 points. 

Punter Duane Carrell has seen his average drop somewhat of late, 
twt that is due to the fact that in the last couple of games he has 
been punting out of bounds to avoid runbacks. Both South Carolina 
and Houston had top-notch punt return men, and Carrell did a good 
job keeping the ball away from them.

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Gibb creates "communityof feeling

"And you shall come 

And hear our song 

And learn its tune 

Before it fades awy.. " 

Aix>ut 200 faces, some filled 
with apprehension and some 
with fear, gathered in the Union 
Ballroom last week to learn a 
song about themselves. 

THE FACES CAME from 
varied parts of the southeastern 
States, mostly from the corners 
of Florida. Each was brought 
here by a unique drive— a 
different type of need and/or 
curiosity. Each person came to 
be a part of something big, 
something undefined in the 
beginning but very real in the 
end. 

"Life is a flow— it never 
fails-and it grows and flows and 

lives..." With this sentiment, Dr. 
Jack Gibb came to FSU to 
create an experimental 
"community" on a foundation 
of Trust, Openness, Realization 



and lnt«rdependence-the TORI 

theory. 

Gibb, working out of the 
National Training Laboratory of 
California, came at the invitation 
Df the department of social 
sciences in connection with its 
SLS 399 "Special Topics" class. 
Known as a pioneer in the group 
process, it was hoped that Gibb 
could provide a growth outlet 
for ttie course members, and the 
Tallahassee and university 
communities. 

IN THIS LABORATORY, a 
variety of experierKes were 
offered to foster personal 
growth, intimacy and high trust 
among community members. 
The laboratory operates in a 
realm of "reduced tfireat" »n 
that status is loose, and all threat 
eminates from within the group 
of which the individual is a part. 

Gibb's work dates back to the 
1940's when he began using 
group processes in his classes at 
Brigham Young University. 
Later, after affiliation with the

National Training Laboratory, 

he began to develop the TORI 
theory and techniques for 
community growth and personal 
development. 

Gibb defines 'community' as 
"a personal environment 
composed of unique 
individuals." In this community, 
individuals, "get out of their 
roles and open themselves to one 
another," according to Gibb. 
"The ideal community becomes 
more self-directed and 
interdepernient as the individuals 
expand themselves and flow 
with the tide of the group. 

GIBB OPERATES ON the 
principle that "leaderless groups 
are the most successful." Rather 
than giving specific commands 
which the group has to follow, 
he suggests ways of involvement; 
he "lets the group guide itself 
according to iu immediate 
needs." 

Regarding adverse group 
elements, he said, "through such 
avenue as role behavior, closed 
or open behavior, passivity or 

persuasiveness, and dependence 
or rebellion, a group of 
indhriduals becomes de ta ch e d 

and restricted from any form of 
outside growth, aside from pure 
existence." 

Gibb attempts to avoid 
encounters with the adversary, 
taer, and guides the group in 
moro nos'tive channels. 

WITH BITS AND pieces of 
theory and sentiment woven 
into some sort of unique 
tapestry sprinkled with 
a pprehension, Gibb and the 200 
strange faces moved toward the 
unknown world of the 
'community'.. .

"Look around the room end 
find a face that attracts you.

With this basic introduction, 
these people m.ivHd -hrough the 
day teaming about their new 
environment-whether the 
impression wm poiitivt or 
negative. 

THE MEMBERS HELD one 
another; "cared" for one 
another; allowed themselves to 
"Ml" only to be caught by their 
group, felt real and unreal— lived. 

After the group memban had 
been working ai a whole for 
about three hours, they 
performed the "trust walk". 

"Walk toward wnwone you 
don't know and find out what it 
feels like to build trust. I suggest 
that after you get to know this 

person, one of you close your

In the end the faces had 
meitad into some type of group 
Some appeared happy and 
comfortable, others the 
opposite. ■n»ey had loved and 
hated, laughed and cried.

The motion adopted ij in four parts: # nudent evaluations of 
professors are not to be the only factor involved in judging a faculty 
member's qualifications; # the SIRS plan will be used only for the 
fall quarter; # the Ad Hoc Contmittee will be continued until a 
permanent system is achieved; # evaluations for the fall quarter 
are to be released only to the professor involved and those delegated 
to interpret the surveys. 

"Florida State has been behind other universities in having 
students evaluate its faculty," said Or. Fred Standiey. chairmMi of 
the Faculty Senate Staering Committee. "Wb mutt begin to take the 
lead." 



The Leon County vote on the 
corporate tax issue was 17,767 
for and 9.121 against.

Campanaro said Tuesday night he would not appeal and after the 
24-hour period had ended Wednesday noon, neither Mittan nor

The scientist is Robert A Buchanan of the 
Lockheed Missiles and Space Co. which developed 
the screen under an Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) contract. 

Buchanan discussed the screen at a nudear 
icience symposium in San Francisco and the AEC 
issued a report on it here. 

According to the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, diagnostic X-ray 
examinations are the largest single source of 
radiation exposure in the United States. U.S. per 
capita X ray exposures are among the MifMrt in 
the world.

The clause states: "All decisions of the Honor Court are 
appealable as of right to the Supreme Court. Decisions of the 

Supreme Court, the University Committee on Student Conduct or 
an administrative officer may be appealed through the Vice 
President for Student Affairs to the PresMent <rf the University." 

The Supreme Court did not agree with either of the claims made 
by the prosecution as reasons for the appeal. The two claims are:. (1) 
the Honor Court Otief Justice gave Ute jury a basis for burden of 
proof- beyond a reasonable doubt-that was too great, and (2) the 
Honor Court Chief Justice was in error when he excluded President 
Marshall's affidavit. 

"The appeal is a direct attack on the Honor Court's system and 
students' First Amendment rights, the right of freedom of speech in 
assembly," said Lieberman. "What they're basically saying is that the 
prosecutor in the case, which is Marshall, has the right to be judge 
and jury. If Marshall can overrule the Honor Court then it has no 
power." 

Lieberman urges students and faculty to attend a meeting at 7 
p.m. in 1 15 Bellamy. Plans will be made for foture actions to initiate 

support from various sections of the university community against 
the administration's actions, said Lieberman.

'Alienated can find meaning in freedom'

The disillusioned, the uptight 
who have come to view their 
way of living as pointless, need 
not (uccumb to alienation and 
frustration. 

Their disillusionment is 
widespread, shared by young 
and old, rich and poor, hence 
there need be no alienation. And 
this feeling of pointlessness can 
be channeled to underline a 
meaningless life with meaning, 
hence there need be no 
frustration. 

Extremely simplified, perhaps 
to the point of prostitution, this 
is the "Experience of 
Nothingness" as espoused by Dr. 
Michael Novak, radical Catholic 
theologian, author and 
university professor. Ncwak 
spoke on campus Tuesday as 
part of the "Religion in Life" 
lecture series. 

Novak told of one of his 
former student's first 
experiences, with the frustration. 
The young woman, studying 
medicine in Europe, began to 
question why she wanted to be a 
doctor. She knew she had always 
wanted to be one, but that was 
all. 

"She began to sleep a lot. 
Everything seemed pointless," 
Novak said. "She wanted to do 
something with her life, but she 
didn't know what." 

She wrote home to her 
mother, whose response was 
typically American: "Darting 
arc you sure you're eating well 
enough?" 

"If you're unhappy, it must 
be a matter of diet," Novak 
interjected. "What right do 
Americans, who live in the land 
of the affluent and jutt. have to 
be unhappy?" 

The Experience of 
Nothingness is an uncertainty, 
Novak said. "The way I have 



been living my life, perhaps it's a 
mistake. Maybe I should have 
lived in this way. But there is no 
special assurance that living in 
the other way is any better." 

No way of life is necessarily 
real or good or true. There is a 
sense of formlessness. 



It can be dianneled because 
of the qualities necessary for it 
to exist, Novak said. 
"Nothingness can exist only 
when there is honesty, courage, 
freedom and community." 

One must be honest with 
oneself to say what is real and

Presidential campaigns 
underway on FSU campus

Presidential campaigns for Sen. Fred Harris 
(D Okla.), Sen. George McGovern (D-S.D.), and 
Sen. Edmund Muskie (D-Me.) are underway on the 
FSU campus this week as each group has had an 
initial organizational meeting. 

Approximately 30 people came to the first 
meeting for Harris Monday night, according to 
Sami Burstyn, statewide Harris campaign 
coordinator and vice president of the student body 
at the Unhrersity of Miami. 

Phil Chicola, co-chairman of the FSU 
McGovem for President Committee, said 100 
people have votunteered to work with the local 
campaign. The first organizational meeting was last 
week. 

Ken Jenne, spokesman for the Florida for 
Muskie Committee, said about 20 people came to 
the first organizational meetmg last week. 

Burstyn was in Tallahassee early this week 
making contacts for the Harris campaign. He said 
Harris supporters have been slow in getting 
together after Harris' favor^ recaption in 
Tallahassee in September. 

Burstyn said people are wanted to work for the 
campaign, but not people who are interested in 
personal political aims. The local student leader of 
the campaign is Ed Jones, FSU etudent and 
graduMe assistant at FAMMJ. 



Chicola said the local McGovern campaign has 
already established contacts in Gadsden and 
Jefferson Counties, and is working down the state, 
to be met by a group working up the state from 
Gainesville. 

With the slogan "It's Time We Won," the 
McGovem campaign will use many leaflets and 
bumper stickers, said Chicola. Even with the use of 
these old campaign methods, the campaign does 
not have the old politicians working in it. He said 
only two elected offKials hokf poiitkMis of 
leadership in the Florida work. 

Jenne said the Florida for Muskie Committee is 
organizing a system to get people better informed. 
Methods will include campus information booths, 
door to door contacts and mail-outs. Campus and 
community Muskie supporters will work closely 
together, Jenne said. "It would be silly not to." 

The Muskie campaign national youth 
coordinator and the southern coordinator are 
expected in TaHahassae within two vweks, said 
Jenne. The main effort at this time will be to get 
organized. 

Sen. Harris is expected to come to Tallahassee 
Nov. 19 to enter die Tiger Bay debate with other 
presidential candidates. Sen. Henry Jackson 
(0-Wash.) is also expected to be in that debate.

Recycling students 

The following is a syndicated column circulated and 
written by Rick Mitz under the title "It's the Right Time. ' 

The list of Relevant Issues, as they are called, seems 
overwhelming: prison reform, women's liberation, crime, drugs, 
nuclear weapons, pollution, the Vietnam War, feeding the poor, the 
population bomb, the job market, 1972 elections, minority rights, 
the student vote, educational reform, consumer information, the 
legal system, voter registration, foreign relations ... 

That's a lot of problems for only 8.4 million U.S. college students 
to solve. And since education almost always has meant fighting for 
causes as well as— or instead of— grades, it's no wonder that in-depth 
disillusionment has draped itself over unsuspecting college students. 

The above problems all are maladies that students themselves 
didn't even create. The philosophy in recent years has been that the 
world has been tient, folded, mutilated. And stapled. For about the 
last ten years, students thought it was their responsibility to un-fold, 
un-mutilate, and re-staple the parts back together again. 

Now it's the dawning of a new era. Evolution of revolution. 
Sit-ins, teach-ins, riots, oonfrr>^tions, bombings, moratoriums, 
rallies and strikes now are mere memories of the Sixties. 

After seven years of disoriented student disruptions, the Seventies 
breezed in. And with them, the war continued and we demonstrated. 

... And we continued to demoitstrate vehemently for and against 
what we did and didn't believe in. And the nation listened. Not to 
the message of the student protests, but only to the m^ssage of the 
medium— the screaming headline, the loud newscast, the acrimonious 
editorial about the studem protests. 

And then along came Now. A feeling of futility has set in, bred 
out of frustration and confustion. 

Last academic year was a prophetic indication of this: can puses 
were calmer. An oocastonal ratly. An occasional march. But c^ieter. 

Why the change? 

The problems still are there, but our tactics have changed, if not 

vanished, according to Drew Olim, a National Student Association 
senior staff member. Olim said he sees definite symptoms of 
"withdrawal, defeatism, lack of direction and dropping out." He said 
he sees two possible reasons for all this. 

"Money Is getting tighter. Prices are going up and parents are 
complaining. Students now are undetstanding the plight of the 
working-class man, and so they are dropping out and trying to find 
jobs," he said. 

The Attica incident and the continuing war are a few of the 
on-going frustrations that, Olim said, "have produced feelings of 
major disillusionment antong students." Olim said he sees these as 
feelings brought on by a national student feeling of ineffectual ity. 

Students have retreated within themselves in a quiet-dissent, 
self-exploratory way. And the result is a new individuality, a new 
problem-orientation that might yet solve the problems that violent 
protest couldn't. 

Individualism skips rampant through the student lifestyle. Give 
Peace A Chance chants have evolved into a new soft music, a new 
gentle sound of manifesting itself in quiet love stories in song. Small 
shops and co-ops have opened, selling hand-made, back-to-earth 
clothing and organk: goods, a reactk>n against depersoiuilized 
mass-produced culture. 

Do-it-yourself attitudes accompany the do-your-own-thing 
philosophy. We grow our own organic food, make our own clodies, 
build our own furniture, plan our own curricula, ride our own bikes 
instead of driving a car ... and the list is at tong ai the list of 
problems. 

But our newly discovered Student Age of Indivklualism isn't 
beneficial if it isn't channeled in positive directions. Hopefully, it 
isn't self-indulgent, isolated individualism. Hopefully, in developing 
oursehras as individuals, we'll create the impetus to get back together 
and then get it all together. 

There seems to be a change of consciousness, but hopefully, not a 
lack of it Students are k>oking for new kinds of solutions. 
Hopafully, they are no lew cenoenwd ^wut the problems.

Hoffman packs Diamond

"We are so conditioned in this society that I 

lelieve I'm not financially corrupted. My lawyer 
has to convince me each week that I don't have 
any bread at all," said AbWe Hoffman, extreme 

leftist. 

"If anyone can find $1500 in my pocket, my 
vtnfe's pocket or any of my bank accounts, biKkly 
it's yours. I gave $25,000 alone to the defense of a 
Panther; nroney is nothing." said Hoffman. 

Hoffman driw a full house in Ruby Diamond 
last night with over a thousand students, faculty, 
NBC and Tallahassee reporters and cameramen 
attending. 

According to one observer, Hoffrrwn showed a 
remarkable change sirKe his last speech here. His 
speech was "warm rather than fiery. A hard-core 
radical has changed into a soft-core person. 

"Hoffman made a person feel good to know 
that someone else is hawing hassles. His use of 



four-letter words was appropriate to the audience 
he was speaking to. 

"Hoffman's humor was down to earth and he 
spoke on a person-to-person level instead of a 
hero-to-fan-club level. This allowed for a warm 
reception during his entire speech." 

Recently, Hoffman has written a book entitled 
Steal This Book. According to Hoffman, people 
have actually taken this title seriously: bookstores 
have reported thefts. He was rejected by more 
than 30 publishers before publishing the book 
himself. It is not widely distritHited. therefore, and 
difficult to obtain. 

Hoffman said that h« receives "Dear Abbie" 
letters demanding immediate answers. He also said 
that he has been labeled as a national security 
hazard and he has been placed under surveillance 
24 hours a day by the Internal Revenue Service 
which, he added, is more efficient than the FBI. 

Hoffman is presently out of jail on a $44,000 
bail.

Florida college 
to be renamed 
Eckerd College 

ST. PETERSBURG-Florida Presbyterian 

College, a four-year liberal arts school, will become 
Eckerd College July 1, 1972, it was announced 
Thursday. 

"After careful consultation and consideration 
the Board of Trustees this morning voted 
unanimouslv to change the name of Florida 
Presbytenan College effective with the beginning 
of the 1972-73 fiscal year," said Charles 
McArthur, chairman of the txMrd. 

The school iS being named in honor of trustee 
Jack M. Eckerd, chairman of the board of Jack 
Eckerd Corporation and unfucemful Rapubtican 
party candidate for Governor 

Eckerd announced a $10 million commitment 
to the collage last June, twinging his total 
donations to the coitegt to more than $12.6 
million. 

Eckerd lakf ha vm honorad at tha decision to 

nwne the college in his honor but said he wanted 
to reiterate his original statenr>ent that his financial 
commitment was made with no strings attachad. 

Florida Presbyterian College was found m 1958 
by the Florida Senate of the Presbyterian Church, 
U.S., and the United Prasbytarian Ctwreh, U.S.A. 
It opened for classes in the fall of 1960 and now 
has an enrollment of 1.000. 

Shadow government 
fights open lobbies 

Continuing a fight begun by Gov. Reubin 
Askew to expose Florida's "shadow government," 
House Speaker Richard Pettigrew $«d Thursday 
his staff 15 researching the legality of requiring any 
organization that lobbies the legislature to disclose 
its membership. 

Pettigrew said he is fearful of a possible 
collision between the constitutional right of 
fraadom of aasociation and tha lagislatura's right 
to know who lobbyists are representing. 

"Tha question is, can the rights of association 
be qualified maraly because a person is exercising 
his rights to petition ttw lagMatuni," sakJ 
Pettigrew, a Miami attorney. 

Governor Askew would like to hwe a mle of 
full disclosure adopted during the special session 
he plans to call Nov. 29 to enact the corporate 
income tax the people approved ovar tha 
opposition of the state's big business giants. 

Principal target is Associated Industries, whose 
chief lobbyist. Jack Lee, ted the fight against the 
tax. The goverrtor has frequently tatastad tha 
"saoret mambership" of the group and its rafuial 
to make its membership tolls puUtic. 

Complete Vietnam 
withdrawol refused 

WASHINGTON-A Housa-Sanate conference 
committee refused today to approve legislation to 
set a deadline of next spring for complete U.S. 
withdrawal from Vietnam. 

The group, working out a compromise in 
differences between differing versions of military 
arms bills appravad by tha Hause and Senate, 
eliminated a SanMn clauia caRini for puNout in six 
months. 

This was the so^alled MansfieM amendment 

that stated it was "national policy" for total 
withdrawal by spring, provided American prisoners 
of war were released by then. The conferees went 
along only with the part saying total withdrawal 
should be "national policy." The legislation would 
not be binding on the President 

The anrtendment originally was sponsored by 



Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield and was 

easily aPProved in the Swwte but was turned dovr 
in the House. 

The conferees-senk>r members of the House 
and Senate Ar.ned Services Committee-drafted a 
compromisa OM the annual weapons authorization 
bill and sent it first to the House for fjn,i 



Wallace burdened by 
state financiol crisis 

MONTGOMERY, Ala.-Gov. George C 
Wallace, his presidential ambitions clouded 
time-consuming state problems, called a spec a 
session of the legislature Thursday to deal w tn a 
financial crisis. 

Wallace, who ordered the session to begin Nov 
15, had refused to concede earlier that a specia 
session would be necessary. He relented v.te'- 
faced with a possible paralysis of governmen- 
functions. 

Most state government leaders agreed r 
session would be mandatory following ih. 
logislatun's ivhjsai tt> approve Wallace pio^am; 
for most state operations, those f nanced by tht 
gef«eral fund, education or mental health budgets 

Although tax money continued to flow in, state 
law barred Wallace from spending It vvithoi.' 
legislative approval. Many legislative leaders 
blamed inaction on Wallace's refusal to 
compromisa on financing of highway construction 
bonds.

Choppin receives Southern 
Chemist Award for 1971 

Dr. Gregory R. Choppin, profesor and chairman of the chemistry 
department at Florida State, received the Southern Chemist Avwrd 

for 1971 last night. 

THE AWARD, which consists of a gold medal and a sum of 

money, is presented each year to recognize chemists who have made 
outstanding contributions to the field of chemistry in the South. It 
was presented at the American Chmiical Society's Southeattem 
Regional meeting here. 

The award was initiated i)y the Memphis chapter of ACS in 1950 
and is supported by the Southern Chemist, publication of the local 
sections of ACS in the South. 

Last year's winner was a Nobel Prize recipient this year. 

Dr. Choppin joined the 
faculty of Florida State in 1956. 
He has held the title of professor 
since 1963 and in 1968 was 

named chairman of the 

department. 

Dr. Choppin, a native of 
Eagle Lake, Texas, received the 

B.S. degree (Maxima Cum 
Laude) in chemistry from 
Loyola University in New 
Orleans and the Ph.D. degree 
from ttw University of Texas. He 
was also presented with an 
honorary Doctorate of Science 
from Loyola University in 1969. 

PRIOR TO COMING to Florida State, he worked for three years 

at the University of California in the Lawrence Radiation 
Laboratory where he was part of the team that discovered the 
chemical element 101 in 19S5. 

Dr Choppin was also named Distinguished Professor of the Year 
(1967-68) at Florida State. 

With a major interest in inorganic and nuclear chemistry, he is 
presently working on lanthanide and actinide complexes, the 
structure of water and aqueous solutions, and nuclear fission. He is 
the author of approximately 90 research papers and of four 
textbooks and has directed approximately seven masters theses and 
15 Ph.D. (tttsertations.

On "Direct Line" on 
WFSU-FM on Monday night, 1 
was asked \^ether I thought 
there was any chance that the 
ban on dormitory visitation for 
freshmen would be reviev)«d by 
the Board of Regents any time 
soon and how I thought our 
students should go aboM twving 
the policy reviewed. 

I a nw e a r e d that I didn't 
believe that any change in the 
policy is lilcely during the next 
few momtit. I offered some 
suggestions as to how I believe 
students should proceed to have 
the matter ravimnd. Soma 
further cominents on 4iM 
questiom are in order. 

Visitation has been debated 
by the Regents for several 
months. The Board tooic sudden 
and unexpected action in May to 
prohibit visitation entirely. 
Along with some of the other 
presidents, ! talked with most of 
the Regents during the summer 
to point out the educational and 
social benefits of visitation and 
to encourage them to adopt a 
policy permitting it, beginning 
with the fall quarter. In July, the 
Council of Presidenu ad(4>ted a 
policy to recommend to the 



Board for adoption, hopefully, 
at its meeting in August. 

In my conversations with the 
Regents I discovered that while 
some members of the Board 
believed visitation to be 
beneficial, several objected 
strenuously. Those opposing 
visitation believed that it 
encouraged immorality and that 
ntost of the public— includir)g 
parents of our students- 
supported them in this view. It 
was clear to me that when the 
matter came to a vote it would 
be a choice b etwe en restricted 
visitation or none at all. 

The Board, at its August 
meMina, adopted the policy 
recently Implemented, which 
does not permit visitation in 
freshman domns. The action by 
the Board required that 
visitation practices in the 
universities be reviewed during 
the year and the question be 
examined egain at the end of 
this academic year. 

In a sense, then, this is a trial 
period and the Board of Regents 
will be watching to see how well 
the policy worlcs on all the 
campuses in the State University 
System, If those who have 
visitation privileges use them 
retporaitMy, and if we can show 



positive educational and social 
benefits, I believe «w wW be in a 
good position to ask for a review 
of the policy. 

But timing is stHt an 
important factor. There is a 
good chance that the climate 
will change in the months ahead 
in matters of this Icind and I 
believe that the last few months 
of the school year might be an 
appropriate time to ask for a 
review of the policy. 

My 0VW1 position on this 
matter is pretty well known. I 
believe there are strong benefits 
to visitation and if this is so, the 
privilege shoutel be extended to 
all our r««1dtnt(. I have 
presented my views to the 
Regents and will be glad to do so 
again, if naeaMwy. But sliattgy 
and timing are important in 
matters of this kind and I think 
it would be useless-possiUy 
even counter-productive— to 
raise the issue again with the 
Board at this time.

Postcards and guided tours 
around Dallas take pains to 
point out the assassination spot 
in a tone smacking of pride and 
thankfulness thet Dallas-the 
"All- American City"— is noted 
for something. 

Insanity. 

At the barbecue, we gorged 
on scores of cow carcasses and 
maybe half a ton of potato salad 
and barbecue sauced beans while 
a band played songs flavored 
with a Homer and Jethro style. 

Back to the 204tory Hilton, 
crammed into my prison-like, 
three-in-«-room bed-hokier, I 
tried to get some Zs. 

Sleep? Bands of 50 to 100 
convention delegates roamed 
from floor to floor, holding onto 
their beer or wine bottle or a 
whiskey glass, yelling and 



screaming and following the 
party lights. 

Gave up trying to sleep after 
two hpure of television and a 
tranquilizer end, grabbing a 
bottle of port, hit the 
felt-covered hotel floors. "After 
all," i muttered, "these are 
txjdding journalists and they 
really can't be blamed for 
following the journalist image." 

You don't know the 
journalist image? Well, have 
another shot and think about it. 

Four a.mi and a mettress. 
Two hours of sleep artd the 
buzzer sounds and thus begins a 
long day of "seminars." 
Everything on the agenda except 
open shops where the hot issues 



expk>ding across the country 
could be discussed. Most 
"seminars" were lectures from 
spetricers trying like blazes to 
keep the new journalism down. 
The open shops were left to 
after hours.

Some editors in Dallas were 
replacements for editors fired 
from their jobs for daring to 
speak their minds or going 
ageinst state statutes.

moderated by the Florida 
Alligator's editor Ron Sachs, 
that summed up the mood of 
the convention. Sachs was 
arrested recently for vtolating 
Florida's abortion referral 
Statute by publishing a 
mimeographed sheet of 
addresses where you can obtain 
rtiortion counseling. 

Sechs let It all hang out. 

Sachs said college editors are 
seared to fight; that they are 
frighterted and Intimidated by 
advisors, boards, legislators and 
politicians. 

"You are a student editor," 
Sachs said, "which for most of 
you meens six months or a yeer. 
I say make that year count for 
something. Take your student 
issues and dig into them. Fight 
for press freedom; fight for 
abortion referral; fight for action 
in your community, for if you as 
editors are passive and apathetic, 
how can you ever bitch about 
^r readers?"

for job 

seekers 



A new course being planned 
at Florida State is designed to 
bridge the gap between learning 
how to do and actually doing. 

THE AVERAGE COLLEGE 
student begins looking for a loL 
three months before graduation, 
ftealizing the tight job market, 
many students hurndly accep- 
positions that sound right, 
only to find themselves wishing 
they had looked longer and 
investigated more. 

It is a common plight for 
college job seekers who are often 
unaware of the pitfalls of 
inadequate career planning. The 
new course at Florida State will 
fielp close the gap between the 
campus and the world of work 
''Career Planning and 
Occupational Choice" will be 
offered quarterly to students 
beginning in the spnng, thus 
making the university the first 
Souttiem institution to offer a 
♦ormalized course :n career 
ilannmg. 

Dr. John Lee, assistant 
professor of management, has 
been the main force behind the 
course, asssted by Dr Williair 
Anthony, assistant professor o' 
management The i ourse will be 
interdisciplinary m nature 
offered by the School o'. 
Business in conjunction with the 
university's Career Placement 
and Planning Center 

DR. LEE SAID, ^ nmg a 
ob was difficult m 1971 and 
• om all indications 1972 wiH 
diso be a rough year The average 
student's understanding o' 
careers and the job market is 
sadly lacking. Everything 
considered, today's college 
graduate is nrwre likely to 
mismanage his career, but this 
course should help alleviate this 
problem." 

During the course, students 
will receive information on 
various sources of job 
information and learn 
interviewing techniques. Thev 
will also study their abilities and 
be able to form alternate careers 
and learn what to look for in job 
offers. 

EARLIER THIS YEAR 
Florida State was selected as one

Science graduate fellowship 

restructured for new year 



The National Science 
Foundation Graduate 
Fellowship Program is being 
restructured for the 1972-73 
academic year, according to the 
National Research Council. 

APPLICANTS MUST BE 
beginning graduate students by 
fall 1972. or must not have 
completed more than one 
calendar year of full-time or 
part-time graduate study by that 
time. 

Subject to the availability of 
funds, new fellowships awarded 
in the spring, 1972 will be for 
periods of three years, the 
second and third years 
contingent on certification to 
the Foundation by the 
fellowship institution of the 
student's satisfactory progress 
toward an advanced degree in 
the sciences. 

These fellowships will be 
awarded for study or work 
leading to master's or doctora* 
degrees in the mathematical, 
physical, medk»l, biological, 
engineering and social sciences 
and in the history and 
philosophy of science. 

All applicants must be 
citizens of the United States and 
will be judged solely on the besis 
of ability. The annual award will 



be $3,600 for a 1 2-month tenure 
with no dependency allowances. 

APPLICANTS WILL BE 

required to take the Graduate 
Record Examinations designed 
to test scientific aptitude and 
achievement. The examinations, 
administered by the Educational 
Testing Service, will be given on 
Dec. n, 1971 at designated 
centers throughout the United 
States and in certain foreign 
countries.

Harris provides FSU 
brcun power on court 

Florida Stats basfcatball, entering its fourth 
week of pre-season practice, is not only loaded 
with talent this year, it also has an extra portion of 

brain power. 

That brain power comes in a 6-4 bundle of 
basketball ability named Ron Harris, a senrnr in 
the pre medical curriculum in the D^Mrtment of 
Biological Science. 

Harris has maintained « 3.0 (B) average in his 
pre-med courses ever since entering FSU. He will 
graduate on schedule with his class. 

His next step will probably be the Emory 
University Medical School in Atlanta, Ga., where 
he would liKe to study pediatrics and afterwards 
set up a practice in Central Florida. 

"I really don't care where I practice," says 
Harris. "I just want to get out and do my part to 
help my fellow man." 

Harris, a member of two honorary academic 
fraternities. Gold Key and Omrcron Delta Kappa, 
has certainly done his part at Florida State, 
maintaining one of the highest grade point 
averages of any Seminole basketballer in recent 
years. 

But doctor ambitions haven't been the only 
thing on his mind in the past three years. And 
Harris, Head Coach Hugh Durham and statistics 
will attest to this fact. 

"Sure, I've to devote a lot of time to my 
studies," comments Harris. "I've had to sacrifice a 
lot of week nights and a lot of weekends, but I've 
always made time for basketball. Afterall, I came 
~ here on a basketball scholarship, and I owe it my 
education." 

Durham will be the first to say he's glad Harris joined the Florida 
State basketball program. "Harris is so versatile he can defense a high 
scoring forward or a big guard, and he can play four out of five 
positions on offense^ It's good to have an individual like Harris who's 
a leader on and off the court." 

Coming from Key West, Harris played high school ball under 
former Florida State star Dave Fedor. In his senior year at Key West, 
Harris paced his team to the state championship earning for himself 
an honorable mention All- American selection and offers from 100 
colleges. 

After an outstanding freshman season, he became a starter his 
sophomore year after the third game. He scored in double figures 10 
times and developed into a defensive specialist. 

He was usually assigned to the toughest forward, and in the final 
minutes of a close game, he was often the player Durham counted 
)n. 

Harris lost his starting spot last year as sophomores Ron King, 
Reggie Royals and Otto Petty came up from the freshman squad and 
formed the nucleus of the first five 

Harris was not dismayed 
though and became a valuable 
No. 6 man on a team which 
started one senk>r (Vernell 
Ellzy), a junior (Rowland 
Garrett) and the three 
sophomores. It finished 17-9. 

With King, Royals and Petty 
still holding on to their wing, 
high post and point positions 
and with Garrett back at wing, 
Harris is again having to battle 
for starting status this year. 

"It doesn't matter if I start,' 
comments Harris. "We have 
some great shooters and plenty 
of rebounding power this year 
and I know they can do the job.

Help for adults with speech and hearing 

problems is on the way with a unique residential 
program being offered at Florida State's Regional 
Rehabilitation Center. 

THE CENTER is offering a series of three 
10-tMeek programs starting in January and 
continuing throughout the year, excluding the 
summer quarter. Those wishing to enroll in the 
January program must apply by Nov. 15 to the 
Rehabilitation Cemer. 

The programs are specifically designed to help 
those aduhs with communication disorders, such 
as impaired hearing, severe stuttering, articulation 
disonters. cleft palate and neurological disorders. 
All participants will live in Osceola Hall off the 
campus for the duration of each session, with bus 
transportation daily to the center. Each resident 
w8l receive intensive in^vkkial and group therapy. 

Dr. William Haas, acting director of the center, 
said tfte purpose of the program is to provide 
intensive diagnostic ai d remedial programs to 
adults in a residential environment, as opposed to 
out-patient therapy. He said too often adutts with 
communicative disorders cannot receive adequate, 
continuous therapy due to lack of time and 
involvement in an intensive program. 

HAAS ADDED THAT out-patient therapy two 
or three times a week cannot adequately help 



those who have severe problems. The program wiii 
concentrate on the "total pereon" using , 
comprehens've team approach. Personal and tocii 
adjustment, guidance, vocational counseling and 
group inte actkm wHI be major parts of ea* 
therapy prcgnNn. 

Residena will receive psychological testing, 
diagnostic evaluation, recreational and/or music 
therapy, remedial reading, and vocational 
aiaistance in job placement. Financial assistance 
for transportation, living expenses, treatment and 
trainir>g will be provided as needed. Total cost for 
a 10-waek sesskm is approximately $600, which 
includes room and boifd. plus therapy for the 
errtire session. 

BEFORE ENROLUNG in the prolan), eid) 
prospective resident must have an evaluation by 
ttie center's speech and/or hearing staff before 
being considered for the program. After 
enrollment, each participant will be accepted for 
the first querter and at the end of the term be 
evaluated to determine if the resident should 
continue in the program or be discharged if 
sifffkHent progress has been made.

Resources show that 25 percent 

of the state's beaches are in 
"critical" condition due to 
severe erosion— and that marty 
other unmeasured miles may 
reach the "critical" stage within 
this decade. 

The root of the beach 
problem is lack of knowledge 
about how and why erosion 
occurs— and thus lack of 
knowledge about ways to 
effectively stop or reverse the 
erosion process, said Dr. Richard 
Pfeffer, a professor in Florida 
Stale'? meteorology department 
and director of Geophysical 
Fluid Dynamics Institute 
(GFDI) at FSU. 

GFDI wvill begin working in 
January with the UF's Coastal 
and Oceanographic Engineering 
Division to find out the how's 
and why's of beach erosion, a 
joint research project funded 
through the U.S. Sea Grant 
orogram. 

SEA GRANT HAS allocated 
5250,000 to Florida State and 
the University of Florida for two 
other projects-marine pollution 
and mollusk culture-as well as 
beach erosion, but the bulk of 
the funding, $100,000, has been 
earmarked for the beach studies. 

Two GFDI staff membere, 
Dr. Albert Barcilon of the 
meteorology department and Or. 
Joseph Lau of the mathematics 
department, will work with Dr. 
Pfeffer on the project, as will his 
UF counterpart, Coastal 
Engineering chairman Dr. R. G. 
Dean, and Dr. Omar H. 
Shemdin, a UF professor in the 
Coastal Engineering department. 

Project plans call for a 
two-pronged attack on tfte 
erosion problem, he said. 

THEORETICAL 
INFORMATION on wave 
conditions will be fed into 
Florida State's computer, which 
will determine sand transfer 
patterns based on known 

physical laws, he said. 

In Gainesville, similar 
theoretical principles will be 
tested in two wave "models," a 
60 day 60-foot square wave 
model and a 1 50-by -6-foot 
rectangular wave tartk, Dr. 
Shemdin said. 

"The wave basin, which is 
part of a 10CM>y-100-fbot square 



cross-section. Both the 
and the sand grains in the wave 
tank are dyed different colors so 
circulation and movement can 
be more readily observed. 

"In addition," Dr. Shemdin 
said, "we are planning field trips

In the laboratory, he said, 
wave ma king instruments on 
both the wave besin and wave 
tank will be programn>ed to 
produce desired wave shapes so 
sand transfer results can be 
observed and correlated against 
oomputsr data from Florida 
State.

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Lieberman dismissed by .»arshall

Jack Lieberman was 
dismissed from FSU Sunday by 

President Stanley Marshall after 
a closed administrative hearing 
Saturday afternoon. 

Marshall found Lieberman 
guilty of disrupting university 
operations and violating a lawful 
order of a university officer. 

Marshall left town late 
Sunday for N«w Ortmns, »id 
was unavailable for comment. 

Marshall's decision overturns 
the decisions of student Honor 
Court and Supreme Court. The 
decisions by both courts were 
unanimous in favor of 
Lieberman. 

LIEBERMAN'S 
ATTORNEYS had asked for a 
postponement of the hearing, 
but that request was denied. The 
defense maintained that they 
needed time to prepare for the 
hearing and that the defendant 
and many of the defense 
witnesses would be out of town 
on Saturday. The only defense 



witness available at the time of 
the hearing was Hamp Carruth. 

As the hearing began defense 
attorney Richard Shapiro asked 
that two representatives be 
admitted on behalf of 
Lieberman, who was absent; that 
the hearing be open according to 
the university regulations 
outlined in the Pow Wow; and 
that the press be admitted under 
the "Sunshine Law." All three 
requests were denied by 
IMarshall. 

A Flambeau reporter, Elton 
Jemigan, was denied entrance to 
the hearing. "All the doors were 
locked when I got to Westcott at 
3:30," Jemigan said. "I told the 
guard at the door that I was a 
reporter from the Flambeau and 
that I wanted to cover the 
hearing. The guard told me that 
my name wasn't on his list and 
that I couldn't go in the 
building." he added. The list 
contained the names of 
Lieberman, his two lawyers, and 
the three witnesses called. 
According to Shapiro the 



hearing proceedings were a 
complete reversal of the 

traditional adversary system of 
justice. 

"During the hearing the 

defense was given the task of 
proving innocence," said 
Shapiro. "Marshali was veiy 
well-prepared and briefed in 
methods of rejecting the legal 
defenses used in the previous 
trials where Jack was acquitted." 

Kent Spriggs, a Tallahassee 
attorney representing 
Lieberman, said that the 
proceedings showed Marshall's 
contempt for the student courts. 

"The president raised 
pkayune questions about tlie 
operations of the student 
judiciary system,'! he stated. "I 
think that all Irwoived did a fine 
job and that the president 
should respect the unanimous 
decisions reached by the Honor 
Court and the Supreme Court." 
He termed the secrecy from the 
public at the hearina "en 
ouuage."

Reaction to the dismissal of Jack Lieberman yesterday was quick 
and unanimously against the action by University President Stanley 

Marshall. 

Student Body President Ray Gross, while reiterating Marshall's 
auttrarity, called the dismissal action a Mow to the ftonor Court and 
Student Government. 

Gross urged all students to attend tonight's meeting of Student 
Senate to help plan actions against Lieberman 's dismissal. 

University defender Mike Dupree, who defended Lieberman 
during the proceedings, said that Lieberman had a fair and impartial 
trial by his peers and had been found innocent. 

"Marshall held proceedings akin to a Star Chamber and suspended 
a person that was found, innocent by a student court. The student 
proceedings, which involved some 500 hours, were a waste of time. I 
think Marshall acted because of some outside pressure," said Dupree. 

Student Supreme Court Judge Wayne Hogan affirmed the 
president's authority to overturn the Honor Court decision 
supporting Lieberman, but expressed disappointment that Marshall 
had acted at he (fid. 

CPE board members Nesta King and Chris Pollvka lambasted 
Marshall's action and reaffirmed CPE support for Lieberman's right 
to teach a CPE course. . . . 

King and Polivka also attacked Marshall on the grounds that he 
succumbed to outside pressure from the state legislature. 

"The administration has made a farce out of the entire Student 
Government structure and has shown how little control students 
have over their own lives and programs. If the legislature doesn't 
deprive us of our own rights, it is apparent that the administration 
will, ^d we cannot allow this to go unchallenged. It would appear 
that the university president has wilted under the political heat of 
such paper dragons as Senators Barrow, Haverfield and McClain," 
they said. 

Marshall was also attacked by the Interfraternity Council (IFC) 
and its president, Ed Krieger. The IFC condemned Marshall and 
Krieger urged students to "take appropriate actions to voice their 
objections" to Marshall's action. 

1500 participate 
in Tampa marcli

An anti-war march of more than 1,500 people in Tampa Saturday 
was led by a contingent of Vietnam Veterans and in the crowd were 
a group from FSU's Student Mobilization Committee (SMC). 

The march was sponsored by the Tampa Area Peace Action 
Coalition and was one of 17 anti-war marches held throughout the 
country. 

THE SIX-BLOCK IMARCH ended at Hillsborough County 

Courthouse where a guerrilla theatre ori war atrocities was presented 
l>y about 50 members of the Gainesville Vietnam Veterans Against 
the War. 

Tfie main speaker was Ruth Gage-Colby, a coordinator of 
National Peace Action Coalition. She has been active in the anti-war 
movement since 1919, when she joined Women's International 
League for Peace and Freedom. 

Gage-Colby traced the history of the anti-war movement as she 
experienced it and said, "Today people around the world look to 
National Peace Action Coalition as the leader of the peace 
movement." 

GAGE-COLBY SAID America is the world's greatest threat to 
peace because of our aggressive policies towards Communist rtations. 

She also said veterans played an extremely important part in the 
anti-war movement because only veterans really know what 
happened in Vietnam. 

"Veterans went to Vietnam in good faith," she said, "but are now 
against the war because of what they saw, Nixon won't just be the 
first to lose a war; he will be the first to lose an army." 

Other speakers were representatives of Tampa Area Peace Action 
Coalition, Tampa High School SMC, University of South Florida 
Women's UberatkNi, United Black Communities, and Gainesville 
Vietnam Veteraitt Againit the War.

coordinating private treatment programs bv 
esubiishing a state treatment center. 

U.S. Rep. Lou Frey of Oriando, chairman of a 
House Republican task force on doig abuse 
raeantly aiticiied Ftorida for not having a 
iMMpanMl eantar for treating drag abusers 

'tXir state program is a coordinating office,' 
said Anne Gruender, research director of the State 
Offtee of Drug Abuse, en egency of the 
Department of Health and Rehabilitative Services 

The stats oHwe has the job of licensing pnvaie 
treatment centers and coordkiating other anti-drug 
activities, and it provides no tfrect treaownt 
services, Gruender said. 

What Frey indfcated Ftorida should have, she 
said, is "if not a state institutton, at least a 
state-funded treatment center." 

State offteiah are aheedy planning to open a 
small state drug abuse treatment center at the 
State Tuberculosis Hospital at Lantana in Palm 
Beach County, Gruender said. 

The center is scheduled to open as a 20-bed 
pnxram the first of the year. But state officials are 
meommandinB that the legislature formally 
establish the pror«m and fund it on a permanent

FSU students meet with 
Christian on visitation

Two freshmen from the 
Committee for Visitation met 
last Thursday in the Capitol to 
discuss visitation with Mr. John 
S. Seay, akie to Commicaioner of 
EduoatkKi Fioyd T. Christian. 

Steve Wiksher and Allen 
Barrett first spoke about the 
history of the visitation 
problem, then pointed out the 
situation at FSU and USF. 

In quoting Seay, Barrett said. 
"Christian supported the original 
university presidents' polky, 
including visitation for 
freshmen, and he is still in %vor 
of letting the presidents chioose 
whatever vititation policy they 
think best for their university." 

THE TWO STUDENTS also 



asked Seay if Christian would 
request the BOR to allow 
freshman visitatmn at the 
Regents' Nov. 19 meeting. Seay 
said, "Christian would have to 
be sura tlie university presidents 
were in favor of visitatron for 
freshmen before he could talce 
any stand on the issue." 

Two important meetings are 
planned this week for the 
studenu involved with the 
Committee for Visitation. 

A group of freshmen will 
meet with Robert Mautz, 
chancellor for the State 
University System, in his office 
at 4:30 p.m. today. 

A group of students will meet 
With BOR member Fred Paricer 
in Mi office at 4 p.m. uinioiiow. 



The Tuesday meeting with 
Mautz is to discuss visitation 
and, specifh»lly, to see what 
influence he can have on the 
outcome of the Nov. 19 meeting 
of the BOR, said Barrett. 

The Wecknsday meeting with 
Parker is probably the most 
important of the two, said Ray 
Scott, also of the Committee for 
\AMtttion. 

If the BOR is to make any 
action favorable to the freshmen 
on Nov. 19, one of the BOR 
members will have to make a 
motion to change the present 
policy, added Scott. 

The Nov. 10 meeting with 
Parker is the first of a series of 
meetings planned with other 
BOR memben. 
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By dismissing Lieberman, President Marshall raised 
ansMered, ttw question: Just wfhat real power do FSU studentt have? 

The painfully obvious answer is: None, in a real pmeh.

What kind of booze 
do college kids dig?

He said tfiat many marijuana 
smokers drink during and after 
smoking. "It's sort of a new fad, 
I guess. People like to taste 
something sweet after 
smoking— you know, they're 
hungry for' s om et h in g that tastes 
good," he said. 

"There's a new phenomenon 
hare— apple wine-8S cents a 
quart. Everyone drinks it. It's 
cheap and— well, it's pretty 
good." 

Signing off from Oshkosh, I 
finished my beer and started in 
on my apple wine. 

WHEN I RETURNED from 
the iMthraom, I placed a call to 
Colorado where I talksd with a 
girl who attends Denver 
Uniwrsity. 

"Definitely bear and wine," 
she said. "Thara's no doubt 
about it.

I asked her to hold on as I 
poured myself two glasses of 
definitely beer and wine. "Well,"

Albuquerque where I talked 
with a guy from the University 
of New Mexico. "People here 
drink what's cheapest," he said.

Don't they drink anything else?" 

"WeH." he said, pausing, 
"some students do drink apple 
wine ..." 

"Beer and wine will do just 
fine. Thank you," I said as I 
hung up and had another glass of 
beer and wine— this time mixing 
them to get it over quicker. 

My naxt call was to Theodore 
Hamm Company in St. Paul 
because I had heard that they're 
coming out with a new drink, an 
alcoholic beverage somewhere 
between malt liquor and wine 
that comes in a slightly tart or 
slightly sweet flavor. 

"It's a new kind of drink," 
the man told me, "unlike 
anything you might be drinking 
now.

Preliminary research and theory development by O'Brien « 
Hiurfi has baen funded at the tmiversity since 1969 by the Office of 
Naval Research. 

CUE is designed to study the physical dynamics of coasa 
upwelling. An intensive and detaited field experiment, its objective 5 
understanding how upwelling occurs. This understanding is a first 
step toward the ability to predict the complex integrated biologic^ 
and physical processes in upwelling areas. 

Hsueh and O'Brien will work with a team of university graduate 
sttidenis, scientistt from the National Oceanic and Atmospher( 
Agency (NOAS) and industrial oceanographers to test their ideas. 

O'Brten believes CUE will be repeated in following years in other 
coastal upwaNing areas, such ai off Peru, Africa and th 
Yucatan Penimula.

STUDENT BODY PRESIDENT RAY GROSS: 
The Senate probably acted in the only way they 
felt they could act. The only thing that bothers me 
IS that this is an end in and of itself. 

They have abolished CPE, Union Board, and 
the SPPB. We need to know what we are trying to 
accomplish and to see If w« have done ariything to 
insure that students will get a fair shake." 

DR. STEVE MCCLELLAN, VICE PRESIDENT 
FOR STUDENT AFFAIRS: "The SenMe move is 
a very seriout action. I wish the action had not 
been taken.

Student Government activities were suspended and 
a referendum to aboll^ Student Government wet put 
before the student body in action taken by the 
Student Senate last night in response to FSU 
President Stanley Marshall's alleged abrogation of 
Student Government powers. 

Passing by a vote of 32 to 6, the bill would amend 
the Student Body Constitution by deleting it. It 
suspends all Student Government activities except the 
elections commission, which was directed to place the 
amendment on a Nov. 23 ballot. 

However, Student Government organizations still 
will continue their cunrent budget, says Senate 
President Steptianle Eisemnenger.

A real government 

' Many students and faculty, the staff of the Flambeau 

included, are finding themselves in the awkward position 
of supporting Jack Lieberman. These are people who could 
care less about Lleberman's poNtical ideologies; who are 
irritated about his constant harassment of unwacstty 
officials and his constant pubiicity -seeking. 

But they are forced to rise up in o p pos i t i on to 
Lleberman's dismissal from the university by President 
Stanley Marshall; forced to condemn the dismissal because 
they recognize the issue is much more then Jack 
Lieberman. 

At stake is the credibility and the validity of the 
Student Court System, of Student Government, and of 
other student activities and functions. President Marshall's 
action after Lieberman had received favorable rulings from 
both the Student Honor Court and Student Supreme 
Court points up that there is no credflMity, no validity, to 
student involvement in the running of the university. 

It places in clear focus the question: Why have student 
courts. Student Government, or my of this at ail? And the 
burden for providing an ans«ver is up to President Marriiall 
and his administration. 

Last night Student Senate suspended all Student 
Government operations, with the exception of the 
elections commission. That commission was instructed to 
call for a vote of the student body on the abolition of 
Student Government 

Right or wrong, the action of those student senators 
was an honest reaction of students sincerely concerned 
about the future role of students in this university. 

All students should unite behind the action of Student 
Senate. Not for something or other for which Jack 
Lieberman stands, but for the issue of credibility, for the 
•ssue of validity. 

Are students to have a real role in the unhrersity or are 
they to be given only meaningless responsibilities, watched 
carefully by the adminis&sticm? 

If Student Government is not going to be allowed to be 
a real government for students, then it should not exist. It 
isn't worth the effort. 

Fellow students, vriiere do you stand? 



The bill was introduced in reaction to Marshall's 

use of his position of having final authority over all 
Student Government decisions. Sunday he overruled 
acquittals of Jack Lieberman by both the Student 
Honor Court and the Student Supreme Court in a 
one-hour closed hearing with one defense witness 
IMuent 

The Senate meeting was opened by the reading of 
a letter from University Defender Mike Dupree 
resigning his position. Dupree said the FSU courts 
must act as an administrative rubbe' stamp or else be 
overturned by President Marshall. Because of this 
situation, where his authority was "debased of 
meaning." Dupree resigned. 

Senator Dan Brady then introduced his bill, 
commenting his four years in Student Government 
have now convinced him that it is powerless and 
useless. 

Senator Keith Higgins called the bill a move for 
Student Government to "self-destruct." 

Reactions from the crowd of about 350 student 

observers at the meeting expressed overwhelming 
approval of the bill with cheers and applause 
throughout the floor debate. 

According to Marshall Davis, Student 
Government attorney ijeneral, the Student Senate 
has no power to suspend tlie activities of other 
branches of Student Government. Therefore, the 
section calling for suspension of the judicial and 
executive branches only serves as a resolution, 
rather than as a bill, and is not effective. He said 
this stems from the separation of powers of 
government, so the Senate has only abolished 
itself, it will be up to other Student Government 
officials to discontinue their own positions. 

The bill does suspend activity of the Center for 
Participant Education, the Union Board, and the 
Student Publications Policy Board. 

In the floor debate, several senators expressed 
their support of the bill. Senator Danny 
Pietrodartgelo pointed out the "farcical nature of 
Student Government" in acting as a rubber stamp 
for the adrP'nistration. "If we can't have 
something worthwhile and meaningful, then we 
won't have anything at all," he said. 

Men's Vice President Don Muse said 500 
student hours of work on the Lieberman case were 
reversed by one hour of closed administrative 
hearing by President Marshall. 

Senator Ed Krieger said, "If Marshall wants to 
run the whole show, let him have the whole damn 
thing." 

Senator Allen Barrett said the bill calls for "an 
election to destroy ourselves" and this is what is 
needed. 

Pietrodangelo, in later det>ate, said: "We can't 
have anything any worse than what we have now. 
He can't exercise his power like this and expect to 
work with us." 

Opposition to the bill was first expressed by 
Senator John Robertson. He suggested doing away 
with just the judicial branch of Student 
Government and let the administration handle just 
those petty matters. He said Senate should not 
give up its activities such as money allocations. 

Other senators responded that money 
allocations v^re mostly completed already, and 
allocations were made only with administrative 
approval anyway. One senator cited the example 
of the cut in intercollegiate athletics proposed by 
the Senate last year which was overruled by 
Marshall. 

Women's Vice President Mary Mclnerny also 
expressed opposition to the bill, asking senators to 
wait until Wednesday to make a final decision, but

Anfi-Marxisfs blamed 
for Picasso vandalism 



MAORtO— Eight parmns suspected of destroying 24 engravings of 

Pablo Picasso m a raid on a Madrid art gallery vvere placed undei 
jurisdiction of the public order court dealing with political offenses, 
justice sou ices said Sunday. 

The raiders broke into the Theo Gallery Friday and poured red 
paint and acid over works by Picasso, which were exhibited m honor 
of his recent 90th birthday. They held an attendant and visitor at 
knife point. 

Poiioe rounded up the eight within 24 hours and said a stiletto 
knife, a duplicating macMna and laaflats like those that littered the 
wrecked gallery were found in their possession. 

The authorities gave no reason why the suspects were placed 
under the jurisdiction of the political court, but a lawyer 
representing the owners of the gallery filed a complaint charging 
them with sedition, terrorism, public disturbance, threats, acts 
against printing laws, distribution of illegal leaflets and theti 

The raiders identified themselves in ttie leaflets as members of 
"The Commandos of the Anti-Marxist Struggle." Their pamphlets 
depicted Picasso's pa«a dove as a vulture and called the an st a 
"Marxist. Communist party militant, anti-pattiot, homosexual, 
pornographer and a bastard." 

The leaflets said the destruction of the exhibition was n 
retaliation for Picasso's allagad financial support of the outlawed 
Spanish Communist Party.

DuPree resigns 



University Defender Mike 
Dupree's resignation yesterday 
may be the first of a long line of 
resignations following President 
Marshall's alleged abrogation of 
Student Government powers. 

"Membart of tfw Student 
Supreme Court will all resign, as 
far as I know," said Wayne 
Hogan, Honor Court chief 
justice. 

In his letter of resignation, 
Dupree said: "In the past it has 
been my belief that Honor Court 
had authority to adjudicate 
alleged student violations. Kk>w 
it is apparent that authority is 



devoid of meaning and shall 
always be subject to the whim 
and caprice of Marshall. One 
only need look to (Jack) 
Lieberman's dismissal from 
Florida State University for a 
crystal deer example. 

"Even if one assumes 
Marshall should have final review 
authority over Honor Court 
proceedings, such (power) 
should be administered 
judiciously. Honor Court 
proceedirtgs he chooses to review 
demand objectivity and an 
unbiased mind."

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SPPB shows 
no objectivity 

At last week's Student PuijJications Policy Board 
(SPPB) meeting, voting for tfie new Flambeau editor «i«nt 
as the Flambeau predicted. Larry Polivka and Bill 
Hampton did vote for Mike Bane and Paul Bonapfet did 
vote for Hamp Carruth. Kim Rogers, being chairman of the 
board, could have voted only if there had been a tie. 

Fortunately, the deciding votes rested in the hands of 
the Flambeau staff and the two faculty members of the 
board. So, the selection of a new editor to serve from 
January to June was given some objectivity. The student 
members of the board voted, however, just as expected. 
They awarded dieir votes because of personal biases and 
attachments. All four candidates were never given an equal 
chance before the student members of the SPPB. 

This was very wrong. Every candidate for editor of the 
Flambeau, or any otlier student publication, should be 
given an equal chance by every member of the SPPB. 

It is very clear that the current system for the selection 
of Flambeau editor is not good enou#i. This was clear in 
the spring of 1970 when Jack Lieberman was selected 
editor of the Flambeau. At that time President Stanley 
Marshall set aside the action of the old Board of Student 
Publications and appmntad a task force of faculty and 
students to investigate and recommend changes in student 
publications. That task force hardly did more than revamp 
die old board. The only noticeable change is tfiat the 
FlambeM staff nmw has one vote in the selection of editor. 

More changes are still needed. The SPPB should 
immediately create an independent task force to 
investigate the present system of editor selection. That 
task force should be charged with developmg a new system 
which would be totally fair to all applicantt, not just those 
who have friends on the SPPB. Tfce tHk force should 
include students and fandty, persons involved in student 
publications and those not involved. 

The present system for selection of student editors is 
not good enous^. Improvements are badly needed. It is the 
responsibility of the SPPB to see that the system is 
changed to allow -every editorship applicant a fair and 
equal chance. 

Flambeau makes 
apology to Board 

Last week the Flambeau goofed. We attacked the 
Student Publications Policy Board for discussing censuring 
the Flambeau editor for the editorial on the unobjectivity 
of that board. The Flambeau was given ttiat information 
by the journalism consultant for Student Publications, 
who had it on second-hand information. 

The information was wrong. The board did not discuss 
censure. We did not double-check our facts. We assumed. 
The joumaUsm consultant, whom we trust as a wry 
reliable news source, didn't check his fads either. He 
ussumed. 

The incident brings to mind one of the journalism 
consultant's favorite examples of instruction, which he 
uses in his English 307 course, "Writing for Journalism." 

"Never assume," he says. Then he writes the word on 
the blackboard and dh/klas it into lliree parts~ass/u/me. 
"When you assume you usually make an ass of you and 
me," he explains. 

Well, we did. We made an ass of ourselves. 

To the SPPB and our readers, we apologize. To the 
journalism consultant, we suggest he join ut in a r«fr«h«r 
course in basic journalism.

Lawful administration disruption 
reason for Lieberman decision 



EcUtor't note: The foUomng 
if tfw Gomplels statement by 

President Stanley Marshall m 
released to the Flambeau 
Sunday. 

On the basis of an appeal by 
the Student Solicitqr. General, I 
hwe conducted a review of the 
case of the Florida State 
University versus Jack D. 
Lieberinan. This appeal was 
forwarded to the Office of the 
President pursuant to Sections 



200.2d and 200.8 of the Student 
Rights and Responsibilities 
Section of the Pow Wow. Tlwse 
two sections of the Pow Wow 
provide that cases which seek to 
utilize fully the three-step 
process of the University 
Judicial System ultimately must 
reach the Office of the Pceddmt 
for review. 

Mr. Lieberman 's case had 
been heard at the first two 
levels— Student Honor Court and 



Riulical Jack as threat 
is greatly exaggerated 

Jack Lifltierman's expulsion from FSU hat not fostered much 

joyous celebration on the FSU campus. FSU President Stanley 
Marstiail even saw fit to leave town for a few days. But while there 
"i.my ^'actions, few were joyous over Jack's demise. 
THE MAJORITY OF the persons of the Tallahassee community 
believe that Stanley Marshall has expelled a dangerous socialist, or 
.1 a communist radical. "It's about time," is the general 
community reaction. 

The general reaction among the average, non-interested, neither 

left nor right-wing students of the FSU community (who consider 
Jack Lieberman merely as a distraction to their process of getting an 
education) has been one of pasnve relief. "It's about time," has been 
the r general reaction too. 

The average New leftist or YSA-type socialist on campus, 
however, is incensed. Student justice is a sham. Stanley Marshall, and 
the Insiders behind him, are afraid of what Jack Lieberman, who 
wanted to teach his course "How to Make a Revolution in the 
USA," has to say. Freedom of speech is clearly the issue here and 
Lieberman is obviously the victim of a political vendetta. 

THE AVERAGE New Rightist or dedicated capitalist on campus, 
on the other hand, has a different line of reasoning. 

As the lines butween the New Left, the YSA Old Left, and the 
capitalist New Right are drawn dear, and as for what each group 
Mands for becomes clear in the minds of students on campus, the 
Mew Rightists on campus have come to respect Jack Lieberman's 
presence. 

^ ; a socialist is difficult to imagine for the average capitalist 
tand vice versa), and Jack Lieberman's moderately flamboyant 
presence at FSU has brought focus to himself and his socialist 
compatriots. The kind of dedication and political "balls" they 
display in this quasi capitalist economic setting is an example 
)lden to the capitalists to emulate in this quasi-economic setting. 

To succeed in reducing the scope of government activities to 
allow for a laissez-faire economy and social system, the capitalists 
will need to promulgate their ideas at least as often as the socialists 
with equal or greater effectiveness. Jack Lieberman is an example of 
one who finds a moral to every story and eagerly tells it to anyone 
who IS willing to listen. 

THE LISTENERS usually include the members of "the press." 
But why the press even bothers to follow Jack Lieberman around as 
they do is a big mystery, one that amuses the New Rightists. His 
danger is greatly .exaggerated and he's really not a bad guy 
personaNy. 

If Stanley Marshall really wanted to expel Lieberman he should 
have been more tactful from the start of his campaign to be rid of 
Lieberman. But actually the administration and the "pressures on 
the administration"emanating from state politicians actually should 
have never bothered to bother about Jack Lieberman's CPE 
edu-group in the first place. 

Lieberman's prosecution and expulsion seems to interfere with 
freedom of speech, although there are considerations owing to 
state-financing of the university facilities used by Lieberman. Jack is 
also a member of the Young Socialists Alliance (YSA), which is a 
group banned on the FSU campus, a fact which is also dtetresstng tt> 
the libertarians of FSU who are for i free market of ideas. 

TALKING ABOUT A free market of ideas at a state-financed 
university it an absurdity, howewei, bacwm in "democracies" the 
majorities rule, and intolerant taxpayers will not allow their money 
to be spent on schools which allow advocates of vk>lenoe to 
attend-which is rstsonabia if (a) dwy are right »nd (b) they are 
paying for it. 

Banned student groups (such as the YSA and the Gay Liberation 
Front), banned students (such as Jack Lieberman), banned ideas and 
imposition of rules (like visitation requirements in the state-finarKed 
dornwtories) are the necessary consequence of allowing the state to 
take command of the function of education. 

To the average New Rightist the whole Jack Lieberman episode is 
absurd and pitiful. And completely unnecessary.

Student Supreme Court— both 
bodies determining that Mr. 
Lieberman was not guilty of the 
charges entered against him by 
the Student Solicitor General. 
These charges alleged that Mr. 
Lieberman disrupted or 
interfered with the lawful 
administration or functions of 
the university and failed to 
comply with an official order of 
a duly designated officer 
(Sections 300. 2f (2) and 
300.2m). 

MR. LIEBERMAN was 
notified in advance of the time, 
place, date and format for my 
review of his case. He elected 
not to appear, but was 
represented by Mr. Richard 
Shapiro, a law student, and Mr. 
Kent Spriggs, a Tallahassee 
attorney. Representing the other 
side were Mr. Russ Thacker, 
student solicitor general and a 
law student, Mr. Mel Horn, a law 
student, and Mr. E.T. Buchanan, 
university judicial officer. 

My review consisted of a 
two-step process. First. I 
revie'A«d all of the pertinent 
documents from the previous 
hearings; secortdly. I established 
procedures for the presentations 
t>y both sides. These included: 

-An opening statement by 

each side; 

— Reconstruction of 
testimony offered during the 
proceedings of the Student 
Honor Court, made necessary 
because of the mechanical 
failure of the tape recorder used 
during both sessions of tfie 
Student Honor Court; 

—Summary statements; 



—Questions by myself. 
Based on a careful review of 
all aspects of the case, I 
determined that Mr. Lieberman 
was guilty of both charges made 
against Mm— teilure to comply 
with an official order and 
intentional disruption of or 
interference with the lawful 
administration cf the university. 
It is my judgement that Mr. 
Lieberman be dismissed from 
the Ftorida State University. 
Dismissal means separation from 
the university for an indefinite 
period of time. 

A major factor in my decision 
to dismiss Mr. Lieberman — 
admittedly a serious step— was 
his status of being on 
administrative probation as a 
result of a previous finding of 
guilt by the Student-Faculty 
Committee on Student Conduct 
in 1970, on charges of disruptive 
activity. 

The order Mr. Lieberman 
violated was an order given by 
me on September 16, 1971, 
delaying the commencement of 
the CPE program and 
temporarily denying university 
facilities and funds to CPE 
edu-groups. The facts before me 
clearly indicate that Mr. 
Lieberman was aware of this 
order and that he wilfully 
disobeyed the order, announcing 
in advarKe his intention to do 
so. 

AT LEAST ONE statement 
distributed by Mr. Lieberman 

indeed questioned the right of 
the university to regulate CPE in 
any way, and stated 
unequivocally that he would 
lead his discussion group at the 
^en time and place, during the 



time the delay of the CPE 
program was in effect. 

It is equally dear that Mr. 
Lieberman then met wi'h a 
group of students in Bellamy 
Building, for the purpose of 
conducting his discussion group; 
that he distributed the syllabus 
for his proposed CPE 
group-which syllabus was still 
under review by the Office of 
tfie Vice President for Student 
Affairs and which had not been 
approved, and that he proceeded 
to conduct the group following 
the syllabus outline. 

This act atone represents 
intentional interference with the 
lawful administration or 
functions of the university. No 
clearer violation could be shown. 
Mr Lieberman openly and 
wilfully disregarded and 
challenged the authority of an 
order of the President of the 
University relevant to the 
conduct of a program conducted 
in university facilities and 
supported by public monies 

MR. LIEBERMAN continued 
his discussion of the items in his 
syllabus, despite a reminder by a 
university representative of the 
president's order delayirtg tfie 
CPE program. 

I would like to emphasize 
that the content of Mr. 
Lieberman's discussion group 
was not at issue in my review of 
this case. Rather, it was Mr. 
Lieberman's conduct in openly 
and wilfully defying a valid 
order of the President of the 
University. 

I shall make a more extensive 
statement on this matter to the 
university community in the 
near future.

Florida State's tennis team got an early start 
on the upcoming season this past weekend as 
they competed and did well in the Tampa 
Invitational Tournament held at the Davis 
Island Tennis Qub Saturday. 

Six members of the FSU club made the trip. 
In all cases, new Head Tennis Coach Scott 
Bristol said he was pleased with their 
performances. 

Set up as a match with high school, college 
and local players competing, the invitational 
had only individual titles. If there had been any 
kind of "team" title in the affair, however, 
Bristol felt that FSU would have dominated the 
final standings. 

Charlie Diggans, No. 7 man on tfie team 
both this year and last, was one of the most 
impressive players tor FSU in the singles. In his 
first match of the afternoon, Diggans came 
through with a startling upset of No. 1 -seeded 
Stu Bruner, 7-5, 6-3. The win by the unseeded 
Diggans propelled him into the semi-finals. 

Another of the surprises was Richard 
LeGendre, the No. 5 player from last year. Also 
not seeded, LeGendre upset teammate Steve 
Diamond by a 6-3, 7-6 margin and then in the 
semi-finals came back to topple Diggans. 

LeGendre then went into the finals and lost 
to the top-rated high school player in the state, 
Cyrin Vuille. The score in the match was 7-5, 
6-4. Vuille, who is also rated No 25 in the 
country at this time, attends Lakewood High 
School in St. Petersburg. 

Bristol, who was very pleased with the 
overall performance of the team, said that he 
was disappointed somewhat that LeGendre had

Food stamps to replace 
commodity program 

According to James Richantoon. a lepmsentative of the newly 
formed Welfare Rights Organization (WRO) in Leon County, food 
stamps will soon be available in Florida as a mptoe a we nt for ttw 
Commodity Foods Program now in use. 

Under the Food Stamp Program, low-income femilies may 
purchase food stamps at a tow rate and redeem them for food in 
retail stores. This program has nuny advantages over the present 
Commodity Foods Program. 

The Food Stamp Program is completely federally and state 
funded. It results in nutritionally better food being available to 
low-income femilies, and it also provides each farmty with more 
dignity in purchasing its own food and in planning its own meals. 

The WRO student members are involved in door-to-door 
canvassing in lo«v4ncome housing areas, working with residents in 
forming WRO units in different communities Groups are being 
formed for the purpose of alleviating problems concerning tenants' 
rights, legal rights, the inaooessibiitty of medical tervkti . and gmeral 
welfare rights. 

In order to follow through on the work already begun, WRO 
needs more student votuntaers. All students ¥»ho are interested In a

The Union Board met last night and voted unanimously 
to suspend operations until Novemk>er 23. 

The action was taken to show the board's disapproval of 
the administration's degree of control over university 
operations and to show support for the Student Senate. 

The motion was made by board member Pat Garvey who 
said "Student Senate has made the initial step. The students 
must keap together on this issue." 

During debate on the matter Dean of the Union Roger 
Wehrle said that the current controversy was "basically a 
political issue between Student Goverrtment and the 
administration." 

Men^s Vice President Don Muse addressed the board and 
urged them to take action sim lar to that of the senate. He 
said that the board ought to demand that they be given real 
power in determining the experKliture of their funds. 

The action means that operations of the student Union 
will continue as planned in the past, but that me txjard will 
not meet to plan further activities or to function as a 
poltey-making branch of Student Government until Nov. 23. 

Athletic expenses 
may violate 

state statutes

Fearing the FSU athletic department might be violating 
state statutes. Athletic Director Clay Stapleton is seeking an 
attorney general's opinion on the department's expenses 
used for entertaining prospective athletes. 

The opinmn will be sought through either E.T. (Joe) 
Buchanan, judicial affairs officer, or Robert Bickel, 
university general counsel. 

The question arose after Stapleton learned the attorney 
general had issued an opinion that "in the absence of 
specific statutory authority, public funds may not be 
expended for entertainment." 

"The question is, what constitutes entertainment?" 
Stapleton said. "I feel we must get a specific opinion on 
this because there is uttcertainty in my mind whether rt 
applies to us or not." 

Athletics Busines;: Manager Doug Messer said Florida 
State is in an unusual position in intercollegiate athletics. 

"The University of Florida has had a private corporation 
called the 'University Athletic Association, Inc.' operating 
its athletk: department since 1929," Messersaid. "Although 
the coiporation is regulated by the Board of Regentt and 
students pay fees to it. it does not come under state 
regulations. 

"We are the only stats university recognized by the 
National CoHe^ate Athletic Association as a major team 
that must comply with state regulations," Messer said.

Flambeau Wire Services 
Two internal fiscal audits 
^om Florida State recently 
sviewed by state Auditor 
eneral Ernest Ellison show 
"questionable activities" in 
ne FSU Florence Center and 
Athletic Department's 
accounting procedures. 

The audits covered the two 
fiscal years of 1968-69 and 
1969-70. 

Ellison said the state paid for 
faculty spouses' "side trips" in 
Europe, some faculty families' 
meals in Europe artd some 
partial and non-payments by 
persons using the Center's 
charter plane on New 
York-Florence flights. 

Ellison said the internal 
auditor also questioned "a copy 
of a Swiss bank receipt showing 
the deposit of what appears to 
ibe Florence Study Center funds 
to an account other than the 
Fiorence Study Center bank 
ai count. " 

Dr. Fred Licht, Center 
Director, now living in Florence, 
posited S802.19 in apparent 
ate funds into his personal 
ount, Ellison said. 
University officidls said 
750.55 of the money was used 
pay a bill owed by the Center 
an Italian doctor for services 
the Center's physician, and 
he remaining 351.54 was paid 
to the Center account, Ellison 
id. 

A university spokesman said 
e procedure was used to 
btain a favorable exchange rate 

nd the umversitv has since 
hanged the procedure. 
Ellison said his office is 
continuing to look into the 
Center accounts. 

Campus Director of the 
Florence Program Dr. Wayne 
Minnick said Tuesday "there 
ere no charges of misuse of 
funds, only the notation there 
as irregularity in handling 
monies." 

"Most matters the auditor 

neral called attention to have 

already been corrected and the 
remainder are in the process of 
being correcttd," Minnkrk said. 
He declined to comment on 

specifics. 



Ellison also questioned the 
FSU Athletic Department's use 
of funds for entertainment 
expenses, iricluding: 

- Payment to a liquor store 
for a $102 purchase in May, 
1969. 

- Purchase of 14 cases of 
shotgun shells. 

- Payment of hotel club bills 
for various athletic personnel 
and their wives. 

Atheltic Director Clay 
Stapleton said Tuesday the audit 



period covered expenses before 
either he or Business Manager 
boug Messer came to FSU. 

"The 14 "cases' were 14 
boxes or one case of shells," 
Messer said, " and were probably 
used in the recruiting program 
for a hunting trip." 

Messer said the $102 bill 
from a local grocery store was 
never questioned before 
payment, due mostly to a 
transfer in accounting personnel 
that created an oversight in this

particular case. 

"The bill came from a spring 
coaching clink; and the items 
purchased could have been 
several tons of crushed ice. cases 
of soft drinks or whatever," 
Messer said. 

Regarding the hotel club bills, 
Messer said: "This is a common 
practice for all teams. Once a 
year coaches and their wives 
attend a football game out of 
town. This has been done for 
years and never been 
questioned." 

Ellison's report of the audit 
also cited "numerous violations 
of legal requirements regarding 
travel expenditures." He said 
some persons who were provided 
with a state car were also paid 
mileage. "In other cases, the 
traveller was paid per diem when 
the university also paid the 
motel bill." 

In an on-campus development 
stemming from the audit, SG 
Comptroller Marc Sussman 
resigned his position Tuesday. 

Last spring Sussman said, 
"Intercollegiate Athletics was to 
receive a $3.50 per capita 
allocation. After everyone went 
home for the summer, the 
University Administration 
Budget Committee, on President 
Marshall's recommendation, 
upped the amount to $3.85, 
without anyone from Student 



Senate being consulted.' 

Sussman said by having 
resigned as SG Comptroller, he is 
cleaning his hands from any 
further possible misuse of 
student furxls. 

Flambeau investigation found 
the Board of Regents, not 
Marshall, made the decision to 
raise student activity fees from 
$32.50 to $34.FiO under the new 
tuition hikes last spring.

"But, the Faculty Senate Steering Committee will support 
Student Government in what it thinks is in the best interests of 
students at this university," he said.

Drivers will 
again pay 
for parking 

Editor: On August 15, 1971, 
President Nixon ordered a freeze 
on all wages and prices. The 
addendum to the Fforida State 

University Traffic and Parking 
Regulatrans states, "To comply 
with the National Wage and 
Price Freeze" the parking permit 
fees for faculty, staff and 
students would remain at $5, $3, 
and $1, respectively, until after 
the Fall Quarter. Although the 
permits are $6, $3 and $1, the 
same as last yetr, last year's 
permits were valid for one full 
year, while this year's permits 
are valid for only one school 
quarter. 

All parsons purchasing 
parking permits in 
mid-September, after the wage 
and price freeze had been 
ordered, bought with their 
money only one-fourth what 
their money purchased the year 
before. This is clearly a price 
increase. 



Therefore, I ask you to 
investigate and explain why the 
university raised the cost of 
parking permits, after the freeze 
was in effect.

Sen. William Dean Barrow, one of the 
legislature's most outspoken opponents of radical 
activities at FSU, said Tuesday he was unimpressed 
by the Student Senate's decision to "self-destruct" 
over a ruling by FSU President Stanley Marshall. 

The senate enacted a constitutional amendment 
Monday night abolishing Student Government 
because of Marshall's reversal of student courts in 
dismissing Jack Lieberman. 

"I think that the students perhaps 
misunderstood the function of their role in the 
university system," said Barrow, D-Crestview, 
chairman of the senate judiciary-criminal 
committee, "t disagree with the action they took 



because the students have to realize that the 
university system is ovvned-and operated-by and 
for the taxpayers of Florida. 

"In this regard, the Board of Regents and 
legislature has clearly spelled out that Dr. Marshall 
'las to carry out their policies and it is not for 
Student Government to overrule Dr. Marshall's 
decisions." 

Marshall and Dr. Robert B. Mautz. chancellor 

of the state university system, both, said FSU can 
get along without a student government if the 
students vote for abolition. 

Mautz said he regretted the Student Senate's 
decision, but felt that "each institution has the 
right to make rules" and enforce them.

Cowens on the move 

Former Florida State All-America basketball star Dave Cowens is 
rapidly establishing himself as one of the top centers in the National 
Basketball Association. 

Monday night provided a good example of Cowens' abilities as he 

scored 30 points, dominated the rebounding and paced the Boston 
Celtics to a 1 20-109 victory over the CifKinnati Royals. 

The victory was the ninth of the season against only two losses 
for the Celtics, who are currently m first place in the Atlantic 
Division of the Eastern Conference of the NBA. 

Cowens is averaging just about 20 points per game In his second 
season with the Celtics, and his rugged rebounding is a key factor in 
the operation of the Boston offense. With Cowens grabbing the ball 
off the defensive board, the Celtics can fast break in the fashion that 
made them world champions during the Bill Russell era. 

In a recent game against the defending world champion 
Milwaukee Bucks, Cowens poured in 37 points and dominated the 
rebounding at both ends of the floor. This despite the fact that he 
was guarded by none other than Lew Alcindor, the NBA's Player of 
the Year And, Boston won the gan>e handily to give the Bucks their 
only loss of the season thus far. 

While at Florida State, Cowens was quite a sensation with his 
rugged play, and in his senior year earned the All-America honors 
which he rightiv deserved. 

Dave here this summer 

This summer Cowens returned to the FSU campus to finish work 
on his criminology degree, although many people didn't even realize 
he was here. But that's the way he is, sort of a loner who likes to 
wot k out alone and practice his shooting alone. 

Before he returned to Boston at the end of the summer session, I 
spent several hours with "Big Red" discussing his past, his present 
and his future. 

Cowens at that time expressed hope that he could improve his 
outside shooting m order to draw centers like Alcindor and Willis 
Reed of the New York Knicks out of the middle. If the results of the 
first 11 Celtic games are any indication, then Cowens has 
accomplished that goal. 

He also commented that the Celtics had the players to once again 
become World Champions, and at present the Boston team appears 
to be the only one in the NBA capable of challer»ging the 
talent-laden Bucks. 

John Havlicek, long-time All-NBA selection and star with the 
Celtics through the championship years, commented recentiy that 
Cowens' emergence as an NBA star was due to one fact-mainly, 
Cowens as a rookie was the Celtics' starting center and learned his 
lessons while playing. 

"The problem with so many of the players coming into this 
league is that they have to sit on the bench for the first couple of 
years," commented Havlicek. "Cowens played full-time as a rookie, 
and in his second season is a seasoned pro center. Too many players 
don't get a chance to play much for the first couple of years." 

He is happy to play 

Cowens commented this summer that he was glad he got a chance 
to play regularly as a rookie, even though it meant taking a lot of 
knocks from veteran pro centers. 

Asked about the toughest center to play against, Cowens 

responded quickly with the n.jme of Lew Alcindor. 

"Alcindor is the toughest center, although I've always played well 
against him," Cowens said. "He's a lot stronger than he looks, and 
he's a great shooter. It's always tough to play against him." 

With a lot of games left to play in the NBA, Cowens and the 
Celtka are off to a great start. And, if you're a betting type, a safe

The course that the riders 
ust negotiate has sharp left and 
It turns, mud leap-offs, rocks, 
ees, stumps and a 1 5-foot-high 
mp. A rider must make it 
rough not one lap, but ter 
es around this course. 
A rider may have more than 
e cycle to enter in each class, 
really lucky and skilled 
n make it through one race, 
uch less trying in all three 
asses. 

Different riders haire their 
n strategy for the start of a 



race. Gary Bailey, one of the 
nation's premier bike riders, said 
the idea is to get around that 
first turn before the rest of the 
pack comes. If he doesn't, a 
rider could get caught in the 
mi(^e and never have a chance. 

Bailey, who is backed by 
Bultaco motorcycles from Spain, 
said "the Mid-Lake course is 
about the best in the South in 
difficulty, the way things are run 
and the competition that turns 



out." 

F«is at the Mid-Lake course 
are able to watch the race from a 
good vantage point in the mkldle 
of the track and can see the 
entire race from this point. Dirty 
hands, grit in the teeth, dirt in 
the hair are not only found on 
the riderf, but even on the 
spectators walk away with a 
little piece of the action.

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SG abolishment to be placed 
on ballot for student decision

The effects of the bill passed by the Student 
Senate Monday night are unclear to many 
members of the university community. There are 
three basic areas of effect. 

TfflE BILL'S MAIN function 1$ to place the 
abolishment of Student Government on tht ballot 
for students to approve or disapprove. Section one 
of the bill proposes the deletion of the Student 
Body Constitution This proposal would 
discontinue student authority over student 
activitiet. 

For exanop**, the Union Board, the Student 
Publications Policy Board, the legislative, 
executive and judicial branches of Student 
Government, al! would cease to exist. Student 
organizations and activities would continue to 
operate, but wouid not have Student Government 
to administrate them. Rather, the adminiftration 
«would have all the problems of financial 
allocatiom, policy proWemi, judicial decisions, 
and organization^ recognitions. 

The second part of the bill suspends 



inrMnediately these student administrative acttv t>« 
until the referendum is voted on Actually toniy 
suspends the legislative activities, and serves as a 
resolution requesting that other Studen; 
Government activities \x discontinued. 

All justices of the Honor Court and the 
Supreme Court are presently handing m then 
resignations, according to Wayne Hogan, Supreme 
Court chief justice. 

STUDENT BODY PRESIDENT Ray Gross sad 
he will not accept these resignations until the issue 
IS officially resolved, but will hold them In effect, 
this means the courts will not operate 

Gross said the executive branch ivoulri mc- ' 
tfie "back burners." "We will try to serve a us^'- 
function and all of our efforts will be directed to 
this issue," he said. 

THE BILL DOES not mean the disconi nuat o-^ 
of student activities such as Student ComniuiT, 
Interaction, the Flambeau, and the Union Program 
Office. 

The student referendum on the bill has bee - s«; 
for Nov. 22, according to William Wemnch, 
elections commissioner.

A proposal calling for the 
creation of a student union will 
be on the Nov. 23 ballot along 
with the referendum deleting 
Sections 1-11 of the Student 
Body Constitution. 

THE CONCEPT OF the 
union was introduced by James 
Parish, and in effect is a 
corollary of the "labor unton" 
concept. 

The student unkm would be 
composed of members from vhe 
student body and governed by a 
board of directors elected from 
the membership This board 
would have the power to act on 
behalf of the ina mb a nh ip on 
any matter that the membership 
deemed necessary. 

Accordbig to Parish, "A 
union representing the entire 
student body woufd have a great 
deal more infhience over the 
administration than the present 
student government structure 
because of the power any union 
in the country generates." 

THE PROPOSAL can 
function with or without 
student government as it is set 
up to act on behalf of its 
members and therefore is 
effealve because it is backed by 
its members, explained Parish. 

"There is no information that 
I know of that would indicate 
that this concept will not work. 
One of the basic problems with 
Student Government is that it

Judiciary improvements 
stated in SBA resolution

The Student Bar Association passed a resolution outlining the 
need for reform in the student judiciary system in an emergency 
meeting yesterday. 

THE ACTION was prompted by President Marshall's dismissal of 
Jack Lieberman Sunday during a dosed meeting in which the' 
president overturned student court decisions. Marshall found 
Lieberman guilty of disrupting university operations and violating a 
lawful order of a university offwer. 

The resolution, authored by Student Government veteran Wayne 
Rubinas, questions whether or not the procedures used by Marshall 
were consislent with American notions of due process of law and 
equal protection as provided in the U.S. Constitution. 

According to Wayne Hogan, chief justice of the Supreme Court, 
the adopted resolution points out "the impropriety of Marshall 
being in a position to act as both judge and part of the prosecution." 

THE RESOLUTION also calls for review of the structure of the 
present judiciary system. According to Rubinas, "The problem is 
with the system-it nnust be changed."

Reaccredifafion may 
be affected by no SG

A students' union of elected student officials will discuss and vote 
on alternatives to action concerning Student Government tonight at 
8:30 in the Florida Room of the Union 

THE MEETING TONIGHT will serve as a follow-up to Student 
Senate's action Monday night of suspending Student Government 
activities and placing the question of deleting the Student Body 
Constitution on referendum before the students. 

The union will include all popularly etectnd officials, such as 
senators, Union and Student Publications Policy Board members and 
court justices. Other students may attend the meeting but can have 
no voice in the proceedings. 

In other developments Wednesday, the Flambeau discovered that 
the absence of a Student Government at FSU might have an effect 
on the reaccreditation process the university is currently undergoing 

FSU is currently under self-study for realccreditation by the 
Southern Association of Colleges and Universities. Standards of 
Collegiate Delegai--> Assembly, used by that association, require that 
the institution "will establish meaningful association" between 
students, faculty and the administratkm. 

MEN'S VICE PRESIDENT Don Muse said, "I question the 
roeaningfulness of student-administration relationships when 
Marshall and Mautz both swd FSU c«i get aMg without a student 
government." 

Muse was referring to the comments of President Stanley Marshall 
Wid Board of Regents Chancellor Robert Mauti concerning Student 
Senate's vote Monday night to suspend itself. | 

Since the reaccreditation study is now underway. Muse said 
students can bring the current situation forcefully to the attention 
of the association. He said FSU would be the first Southern school 
to face the association without a student government. 

FINAL ACCREDITATION ruling will net come until next 
October when the visiting team from the association comes to FSU, 
according to Dr. Russell Kropp, department of higher education. 

Various alternative forms of student government as well as 
specific grievances to present to the administration will be discussed 
at the union meeting tonight. 

Danny Pietrodangelo, a student senator, said any type of action 
to represent the student body would have to be decided upon by the 
students' untoo. Neither he nor any group of senators should make a 
decision on their ovmd, said Pietrodangelo. 

Grievances to be discussed primarily concern the areas of student 
control of student funds, student courts, and the use of university 
space and facilities.

The notice in Wednesday's Federal Register 

foMowed by only one day an FDA proposal to 
regulate closely— but not ban-the use of DES in 
animal feeds to promote cMtle and lamb growth. 

Wednesday's FDA notice rates DES "possibly 
effective," and presumably not cancer-related, as a 



drug for treating menstrual problems and ,„ 
prevent bleeding and hemorrhaging. But it said u« 
of the drug in pregnant women to 
miscarriage should stop. 

"A statistically significant association has been 
reported between maternal ingestion durin, 
pregnancy of DES and the occurrence of vaginal 
carcinoma camsr in the offspring," the notice 
said.

SG: an illusion of power ? 



The question for you to decide is whether the 
tudent government association ought to be 
reserved, and that requires you to decide whether 
it serves any functions which justify its existence. 
Even defenders of student government usually 
ncede that student government has no real 
power, and is not a "government" in any sense of 
the word. Whatever power it possesses comes from 
the illusion of power, and when the illusion is 
shattered, the power evaporates. The term "student 
government association" is a deceptive misnomer, 
so let's refer to it at the SGA. 

THE SGA EXISTS MERELY to perform 
certain functions. A former president of the SGA, 
who shall remain anonynwus, once described these 
functions as (1) to provide cheap tabor for the 
administration to carry out odious duties, and (2) 
to provide a hvmlesB outlet for the energies of 
disgruntled students. 

The student "judicial" system is a classic 
example of the first function. A university could 
operate as well without a student judiciary as with 
jtrone. Generally, the president of any public 
-. university can dismiss any student for "disr .ptive 
conduct," if that term is capable of definition. 

The only restriction on the president is that he 
adhere to some reasonable semblance of 
procedural due process-adequate notice, time to 
si prepare a defense, a hearing, and so on. No court 
has ever held that a trial before peers in a student 
honor court is necessary. The administration can 
do it all by itself. 

BUT THESE THINGS are messy and take up 
valuable time, so a student judicial system is 
created to rid the administration of a noxious 
burden, leaving a power of review in the president. 

If that student judicial system was a serkMis 
attempt to imitate a real judicial system, the 
president would handle those reviews like the 
Supreme Court -accept the honor court's findings 
of fact, limit review to questions of law and 
policy, and if a reversal is necessary, remand the 
case back to the honor court for a new trial, with a 
written opinion explaining why. Nothing of this 



kind happens, of course, since the president runs 
the risk of losing again the second time vound. 

FUNCTIONALLY, THE STUDENT judfcial 
system is merely a filter, taking the easy cases like 
theft, assault and plagiarism, and saving the really 
tough cases for the president-like holding 
discussion groups on campus. 

The student "senate" is a good example of the 
second 'function of the SGA. After adopting an 
annual budget for the student activity fees during 
the summer quarter, which of course is subject to 
partial or total amendment by the president, the 
senate finds itself with nothing much to do for the 
remainder of the year except pass an endless 
stream of futile resolutions. 

The samons may be stormy and filM with 
heated debate, but the tangible results amouM to 
little more than a rearrangement of the sand in 
their sandbox. 

ONCE UPON A TIME, our student smwta did 
exercise some degree of power over student 
organizations by granting "recognition." In 
December of 1963 it recognized a student 
organization called the Young Peoples Socialist 
league, setting off shock waves all over the state. 
Since then, the power to recognize student 
organizations has been returned to the 
administration whence it came. The moral: SGA 
can have all the power it wants, so long as it isn't 
exercised. 

Should SGA be presented? I suggest not. Let 
the administration serve the functions of the SGA 
by hiring a couple of extra judicial officers to hear 
disciplinary cases, and by expanding the Flambeau 
with an extra page of letters to the editor to aitow 
a harmless outlet for student opinion. 

Perhaps they could save enough morwy out of 
the student activity fees to do something really 
meaningful for this campus, like installing 
As6ro-Turf in Campbell Stadium, or a new carpet 
in the president's office, or more staff parking 
spaces.

refuses 
opinion 

FSU Athletic Director Clay 
Stapleton acting on a 
' e c o m m e n d a t i o n from 
University General Counsel 
Robert Bickel. has decided not 
to request an attorney general 
opinion as reported in the 
Wednesday Flambeau. 

A question was raised by 
State Auditor Ernest Ellison 
tecently about the Athletii. 
Deparnnent's '68- '69. '69- '70 
finaiKial reports regarding the 
source of some monies spent by 
the department for 
entertainment. The auditor 
fieneral could not determine 
whether the money was 
appropriated or self-generated. 

In a series of meetings with 
Bickel Wednesday, Stapleton 
decided to hancfle Ellison's 
luestions by structuring the 
department's accounting system 
so it will reflect a definite 
differentiation between public 
monies, such as student activities 
and service fees and 
self-generated monies such as 
ticket sales for athletic events. 

"It is my opinion as well as 
Stapleton's that money for 
entertainment should be taken 
from selfgerterated revenue," 
Bickel said. 

"To the best of my 
knowledge, the athletic 
department always has used 
self-generated revenue. The 
biggest reason for this problem 
was due to insufficient 
accounting records. 



Tfie union decided to wait 
until receiving the 
administration's response before 
discussing tfie next action to be 
taken by the student body. 

The trend of the debate at 
the meeting last night led away 
from making specific structural 
(jlans for student government, 
and from making plans for 
specific actions, but rather led 
towards asking the 
administration for student 
control over student activities 
and services. 

The demand concerning 
student services involves the 
issues of dependent care, dental 
rare and birth control care in the 
Health Center; the profit margin 
of the Union Bookstore; 
attitudes towards andjprotection 
of counselees with legal 
problems at the Counseling 
Center; and the visitation 
policies of the university 
dormitories. 

These are not the or>ly issues 
the demand for control of 
student services conce'"ns, but 
these have been the subfect of 
debate In the past.

UF student newspaper editor 
Ron Sachs pleaded inrtooent 
thursday to charges of violating 
Florida's century-old abortion 
kHM by publishing a list of 
abortion-referral agencies. 

The 21-yaar-okl editor of tha 
UF Alligator entered his plea 
b«fora Felony Court Judge 
OwwiMMit Tench, who set trial 
for the first week of December. 

Sachs, daliberatety chaitai^ 
Florfda's law against revealing 
where to obtain abortions Oct. 7 
when he inserted a 
mimeographed sheet in tha 
newspaper listing 
abortion-referral agencies in tha 
Gainesville area. 

Since then, two other Florida 
newspapers have challenged the 
law: the Gainesville Sun and 
Today, in Cocoa. 

Defense attorneys are 
•xpactad to file motions seeking 
to dismiss the charge on grounds 
it violates the constitutional 
guaranty of freedom of spewdi 
and the press. 

Sachs said he printed the 
information to test the validity 
of Florida Statute 797.02 which 
makes publishing of abortion 
information illegal. 



Sachs said in a column in t h e 
Alligator that Ms decision to 
print the information "... was 
based on the realization that if I 
foUownd Pnisidant Stophan C. 
O'Connell's order to me, not to 
print, I would be recognizing the 
statute as valid." 

"I would also be a party. In

By United Press intemationd 
Thomas G. Jolley, the 
27-year-old man ¥vithout a 
country, is an aMraga, NkaaWa 
person who does his job and 
kaaps mostly to himself, 
aoconfing to the man ht works 
for. 

"He's kind of an average 
person," said Edward Sherer, 
City Editor of The Tallahassee 
0«»H)ciat. tha newspaper for 
which Jolley works as a reporter. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
Tuesday upheld a tower federal 
court order sustaining the 
immigration and naturalization 
•enrtce's posHton that Jolley 
renounced his citi7enship when 
he was in Canada to avoid tha 
draft. 

"He's a very quiet, 
unassuming, likeable individual." 
said Sharer. "Ha oomes into 
work in the morning, does his 
work and goes home in the 
afterr>oon." 

Sherer said Jolley had 
apparently made no close 
personal friends among his 
fellow workers. "He really hasn't 
made any dose raiatkmships 
with anybody," Sherer said, 
adding it was Jollay's "natural 
personality" to keep mostly to 
himself. 

"He geu along well with 
other taponars." Sherer said, 
describing Jolley's relations with 
his co-workers as a "working 
ralatmnsh^." 

Sherer said Jolley's associates 
on the job had shown him no 
animosity because of his draft 
status. Jolley was hired in 
September, 1970, but the 
newspaper did not knt-nv of his 
problems with the government 
until last April. Sherer said. 

"He made no reference to it 
when we hired him and several 
people we contacted for 
references made no mentton of 
it." Sherer said. 

"tt came as a complete 



surprise when we found out. h 

was sort of a shock," he said 

Sherer said the newspaper 
found out through a newt Mory 
when the federal appeals court 
in New Orleans upheld the 
immigration boanfs order that 
Jolley leave the country within 
90 days or be deported to 
Canada. It was that court's order 
which the Supcame Court 
upheld Tuesday. 

Democrat Managir^ Editor 
William Phillips, who hired 
Jolley, said following the 
supreme oowt decision that 
"He's still a reporter and his 
status hasn't changed as far as 
I'm concerned." 

Whan Phillips first learned of 
Jefley't problems last April, his 
dec sion to keep him on the job 
produced a few hate letters and 
an equal number of letters 
praising the action. 

Jolley came to Tallahassee 
wtfwra his wile attended Florida 



State University after he 
fired from an Atlanta radio 
station because of his dra- 
status problems. 

Jolley said he *ai 
disappointed by the Supren-^ 
Court decision and he hooes 
can be changed 

"I am trying to reach m, 
attorney to see if we can ask fc 
a review of the case by the 
■court," Jolley -said, adding tha' 
his chief attorney, Pes 
Randstopf of Atlanta, waskilleo 
a month ago and Randstopf's 
Wtfe Elizabeth, also an attorney, 
took over the cast 

If the case can t be reviewed, 
"I guess it's up "o thf 
immigration authorities to place 
me somewhere, presumabtv 
Canada since that's the la: 
country I was in," Jolley laid. 

He said he hoped to stay in 
the United States Asked if he 
had any regrets, he said, "No, 
not yet."

Selective Service System 
makes ciassifiicatfon change 



The abolishment of one 
dassification and the ijddition of 
another one are among the 
ctunges made in the Selective 
Service System effective early 
next month, according to a 
bulletin recently released by the 
Selective Servkx Syst«n. 

The two alterations most 
effecting university students are 
the eradication of student 
deferments (2-S) and tlie 
establishment of a 1-H class, 
which will serve as a holding 
category for those young men 
whose draft nurrtbers exceed the 
lottery cutoff number 

Students who received their 
2-S classifications cjuring tfie 
regular 1970-71 acatjemic year 
will hold their current status 
until their college life is 
concluded. No deferments will 
be given anyone who enrolled 
after that academic year. 

Those classified Under the 
new 1-H will not be considered 
for Induction until they are 
re-classified 1-A in the event 
they need to be inducted. 

Other changes in the draft 
system will allow students who 
are being inducted to finish their 
current quarter, or, if they are in 
their last academic year, to 
finish out that year, will 



eliminate 5-A, the class for 
registrants over 26 years of age, 

and will let persons turning 
eighteen register within thirty 
days before or after their 

h'r'hday.

PRESIDENT STANLEY MARSHALL 

UNIVERSITY PRESIDENT 

Before I left for New Orleans last Sunday, I said I 
would have further comments on the review of the 
case of Jack Lleberman. I want now to address a 
number of matters related to that case— in particular, 
why I was involved in the first place and why I 
followed the procedures I did. 

My abserKe eariier this weak was due to my 
attendance at the annual meeting of the National 
Association of State Universities and Larxl-Grant 
Colleges in New Orleans, one of the most important 
professional meetings for the president of any state 
university. I stayed in touch with my office but only 
upon my return was I able to acquaint myself with 
the specific issues being discussed on the campus. 

In reviewing with my staff the events of the week, 
I have been told that students have asked a number of 
questions. I will attempt to answer those ttiat I 
believe are being asked most frequently. 
Q: Why was I involved in tne review of this case? 
A; By Board of Regents policy, which is based in 
Florida law, the President of the University has the 
final responsibility m matters of discipline. This 
responsibility cannot be delegated. For this reason, 
the Student Rights and Responsibilities establishes 
the President as the final step in the judicial process. 
(Section 200. 2d and 200.8 of the Pow Wow ) 

Some claims have been made that the President 
should restrict his power to reverse student courts to 
cases involving certain kinds of offenses but there is 
no wording in the Student Rights and ResponsibHities 
indicating that this was intended by its authors.

My interpretation is supported not only by what 
appears in the Student Rights and Responsibilities 
but also by my oWigattons as President of the 

University. 

Q: The Honor Court found Jack Lleberman 
innocent and the Supreme Court chose not to reverse 
it. Why did you find him guilty in your review? 

i: My judgment was different from that of the Student 
Courts because I felt following my review that the 
weight of the evidence was overwhelming. The facts 
are: 

An order was issued on September 17 temporarily 
delaying the start of the CPE program. This decision 
was made with the concurrence and support of the 

CPE Board, to permit the adoption and 
implementation of guidelines which would ensure 
that the CPE program could be operated according to 
standards agreed upon by the Board and the 
administration. Mr. Lleberman knew of the order and 
acknowledged it publicly. He said that he would meet 
his discussion group at the announced time and place 
despite the order, and he did so. At that meeting he 
passed out a syllabus which was virtually identical to 
that submitted to the CPE Board for approval-^nd 
similar to the syttabus submlttsd and approved after 
the ban had been lifted. Despite a reminder by a 
rapresentative of ttte University admini^tion ttiat a 
CPE meeting would be In violation of the 
administration's directive for delay, he proceeded to 
conduct his discussion group as he said he would. It is 
worth noting that the first topic discussed was "Why 
the State Legislature was unable to ban this course; 



and why they tried." 

If, as Mr. Lleberman later claimed, his discussion 
youp was not part of the CPE program, one wonders 
what "course" he was referring to, 

1 cannot believe that anyone v»ho has acquainted 
himself with the essential facts in this case can regard 
Mr. Lleberman as innocent. 

The assertion that his meeting was not a CPE 
discussion group rests on such a narrow technkality 
that I cannot accept it. 

In summary, the nrteeting which Mr. Lieberman 
conducted in 117 Bellamy at 7:30 p.m. on September 
23 liad CPE stamped all over it from the beginnmg. 
Mr^ Liebarman left no doubt of that in anyone's mind 
in the days preceding Septenf*e4ri23. After my review 
I was unable to conclude that il| was anything but a 
CPE activity and that is why I found him guilty. 

Q: Were the review procedures fair? 

A: It is claimed that Mr. Lieberman had only a few 
hours notice of the review. In fact, the time, place 
and format for the review were given to Mr. Kent 
Spriggs and Mr. Richard Shapiro by telephone on 
Thursday, November 4, at approximately 12 noon. 
Mr. Spriggs, a Tallahassee attorney, and Mr. Shapiro, 
a law student, have served as advisors to Mr. 
Litiaerman in this matter. A letter confirming the 
time, place and fommt was sent on Thursday, 
November 4, to Mr. Liebemuin, with copies to me, 
Spriggs and Mr. Shapiro. 

Mr. Shapiro told Mr. E. T. Buchanan, University

(This column was prepared 
by Robert Peirce, vice president 
for administration, and Bill 
Wallace, university traffic 
coordinator.

BACKGROUND 

Florida State University had 
for many years experienced 
serious problems with parking, 
traffic and intracampus 
transportation. There had been 
many studies, much discussion, 
and a great deal of 
hand-wringing, but little action. 
Last March, the project was 
assigned by the President to the 
Vice President for 
Administration. The new 
parking program was developed 
and implemented In six months. 
THE NATURE OF 
THE PROBLEM 

The crux of the problem was 
that faculty, staff and students 
were attempting to park more 
than 7,000 vehkdas in 4,151 
on-campus spaces, with mar»y 
p>ersons having more than or»e 
vehicle registered. The protMem 
was compounded by visitors 
trying to park on campus wtien 
-here were no designated visitor 
spaces. 

INVOLVEMENT BY CAMPUS 

COMMUNITY 

The prese'it parking program 
was initially dratted by 
administrators and presented to 
the University Parking and 
Traffic Committee for review. 
The committee, consisting of 
three faculty, four students, 
including a representative of 
Student Government, and two 
staff members, reviewed the 
proposed program intensively on 
May 4 and 5. 1971. All members 
of the committee, except for 
one student, were present. The 
committee urged 20 changes in 
the plan, nearly all of which 
were adopted by the 
administration, and unanimously

endorsed the planj as modified. 
The minutes are mailable upon 
request. 

Individual detailed slide 
presentations on the planned 
program were made by the Vice 
President for Administration to 
the Faculty Senate, the Student 
Senate, and the Staff 
Associatton in May 1971. 
Additional changes urged by 
these groups were coordinated 
with the Traffic Gonunittee and 
adopted. 

number of students 
members expressed 
interest, the Vice 
for Ar'ministration 
called on May 25 and 28 two 
additional lengthy meetings of 
eight students, three staff 
members and rep -esentatives of 
the Parking Cqmmittee -and 
administration. F<jur additional 
significant changes were adopted 
ar^d the group appi'oved the plan 
although students took 
exception to the planned 
registration fees. The detailed 
minutes prepared iby a student 
senator are available upon 
request. 

OBJECTIVE OF THE 
PARKING Pi^OGRAM 
It was agreed by the 
committees invo ved that the 
first priority f'lr on-campus 
parking should be given to 
full-time employets who earn 
their livelihood ai the university 
on a long-term basis, with the 
allocation of ; a reasonable 
number of spaces for visitors. 
Remaining on-<»mpus siMces 
were to be allocated to students, 
with some student parking at the 
stadium necessitated. Because of 
the need to use the stadium for 
parking, bus servwce of the type 
now provided was regarded to be 
essential. 
ALLOCATION OF SPACES 
There seems to be a widely 
held view that on-campus 
parking for students has been 
virtually eliminated. The facts 



with regard to tiie allocation of 
spaces (exclusive of the several 
thousand at the stadium) are as 

follows. 

Number of on-campus spaces 
as of April 5, 1971: faculty and 
staff, 2,023; students (not 
including stadium) 1,789; meters 
and pay lot, 339; visitors, 0. 

Number of on-campus spaces 
as of Nov. 5, 1971: faculty and 
staff, 2,566; students (ngt 
including stadium) 1,430; meters 
and pay lot, 314; visitors, 52. 

Total. as of April 5, 1971 was 
4,151. Total as of Nov. 5, 1971 
was 4362. 

It is true that the number of 
on-campus Student parking 
spaces has been reduced, but 
students still have 80 percent of 
the spaces available last year plus 
every-lO-minutes bus service to 
facilitate using the stadium. The 
above figures do not include 
approximately 250 parking 
spaces in the vicinity of 
fraternity houses in the 
southwest part of the campus 
and near DeGraff Hall, nor do 
they include 279 pay lot and 
metered spaces available to 
students. 

On-campus parking for 
students has been increased 
significantly in the past few 
weeks and as experience is 

gained with the program will be 
further increased in the near 
future. Reallocation of parking 
spaces cannot be done very 
effectively, however, until after 
reregistration at the higher fees 
and it is known how many 
registrations there are in each 
category. At Nov. 1, there were 
2,704 faculty and staff 
registrattons corresportding to 
2,566 spaces and 4,572 student 
registrations corresponding to 
4,430 spaces, including those at 
the stadium. 

PLANS FOR THE FUTURE 

The FSU parking program is a 
dynamic one subject to 
continual improvement. Use of 



parking areas by the several 
categories of users is being 
constantly monitored and areas 
will t>e reallocated as needed to 

provide optimum utilization. 
Several alternative proposed 
plans to upgrade bus service are 
now being studied. The new 
parking program will make 
possible the construction of new 
parking facilities, some of which 
will be allocated to students. 
Multi-level structures are 
planned for Call Street across 
from SarKMs, and between 
Jefferson and Pensacola at 
Copeland. Improvements in 
parking facilities, enforcement 
and services will be made 
continually. 

PARKING PROGRAM 
EXPENSES AND FEES 

The parking- program was 
thoroughly reviewed and 
streamlined in order to reduce 
costs to a minimum. Still, in 
moving from virtually no 
program to a comprehenf.ive 
program, significant costs are 
involved. The costs of the 
present program are running at 
an annual rate of about 
$200,000. These costs cannot be 
defrayed on the basis of the old, 
nominal fee schedule that was 
extended during the 90-day 
freeze period. (Although the 
higher fees were not placed in 
effect during the freeze, it is 
regarded that the freeze does not 
require the prior fees, since the 
parking program is an entirely 
new one.) 

It is necessary, in order to 
place the program on a sound 
financial basis, to innplement the 
higher fee structure in January 
1972. The higher rate will not tie 
retroactive. The total fee for the 
current year will be based on 
four months (Sept.- Dec.) at the 
old rate and eight months" 
(Jan.-Aug.) at the new rate. 
Reregistration of vehicles will 
begin on Dec. 1, 1971, with the 
deadline for reregistration being 



Jan. 14, 1972. It is to be 
emphasized, hovwver, that the 
reregistration fee will be the 
same throughout this period and 
is calculated on the t>asis of the 
higher fee t>ecoming effective on 
Jan. 1, 1972. Details of the 
reregistration procedure are 
given elsewhere m this issue. 

PROVISIONS FOR BICYCLES 

University administration has 
been aware of the need to 
provide more adequately for 
bicycles on campus as is evident 
by the fact that o>'er the past 
summer parking/lock pads for 
approximately 500 additional 
bicycles were constructed. 

At the tjeginning of this fall 
quarter, the Office of Physical 
Planning. In cooperation with 
Student Affairs and the Security 
Department, began engineering 
design work on bicycle pathways 
for the campus. 

A st'jdent group in the 
Department of Geography is 
currently surveying bicycle 
population and movement 
patterns on campus in order to 
provide 'a basis for making 
facilities, changes to better 
accommodate bicycles. This 
group will shortly be 
administering a survey 
questionnaire to persons who 
have rec;istered bicycles. When 
the bicycle pathway design is 
complete, it will be reviewed 
with interested faculty, student 
and staff' groups. 

SUMMARY 

The present parking problem 
was dtiveloped in extensive 
consultation with faculty, 
students, staff and 
administrators. All involved 
made in.portant contributions to 
-its devflppment and endorsed it, 
althougii of course, no one was 
enthusiast'': about paying for it. 
It is your program, it is a good 
prograni and it deserves your 
support!

Change needs 
togetherness 

Although it was fun and games at the Westcott rally 
yesterday, the content of the speeches made by leaders on 
ail sides showed a ramarfcabte Mmnce of get-it-together 
communication. 

Recognizing the meeting was called primarily as a 
protest against President Stanley Marshall's action of 
dismissing Jack Lieberman for an indeterminate period of 
time, maybe it was not the place to try to bring llm 
factional university community together. 

Maybe it was not the place, but now is certainly the 
time. 

Part of the dichotomy involved in recent days is some 
people are worried about Lieberman's rightt as an 

individual while forgetting about Marshall's abrogation of 

the judicial powers of Student Government Other people 
are worried about the latter while forgetting about the 
former. 

Both items are relevant but one stands head and 

shoulders above the other. 

The issue is university governance much more than the 

issue is Lieberman. 

Given that precept-university self-governance-tfia 
bickering and cross-purposes as evidenced Thursday 
afternoon between administration and students, taculty 
and faculty, and students and students, just Isn't going to 
cut mustard towards forming a new concept of 
self-governance. 

Floating before the students in the next twoweettsare 
tfiese ideas: (1) A student "labor union," called the 
"student union;" (2) a university senate, comprised of 
students, faculty, staff and ad wiiiitbation. with 
(hopefully) equal powers for each; (3) a "contractual 
corporation" formed by the student body to perform the 
services outKnod in the soon-to-be-voted-upon SO 
Constitution and (4) an administratively appointed student 
government, responsible directly to the administration. 

The Flambeau recognizes university governance as the 
primary concern of the student body now. We w^l analyze 
every proposal seriously presented by students for an 
alternative form of student government and, sometime 
before the voting on November 22, we will back one of 
these forms of government. 

Meanwhile, other elements of the university 
community, especially the faculty, must clear up their 
self-purging and get together on what they era going to do. 

For all practical purposes, students have done this. The 
elections will tell the story much clearer, but for now. the 
abolition of SG tells the rest of this university that 
students will no longer play Uncle Tom or StapnfetcMt to 
a tolerant administration, or for that matter, to an 
archaically pork chop legislature ... pork chop as far as this 
side of the generation gap is oonoemed. 

We students are going to bring forth the propositions of 
governing ourseives-some new, some old. some blue, some 
bold— but we are going to bring forth these ideas, we are 
going to try them in our minds, and we ara going lo 
implement one of them. 

Thoo^, as Marshall said yesterday, student leaders 
might be suffering from a "«emendous gap between 
themselves and the 'real' world." But we don't think so. 
Because to us. the university IS the real worid.

The Flambeau reporter wasn't allowed into 
Jack Liet>erman's Inquiry Saturday, but the trial 
tape transcript finally got to us Wednesday. The 
reason for the inquiry, rather than a reviewing of 
the past court records, was the iad< of a tape 
recording from the StiMlant Supreme Court 
proceedings. 

t>uring this article the nantes of the participants 
will at times be abbreviated as follows: President 
Stanley Marshall (M), E.T. (Joe) Buchanan (B). 
Kent Spriggs, Lieberman's attorney (KS). Richard 
Shapiro, law student defending Lieberman (S), and 
Mike Dupree, university defender (DU). 

The witnesses who gave testimony will be 
abbreviated in the following manner: Hamp 
Can-uth (HC). Pat Garvey (PG), and Milte Horst 
(H). 

Marshall opened the trial by stating the format 
VKhich was to be 15 minutes review for both sides 
with witnesses being allowed to testify. No new 
evidence or arguments would be allowed. Both 
sides would be allowed a 10-minute summary. 

KS: "We are not prepared for this inquiry. We 
had no sense of the procedure or scope of this 
irtquiry until today." 

M: "I don't want to conduct the trial again. I 
do want a recapitutation on the major points," 

KS: "This kind of inquiry is not necessary if 
the court limits itself to those questions brought 
before the Student Supreme Court." 

M: "We're not here to try the Student Supreme 
Court, but to see if you've had reasonable 
opportunity to prepare for an Inqufry. I beNe«e 
you have." 

At this point several people tried to gain 
admittance to tlie inqutoy. 

DU: "The Pow Wow says that all hearings will 
be public if requested by the student." 

B: "If Mr. Lieberman isn't here how can he 
make such a request' Drd you ask for a delay'" 

DU: "Yes, I told Mr. Buchanan Lieberman 
wouldn't be in town Saturday." 

M: "I have things to be domg today, too." 
DU: "If it's important why don't you postpone 
it so the defense has time to pnfm; when all 
witnesses can be here." 

M: "I have concluded that defense has had 
ample opportunity to prepare for the case. No 
additional preparation is required." 

Joe Buchanan gave the opening argument for 
the prosecution stating that an executive onlir was 
issued bannmg all CPE classes. 

"Lieberman knew of the order and pubHcly 
announced he wouM meet in the same place and at 
the same time as planned." said Buchanan. 

In his opening remarks for the defwise, Spriggs 
saW: "It wasn't a CPE cours*. CPE said that it 
wasn't a CPE course. The order is vague ... it 
wasn't a written order. This was brought out in the 
federal court proceedings ' 

Spriggs turned his argument to Claire Cohen, 
who was not prosecuted for a similar violation. 
Spriggs said. "One is getting off scot-free and ttta 
other one (Lieberman) is being kicked out of 
school for the san)e offense." 

Concluding his opening argument Spriggs said: 
"We have td deal virtth ttM First Amendment to the 
U.S. ComUtutton." Unhwrsities may not suppress 
the right of free speech. The university's order was 
not upset by Lieberman's meeting and this would 
be the only reason fbr proseoition under the Flrst 
Amendment. 

Questioning the prosecution's first witness, 
Mike Horst, Marshall asked, "Did Mr. Lieberman 
say he misunderstood anything?" (Horst had 
warned Lieberman of the ban during his meeting.) 

H: "Jack asked if they couM move out to 
another place I didn't answer this, because I felt It 
wasn't my job." 

Pat Garvey was the second witness for the 

prosecution. 

PG: "Mike Horst and I entered the room and 
took seats. Jack then said, "We'll wait five or six 
more minutes before we start the course." 

KS: "Once Mike toM Jack of the ben he 
offered to leave?" 

PG: "Yes. I beliove he dkt. but we never gave an 



M: "I assume that by their actions they were 
cloaking themselves m CPE." 

Garvey was released from the witness stand 
The arguments then turned to the topic of the free 
speech areas on campus. 

B: "Doesn't Jack, as a politkial animal, know 
about the three free speech areas on the 
university?" 

M: "I'm almost certain that Jack knows of 
these three areas." 

Concerning Lieberman's right to use the

Kent Spriggs again voiced his disapproval over 
the lack of defense witnesses. 

Marshall said: "I don't want to be in this town;

here for similar reasons." 

Buchanan made his closing remarks on the case 
by restating his opening remarks and calling for a 
verdict of guilty. 

Beginning his closing remarks for the defense. 
Spriggs said: "There was massive confusion as to 
what the order was. Lietjerman said repeatedly he 
would not force a confrontation. He just didn't 
know the rules." 

Continuing, Spriggs said: "The prosecution 
failed to show Lieberman intended to, or even did 
interfere with the lawful administration of the 
university." 

"A person cannot be convicted by something 
that IS not a rule or regulation. No one knew o* 
the executive order and the Pow Wow states that it 
must be official and proper." 

Lieberman did not violate or offend a proper 
ler became no one knew of one, said Spriggs. 
Begirming his comments on the case. Marshall 
said: "I'm much more interested in the sutisUnce 
of this issue than in narrow legalistic terms am) 
definitions like executive order." 

The term "executive order" was interpreted to 
be an order of the university.

approximately 4 p.m. that he would inquire of Mr. 
Lieberman as to wtiether he would appear on 
Saturday, and Mr. Shapiro also indicated that he 
thought it was a waste of his time to appear at the 
review. 

Mr. Shapiro called Mr. Buchanan on Friday. 
November 5, at 2 p.m. saying that Mr. Lieberman 
planned to be out of town over the weekend, and 
requested a postponement. He offered no compelling 
reason for Mr. Liet)erman's absence and the 
postponement was not granted. Late on Friday, 
November 5, a letter confirming the denial of the 
postponement was hand delivered to the residancas of 
Mr. Lieberman, Mr. Spriggs, Mr. Shapiro, and Mr. 
Michael Dupree, University Defender. 

Since the student courts had been concerned with 
this matter for several weeks, I thought it important 
to conduct my review at the earliest reasonable time. 
My own schedule for the rest of November is 
unusually heavy with a large amount of travel. I felt I 
could not in Mr. Lieberman's interest delay the 
hearing for an extended period and since I had the 
time on Saturday before leaving for New Orleans and 
since Mr. Lieberman offered no substantive reason in 
support of a delay, the review was scheduled for 3 
p.m. Saturday. I also took into consideration that this 
would avoid any conflict with classes by those who 
were to participate in the rev ew. 

Mr. Shapiro called Mr. Buchanan at 1 1 : 1 5 p.m. on 
Friday, Novemtjer 5, stating that Mr. Lieberman had 
already gone out of town and could not be reached. 
Mr. Shapiro was advised that unless compaHiitg 
reasons could be advanced for Mr. Lieberman's 
absence, the review would be held as scheduled. No 
such reasons were given. 
Q: Why was the review closed? 

A: A Presidential review is customarily not a public 
proceeding. This is documented by various authorities 
on constitutional law as applied to universities. 
Moreover, meetings of students and administrators, 
including the President, involving intraHiniversity 
matters are not, according to a recent ruling of the 
attorney general, classified within the Sunshine Law; 
nor are quasi-judicial proceedings of this nature. Mr. 
Spriggs and Mr. Shapiro were present to represent Mr. 
Lieberman. as they had throughout the case. The 
general public was no; admitted, but Mr. Lieberman 
was represented and afforded an opportunity to he^ 
the evidence against him and to present his defense, 
and most importantly was represented by counsel. 

Further, the tape recording of the entire 
proceedings has been made available in Vice President 
McCMIan's office and a reporter from The Flambeau 
has heard it. This record will continue to be available 
to those with a bona fide interest in tf>e case either as 
madia representatives or as affected parties. 

Q: What took place at the reviwAr? 

A: In the review, I attempted to reconstruct the 
trial testimony because of the incomplete tape 
recording of the earlier proceeding. This was the 
reason witnesses were called. The witnesses were Mr. 
Hamp Carruth. Mr, Pat Garvey and Mr. Mike Horst. A 
trial transcript was reviewed from the related federal 
court case which IrKluded relevant tetknony by Mr. 
Steve Buchanan, Director of the Center for 
Participant Education Program, Mr. Lieberman. and 
Mr. Horst. 

Also the attorney and the advisor represwttiitg Mr. 



Lieberman were allowed to paraphrase the testimony 
of Mr. Lieberman's witnesses. Both Mr. Spriggs and 
Mr. Shapiro were offered an opportunity to testify. I 
can Imagine nothing more favorable to an accused 
than to have his lawyer teitify about wliat witnaiMi 
have said. 

Q: Wasnt Mr. Lieberman's punishment exce»i««ly 

harsh? 

A: Having devoted all of my adult life to public 
education, I find it a sad occasion when it t>ecomes 
necessary to separate a student from the University. 
But i had to consider the Lieberntan case in context 
Not only was Mr. Lieberman in violation off our rules 
on other occasions, he was still on probation for a 
serious offense last year. Clearly this was not a 
violation by a student who could be expected tO 
Observe the University's rules in the future. 

Let's look further at his last case in the Student 
Judicial System. In the fall of 1970, nine students 
were found guilty of interfering with the rights of 
others in the use of a building. They elected to have 
their casas heard by the University Committee on 
Student Conduct, and all were found guilty of at least 
one of the cfiarges against them. Mr. Lieberman was 
judged to be guilty of interfering with the rights of 
others to enter a building and failure to obey a lawful 
order of a university administrative officer. All of the 
students appealed to me to review their cases. In 
doing so, I did not alter the findings of guilt, but I did 
assess different penalties in some cases, including Mr. 
Lieberman's. The Committee recommended that he 
be placed on probation and automaticaily suspended 
if he vtotatad the terms of his probation. I rijactad 
that recommendation arxl ruled instead that any 
offamas in the future should be judged at that time 
arKl r>ot prejudged. 

It is interesting that Mr. Lietjerman and his 
supporters now protest the appeal tor final review t>y 
the President, whereas a year age he appealed to me 
and accepted my review with no apparent reluctance, 
i am struck by the inconsistertcy in ha position. 
Q: How can you claim to be an impartial raviawar 
wfien you, in effect, are also the prosecutor? 
A: My only claim is that I do the tMtt I can with a 
. system common to most universities, but one that is 
far from perfect— and the defects of which I have 
acknowledged publicly on this campus many times. It 
is accurate to say that there is a certain sense in which 
I, as President of the University, prosecute as well as 
review. But my responsibility in either area cannot be 

I have been d e il gwat a d at the final stage of the 
student judicial process but I have also been charged 

with the proper operatton of the University. 
Therefore, if is my judgnient that it would have tieen 
irresponsible for me either to ignore the allegations of 
the Lieberman case or to rmtvf to review the facts. 

1 understand that the Student Bar Association has 
called for a new look at our judicial system arKl I 
encourage that. Also, I charge the Task Force on 
Student Participation in Governance to took carefully 
at this area of concern. I am open to suggestions for 
change in the syttam but I am also datarminad to act 
raiponsibly within this system until it is changed. 
Q: But how can you prove that your decision was 
not motivated t>y a wish to "get" Liet)erman or t>y 
pressure from outside the University' 
A: I can't prove that mv decision was not the result 



of an insidious design against Jack Lieberman or nt 
pressure. I also can't prove that my reason f 
dismissing him was not that 1 had a headache at Z 
hearing or because of the phase of the moon 
Similarly, people can do nothing more than speculate 
wildly that I did dismiss Lieberman because of 
headache, or pressure, or a desire to "get" him or the 
phase of the moon. Last spring I was quite unable to 
prove to some leg.slators that my defense of Mr 
Lieberman's legitin-ate exercise of his right to fre^ 
*Pe«h was not motivated by pressure from the 
University conwnunlty. 

Q: Does all this nrtean that student courts have no 
power? 

A: Not at all. What it means is that they don't have 
ultimate power. The Supreme Court of the United 
States, on matters of law, can ove.'rule just about any 
other court m the country; despite this, judges on the 
lower courts do not regard themselves as figureheads 
«*»o have no real influence in shaping the law. They 
work to make the legal system operate as they believe 
it should, and many of them have profound influence 
on the law in this country. They may not have all tic 
r, but they certainjy have power.

There are other aspects of this matter which 
interest me and whk:h I hope to discuss with students 

soon. 

I am disappointed that The Flambeau failed to 
carry my statement on Monday when they gave 
prominent display to other aspects of the story. That 
statamant was prepared bafore I left Tallahassee on 
Sunday afternoon and was given to The Flambeau. 
One of the Flambeau's front-page stories on IMonday 
carries the headline, "Reaction Quick and 
Unanimous." It is clear that all those quoted in the 
article which followed were of a unanimous view— but 
it IS by no means clear that they represent a 
unanimous position on the campus. I believe my 
Statement was newsworthy and that it would have 
contributed to a better original understanding of this 
controveny. 

FinaUy, I want to make the point that I believe in 
student participation in the governance of this 
University. I have demonstrated this belief by 
involving students at nearly every level of the 
decision-making process but I have always been aware 
and I have attempted to keep others aware that !he 
final authority for governance is vested in the 
president of the university. Further, I believe ^ 
student government and I have worked with three 
separate student government administrations. We 
have not always agreed taut normally i have found 
that student government is a workable way for 
students to participate in the affairs of the University 
Student government is not perfect (and I confidently 
expect the current Task Force on Student 
Participation in Governance to propose some neeflec 
improvements) but, so far, it has worked pretty wen 
on th«s carnpij'. 

I understand that on November 23 the students 
wHI vote on whether student government r is 
praeant form should be abolished, if it is not, i w i 
contfmia to work with the staident representatives 
and I believe we can work constructively. If. however, 
the students vote to abolish student government as 
presently constituted then we will find other ways to 
involve students, for I w.ll continue to believe that 
this University needs and is obligated to provide ways 
for students to participate in its governance.

Flambeau sports editor 
With a bowl bid probably 
hanging in the balance, Florida 
State's rested football team 
travels to Atlanta on Saturday 
afternoon for a 2 p.m. contest 
against streaking Georgia Tech. 

The game at Grant Field is 
expected to attract a crowd of 
about 45,000, including scouts 
from several bowl committees. 

Coach Larry Jones' Seminoles 
had an open date last weekend 
following a 14-7 setback the 
previous weak M the hamli tif 

Houston. 

Ranked 19th in the latest 
United Press International poll, 
FSU owns a 6-2 record overall 
with wins over Southern 
Mississippi 24-9, Miami 20-17, 
Kansas 30-7, Virginia Tech 17-3, 
Mississippi State 27-9, and South 



Carolina 49-18. Losses were to 
Florida 17-1 5 and Houston. 

Georgia Tech got off to a 
slow start but has bounced back 
with three straight wins for a 5-4 
overall record. The Yellow 
Jackets beat Navy last week 
34-21, and also own wins over 
Michigan State 10-0, Clemson 
24-14, Tulane 24-16, and Duke 
21-0. 

Tech has lost to South 
Carolina 24-7. Army 16-13, 
Tennessee 10-6. and Auburn 
31-14. 

In the overall six-game series 
between FSU and Tech, the 
Atlanta-based Yellow Jackets 
have won five times and the 
other game ended in a tie. 

Playing last season for the 
first time since 1963, Tech 
scored 14 points in the third 
period to cement a 23-13 



triumph. FSU lost three fumbles 

and had two passes intercepted 
to gready aid the Tech cause. 
• This year's game, although 
expected by many, including 
Jones, to be a defensive battle, 
could easily develop into a 
high-sco'ing affair. 

FSU features the No. 2 
ranked passer in the nation, 
Gary Huff, while Tech will have 
flashy Eddie McAshan at 
quartert>ack. 

According to the latest 
NCAA statistics, Huff is No. 2 
nationally In total offense 
(240.3 yards per game) and 
passing (17.9 completions per 
game). Virginia Tech's Don 
Strock is No. 1 currently with 
241.1 yards per game and 18.1 
completions per game. 

Also, Huff has 143 total 
completk>ns to Strock's 145;

2,020; and 16 touchdown 
passes, which ties him with Pat 
Suilivan of Auburn. 

Seminole wide receiver Rhett 
Dawson ranks second nationally 
in pass receiving with an average 
of six catches per game. Tom 
Reynolds of San Diego State is 
first with 6.2 receptions per 
game. 

As a team, FSU is No. 2 

passing nationally, with 254.1 
yards per game to 255.1 for 
Virginia Tech. 

Tech quarterback McAshan is 
no slouch passing with 100 
completions this season for 945 
yards and five touchdowns.

Demands handed to Administration

Five student demands were 
presented to the administration 
Friday morning with the 
stipulation that they be 
answered by Tuesday night. 

The demands, drawn up by 
elected student officials 
Thursday night, ask for student 
control in the areas of activity 
fees, student courts. Center for 
Participant Education (CPE), 
and policy of student services, 
and for the reinstatement of 
Jack Lieberman. 

The administrative response 
to the demands Is expected by 
Flambeau press time Tuesday. 
The response received will be 
used as the determinant in 
deciding what position student 
officials will take on the 
abolition of the Student Body 
Constitution, to be voted on in a 
student referendum Nov. 22. 

If the response is favorable, 
(i.e. the administration grants 
the students some of the 



demands), many of the student 

officials will campaign for the 
retention of student government 
on the grounds that it does have 
some worth. 

On the other hand, if the 
administration responds 
negatively to alt areas, most 
student officials say this will 
prove that student governmsnt is 
powerless as it presently exists 
and should be abolished. 

The officials who drew up the 
demands do not expect them to 
be met unconditionally, but 
rather hope the administration 
will take some definite action on 
each of the demands. 

The demands are: 

- Student control of the 
activity fees, the $34.50 per 
student per quarter that goes 
into the student activities 
budget. While student Senate has 
been responsible for allocating 
these funds in the past, the 
administration has the power of 
review and has occasionally 
altered the amount allocated by 



the Senate. 

- Autonomous control of 
student courts, with decisions 
final and binding. This demand 
stems directly from the reversal 
of the Honor Court acquittal of 
Jack Lieberman. Since the 
administration has the power to 
review and reverse student court 
decisions, justices see their jobs 
as being meaningless. 

- Student control of CPE. 
The controversy over CPE early 
this year has brought this issue 
to the front. Since CPE was 



initially a student program, 

administrative interference is 
resented by many participating 
students. 

- Unreviewable policy 
control of student services, 
including the Union, the Union 
Bookstore, the Health Center, 
the Coonseling Center, and 
university dormitories. This 
demand requests student choice 
on such poiides as the union 



store profit margins, the offering 
of dental and dependent care by 
the Health Center, the treatment 
and legal protection of 
counselees at the Counseling 
Center, and the visitation policy 
of the dormitories. 

- The reinstatement of 
Lieberman. This demand, a 
subscript to the demand 
concerning student courts, 
reflects the feeling that 
Liel)erman was unfairly treated 
by the administration. 
Repeatedly during Thursday 
night's meeting, students 
expressed the sentiment that the 
issue is students' rights and not 
Jack Lieberman. 

Realizing that certain of these 
demands are beyond the power 
of the administration to effect, 
the officials expect the 
administration to do what is 
possible and to make efforts on 
those currently beyond their 
control. 

The suspension of Student 
Government and the proposed 



abolition of the Constitution 
was a move to express to the 
administration the frustration 
felt by students. If the 
administration does not take 
steps to cure itw problem, 
student officials, and apparently 
many students, are ready to quit 
playing games and let the 
administration run everything. 

Many students appear to 
think that sftjdent government 
has gone crazy in their action. 
The lack of communication 
between government and body is 
preventing many studenu from 
understanding the frustration 
behind the recent actions. 

The administration will be 
watched this week to see if they 
are concernea about the 
problem of stJdent power in 
controlling student activities and 
services. To be discovered is if 
the administration really feels 
that FSU can effectively 
progresss, without a Student 
Government and without 
significant student involvement. 
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Faculty 
Senate 
review 

The Faculty Senate Steermg 
Committee will hold its regular 
meeting with representatives 
from Student Government this 
afternoon at 2 in the Bryan Hall 
conference room of Dean Wayne 
Minnick. 

The meeting is an open 
session but, because of limited 
space, wilt be restricted to 
designated persons. 

The steering committee will 
examine what Student 
Government has done since 
Tuesday, the day of their last 
confmnce. It will act on 
recommendations made t>y the 
representatives, according to 
steering committee chairman Dr. 
Fred Standley. 

Representatives from Student 
Government will include 
Student Body President Ray 
Gross, Vice Presit'ent Stevie 
Eisenmenger, and Chief Justice 
of the Student Supreme Couit, 
Wayne Hogan. Among matters 
to be discussed will be the 
proposed dissolution of Student 
Government at FSU.

Black spokesmen urge political involvement

In the Black experience of 

the Sixties, the trend of the time 
was the civil rights struggle; now 
it is politteal involvement, said 
U.S. Congressman John Conyers 
at the Student Awareness 
Conference conducted on 
campus Friday and Saturday. 



The two-day conference 
featured Minister Louis 
Farrakhan of the New York 
Moslem Mosque and also a 
member of the Attica Observer 
Committee; Rep. Conyers of 
Detroit, Mich.; Mrs. Fannie Lou 
Hamer, co-chairman of the 
Mississippi Freedom Democratic 
Party; and Mervyn Dymally of 



the California State Assembly. 

During the welcoming address 
John Burt, president of the 
Black Student Union, gave the 
goal of the conference: "This 
conference should heip students 
toward a better understanding of 
the Black experience in 
America." Burt saw the 
conference as a "stepping stone" 



in Black awareness and said he 
hoped "the ideas generated here 
will not stop but become a 
continuous thinking process in 
whach assimilation of the ideas 
will result in constructive actions 
and responses."

Lieberman dismissal 
draws various views

Student reaction to the dismissal of Jack Lieberman and the 
proposed dissolution of Student Govemmant h« proven to be far mora 
diverse than the reactions of various student and ftculty feeders. 

Here is a sample of those mixed opink>ns: 

"Lieberman shouldn't have been dismissed," said elementary education major 
Margaret Taylor. "He shouldn't even have been tried more than orKe for the same 
offense-that's dout»le jeopardy." 

As for the breaking up of Skidant Gov e r n me n t, Taylor thinks "it would be the 
greatest thing that could happen. The administration will now liave to put up with 
what Student Government previously had to swallow." 

Valmarie Ward, a psychology major, admits that she hasn't kept up with all of 
the developments, but feel? that the Honor Court's decision should hold up. "It's 
not right for Marshall to override their ruling." 

"I never agreed with what Lieberman stood for," said music 

major Paul Dixon, "but as I walked through the Union today, I 
missed Jack. The place was too quiet without him." Oixon does feel, 
however, that expulsion is wrong and that Student Government's 
proposal to sell-deAruct is "a good extreme action." 

Louis Feckner, a German major, thinks Lieberman's dismissal is 
"asinine." "President Marshall made a complete mockery of Student 
Government. The president should have the power to review cases, 
but the final decision should rest with Student Government on 
student matters. I have mixed feelings about the dissolution, 
however. It's a good way to show discontent, but no way at all to 
get more power." 

"I think Jack Lieberman had to be dismissed," said 
communications nuiior Ric Raynor. "He simply did not go along 
with university niles." Raynor views the Student Government 
self-destruction as "something the student body must vote on." 

Ed Wilke, a major in physics, agrees with Raynor on at least one 
aspect: "Lieberman sttould be dismissed because he did not follow 
the regulations he agreed to follow when he entered this university. 

"But Marshall went about everything all wrong. It looks like he's 
trying to pull sontething by conducting a quick hearing and not 
allowing more testimony. As for Student Government, their action is 
noble, but rather futile." 

Ellison Shapiro, a pre-law student majoring in government, 
believes that Lieberman "shouldn't have been dismissed on the 
charges as they were presented. The fact that the Supreme Court 
found him innocent proves the non-validity of the charges." 

"If Student Government doesn't think it has enough power," 
notes Shapiro, "it's only logical that it should dissolve." 

A freshman majoring in meteorology who refused to give his 
name doesn't believe Lieberman should be dismissed, even though he 
disagrees totally with him. 

"Students should have more of a voice in the university," he said, 
"but how do they expect to get that voice by abolishing 
themselves?" 

Mike Peebles, a biology major, toyed with an interesting theory. 
"\ think Marshall and Lieberman are conspiring together. Marshall 

gets to prove how powerful a president he is, and Lieberman gets his 
name in print. That's what each of them wants anyway. 

"1 think that Student Government overreacted. In a sense, they 
just, picked up the marbles and went home. But there's not much 
they can do with Marshall's power like it is now. We'll have to sit 
back and see what hapfiens "

Leon County Jail conditions 
likened to Attica Prison

News censorship 
threatens all media 



The Talon, the student paper from Tallahassee 
Community College, printed a supplement in its Nov. 4 
issue on the sexual revolution. 

According to Talon editor Mark Jones and staffer 
Sandee Coulter, the issue was widely read and ganeraliy 
well-received by the TCC community. 

However, some people have called TCC President Dr. 
Fred Turner and complained that the articles dealing with 
views on cohabitation ware not conrirtent with moral 
views held in Tallahassee. Indeed, one irate mother called 
writer Coulter at home and, according to Coulter, told her 
that if she was not dropped as a staff member witMn the 
next two iKues, "there would be moves made to get her 
off. " 

What the Talon staff fears is that tfwse and other 
articles dealing with relevant and contemporary lifestyles 
wHI lead to the placing of the paper in the hands of a 
journalism class, possibly resulting in a form of censorship. 

According to Editor Jones, this idea has atrtady bMNI 
suggested by President Turner. 

If this indeed does happen «id the paper is drawn away 
from the guidance of advisor Larry Benson, it will 
the weakening of a straight-talking, forward-looking | 
published in the Tallahassee community. 

Censorship is an avfl that rarely makes ttaalf Matantiy 
known. Usually, a snip here and a cut here and a 
"rearrangement" of priorities begins a slow but solid 
campaign designed to cut down the subject matter or what 
is reported in a newspaper. 

In commercial papers, major advertisers sometimes 
succeed in getting the editors to modify or ignore 
contemporary lifestyles or happenings. 

In school papers, sometimes administraton, Msaly 
thinking they are acting for the good of the whole, 
attempt to change or modify the content of their school's 



Unfortunately, people in the Tallahassee community 
outside of the schools' influence, think that TCC and FSU 
students are gtorifiad hi|^-schootors. 

This is net true. At TCC, the average student's age, 
according to Jones, is 22 and tbout 10 percmt of the 
students are service veterans. 

The statement in Coulter's column that has allegedly 
brought adverse reaction reads: "If two people can live 
together happHy without a license ghring society's 
pntnission for a heterosexual relationship, they should be 
saluted rather than shunned and verbally abused." This 
staienwnt appean in a piace eniitiad "Views Graen on 
Cohabitation." 

The statement appears as Coulter's assessment of what 
TCC students think after she conducted a survey of 1CX) 
msries and 100 females on campus. 

This is entirely within the framework of activism 
journalism and is endorsed as such by the Flambeau. We 
Sincerely hope TCC officials wHI 'let it be" and aHow the 
paper's staff to go on with their work, ignoring comments 
from those people outokle the collegiate atmosphere who 
only wish to reinforce their antiquated moral system on 
ipur thinking youdi. 



Harlem

Vl hat happens to a ttraam dthmd? 
Does it dry up 
Like a raisin in the sun? 
Or fatter likeaaore- 
And then nin? 

Does it stink like rotten meat? 
Or crust and sugar over- 
Ukeaiynmtmmt? 

May he it /usT sags 
Like a heavy load 
Or does it exptode? 
Langston Hughes' poem "Harlem" is relative to 
all hopes and desires that 90 unfulfilled. Orte may 
think of it in conjunction with all types of 
"Attlca-situations" m that it gives possible results 
that may occur when "dreams are deferred." 

It IS a pity that people have to resort to doing 
something that gains national and world attention 
in order to get responses artd resolutions to their 
probkMns. The system has programed ttte 
inhabitants of the United States to act 
accordingly. So, in trying to break away from 
established dehumanizatlon, inhabitants find that 
the system will try to suppress and destroy them. 
Anything that rs not 'or the cause is against the 
cause, and thus must be eradicated or submerged. 

"Attica," as one of the inmates said, "is a 
microcosm - a mirror of the outside world." 
Attic*-sltuations dre dormant rtow, awaiting the 
moment to live again. Yet they are not new. We 
saw The Attica Crisis prophesied in the Biack 
Panther raid, at Jackson State and at Kent State. It 
doesn't begin there, though, ft goes back to the 
mass lynchings of Black people. 

Some of us felt far removed from the Black 
Panther raid and ignored it. Others of us 
empathi/ed with the Kent State murders. Students 
were killed there. We are students too, or have 
t>een students at one time. We wondered if it could 
happen here. 

These "Attica-situations" warr>ed us we are as 
"expendable" as those beings who were kHIed and 
we are not people to those who wish to suppress 
us. We are things— bodies— targets to be stopped in 
order to maintain a conformity of the 
establishment. A good example of this 
dehumanized view of the non<onformist is one 
given by New York Assemblyman Arthur Eve. He 
said that a reporter overneard two policemen 
bragging after the Attica massacre. They were 
questioning each other on how many inmates they 
had killed. One boasted, "I got me one. I got m* a 
nigjer!" 

Many of us wonder: "Who listens anymore 
wtften a citizen asks for certain desires in our 
democratk: society^" if problems are allowed to 
exist until incidences iike Attica arise, then what 
justification 15 there for negotiation through 
dialogue' If a person has to take over a part of a 
ceiibiock to gam attention to alleviate problems 
which have long been aired but overlooked, tlwi 
M^Mre is the idea of a peaceful coalition? 

Just think, an "Attica-situation" may occur 

here if the Leon County Jail does not eradicate its 
dehumanizatlon of its inmates. 

Within the past 10 months two Black students, 
maybe more, have been arrested. These 
students-one from FAMU and the other from 
FSU-and their friends wfio visKad them have toM 
me of the conditions of the Uon County Jan and 
the ways in whkrh they were treated. Their stories 
may not be as gross as Attica, but ttiey warrant 
attention because they are problems. 

The student from FSU was chaiged with assault 
and battery, although he allegedly was attacked 
first. His white assailant reported him. He wds also 
charged with carrying a concealed weapofY- a gun 



whfch he said he carried to protect h mseif frr- 
the assailant who had threatened h,s life I 
assauH and battery charge was dropped 

The FSU tudent told how he was frisked an 
arrested. Three plainclothes policemen walkjdV 
behind him .nd asked ,f he was a certain p«o; 
He said no--he had changed his nameaspanTf 
Moslem practice. He gave his Moslem name arr 
continued to walk. The three men pulled h,m tro^ 
Datilnd and grabbed his garment. He tried to puii 
away, and they threw him down, tiandcuffedhim 
and took him to the Leon County Jail 

Problems that both students had encountered 
were that they were taken to ja.l and told they 
would not stay long. The FAMU student was toi- 
he would be retained for three hours; he was ker 
five days. He did not know why he was uem 
arrested, neither did the policemen at the sUtion 
Later his grandfather investigated and found that 
he was being held for a traffic fine he had received 
during the Christmas vacation. The student had 
paid tt»e fine on the last day that it was due; he 
even had the receipt for payment. Because the 
FSU student was unable to pick up his subpoena 
immediately, he was arrested again, even thous- 
he was out on bond. They continually toid him 
would be released; he was detained for thre^ 
weeks. 

The FAMU and FSU students reported thatf 
Leon County Jail was segregated, the BiacK set 
was dirty, and the odor was repugnant. The F5. 
student said it was germ-infested, smelled r 
mucus, vomit and defecation Thee weie also lo- 
ot flies. The white side was repotted as Iwir: 
dean. 

Friends who visited the FAMU student said ^, 
was given a prison uniform but no •• nen. toiletne; 
soap or toothpaste during his five-day stay. Tn 
only food that vwas served, according to the FS. 
student, was pork. The student could not eatpo - 
because he is of the Moslem religion. He had r 
sheets, blankets or towels for one week. 

When some friends went to visit the FS- 
student, they noticed that ms iav.e was designate; 
with the antiquated word, "colored." 

The FAMU student was to be transported tc 
the county from which the warrant was sent. H' 
was to leave on the fifth day, a Sunday, at 5 a r 
There was nothing his friends could do They cai*-: 
to see him that morning. The police told ther^ V'i' 
they had to wait outside the jail if they wanted tc 
see him. One of the friends asked, "How will we 
know when the police car has arrived?" Th- 
poHceman responded. "It will have a different ta: 
and the car wiil t>e a different color." Although 
was cold outside, they waited and had to chec- 
each car that came up. The FAMU student was no: 
transported. When he was finally released, he 
walked all the %«ay home-from the jail to Osceola 
Hall. 

The FSU student told of some conditions c 
the other inmates. The people were m pair 
inmate had a skin rash, arwther had gon 
The guards ignored tf>em. They needed eg. 
sarvtees. Blacks were not informed of their W 
ri^ts. Some didn't have relatives to help them. 

What happens when proWenw or hopes 
improvement remain unresolved? Will exposure of 
more "Atticasituations" initiate constructive 
response to implement *hese needs of human 
dignity and respect for individual differences' 

We iDembers of FSU. FAMU and surrounding 
communities have played roles, along with c^? 
occupants of the United States, m the Att ca 
Prison uprising and aftermath. Therefore, we 
an ktaa of what may happen. We must be aware 
and concerned about changing the system 0 
genocide and dehumanizatlon of inmates m pen 
institutions We must see that ai 
"Attica-situation" may not occur here. Therefor*, 
we must try to bring about change "-po-

If he 
thinks workers have as much 
right to the good things of life as 
executives, we charge him with 
violation of the Mann Act. 

"If the charge doesn't stick, 
we try another. If you charge a 
man with a crime he really 
committed, your prosecution is 
limited to one count. If you 
charge him with something else, 
you have the whole book of 
statutes to choose from.

'Learn what you clearly need' 



Di. Nicholas Rohrman's piece 
n last week's Flambeau decrying 
tudent demands for relevant, 
iynamic teach ng and courses 
was unfortunate and revealing. 
' le struck a sound blow for the 
contention that power 
considerations very often 
bfuscate the valid educational 
objectives in our present 
educational system. 

The professor (speaking 
generally), shunted off onto an 
educative sidetrack by the 
extreme specialization required 
by his own post-graduate 
experience, nuitures a delicate, 
technicalized sort of specialty in 
which he has an enormous stake 
in time, energy and status; it is, 
'n fact, the core of his world 
view. 

Into this calm world come 
the students, survivors of years 
and years of processing by the 
myriad forces in our society 
trying to hammer them into 
willing consurrers of whatever 
each force is trying to sell. Since 
the students do not immediately 
open themselves to the 
professor's attempt to involve 
them in his own small world, 
they having wisely and painfully 
acquired some resistance to any 
sort of procassing. he is hurt and 
frus. interpreting their 

leery reserve as a personal 
rejection. 

And so he converts to the 
powerful "students are 
leaden-eyed sheep" clique, 
applying to them the same 
disdain he feels for the "average 



citizen." He feels the necessity 
of totally coercive external 
motivation for students is amply 
demonstrated by his own injury 
at their insensitive hands, and 
sets up mechanisms to force a 
shallow and artificial 
involvement with his material 
(quizzes, ritual papers, 
lecture-based tests-whatever ttie 
professor conceives to be an 
adequate offering to his own 
academic prowess). Klow 
unsurprising that students have 
tired of such a system. 

Dr. Rohrman links the 
demand for relevant education 
to the students' supposed 
impression that the university is 
"a training ground for General 
Motors." GM will admit to 
anyone who asks that today's 
students are less interested in 
tailoring themselves to the 
corporate life and maximal 
earning power than any 
generation in memorable 
history. 

Dr. Rohrman's concept of 
education apparently centers on 
the need to learn a basic core of 
material, the familiarity with 
which admits one to the elite of 
the "well-educated." Prestige 
colleges have for over a century 
turned out 5uch scholars, whose 
mastery of this material has left 
tttem generally insensitive to the 
inhuman drift of society and the 
needs of ttwir fallow human 
beings. 

The present bleak situation is 
the result, with very many 
people, the most intelligent and 



sensitive among them, 
uninterested in making any 
investment at all in a future that 
may well be planned brilliantly 
into oblivion. 

The "unqualified demand for 
1971-style relevance" Dr. 
Rohrman is alarmed about may 
seem new, but the need for it is 
not. Consider the corrupt "real 
world" notions that have 
underlakl "college lite" for 
generations: "it's not what you 
learn that counts, it's who you 
nteet;" the notion that one's 
human worth is judged by the 
fraternity pin, the sheepskin, the 
letter, the honorary key, and the 
like; the notion that you snow 
the prof to get the grade to get 
the degree to start the career; 
and (most insidious of all) the 
common knowledge that many 
of the core requirements (in 
many cases, the foreign language 
requisite) derive irom the 
intramural political weight of 
this or that department, 
tolerated by the rest because. In 
the end, the wttole "academic 
process" was little '.nore than a 
highly formalized initiation 
process, with hazing at the fore. 
It is to this framework, stinking 
with intellectual compromise 
and hypocrisy, that today 
students apply Dr. Rohrman's 
eloquent judgement: 
BULLSHIT. 

Yes— many students do prefer 
lelevarKe. Many of them would 
prefer to learn about those areas 
of life over which they have no 
power (and Bacon equated 



knowledge and power in this 
same way); about the tools and 
concepts needed to redeem us 
from the negative, elitist and 
anti-life consciousness of which 
Dr. Rohrman has permitted 
himself to be made an unwitting 
part; about the wiles, 
motivations and resources of 
those who have in past eras 
placed themselves against the 
common good of man and ttie 
environment. 

Obviously Sh^espeare is 
relevant to these concerns. So 
are the classics (even Latin and 
Greek). So are Frederick 
Douglass, Kate Millet, Paul 
McCartney, Meher Baba, and 
many more. And the student 
should be given the opportunity 
to discover their relevance; most 
students would choose more 
"guidance" of that sort as 
quickly as they brtelle at the 
unabashedly coercive cturacter 
of "requirements." 

Rather than "speculative 
education"— the belief In 
mastering various subject areas 
on the off-chance that they may 
someday come in 
handy— perhaps it is better to 
learn what you clearly need for 
the present, and to learn where 
to learn the rest, how to gain 
access to witat may be required 
for the future. In this case, 
professors would be seen as 
"resource people," and wouM 
endeavor to make themselves 
and their knowledge as 
accessible as possil>le to the 
general public. 



To me the demand that 
professors and students together 
find ways of "accommodating" 
the accumulated wisdom of 
5,000 years to our concerns for 
a livable future and a more 
life-positive present is not 
unreasonable, it certainly seems 
more reasonable than the 
counter-demand that we all 
accommodate ourselves to some 
•autonomous body of 
academically sanctified 
knowledge reflecting the 
prejudices of the degreed elite 
(white male Western, etc.), 
ignoring the vast and broad 
range of human culture and 
experience. If only we were heirs 
to the accumulated wisdom, and 
not just the date, of our human 
heritage. 

Or. Rohrman judges stodent 
minds "post-adolescent." I recall 
that the word is derived from 
the Latin "adalescere"— to 

increase, to grow up— and to me 
it seems that many of the 
demands for relevance are 
"adolescent" in that sense. We 
need desperately to grow up, to 
awaken to the responsibilities of • 
living together on a small blue 
planet steeped in Its dream. 
Offer your knowledge and 
Cities to this effort. Dr. 
Rohrman; cast off yo6r cynical 
elitism, and I tielieve you will 
discover the meaning of the term 
"relevant."

Black speakers urge 
unity, self-pride 




CALIFORNIA'S MERVYN DYMALLY 
. . . Wack Itadere mutt redefine themselves in terms of the interests of black people 

Calif, solon calls for 
new politics for blacks 




California State 
Assemblyman Mervyn Dymally, 
speaking on campus Saturday as 
part of the Students Awareness 
Conference, called for a new 
politics in America "because the 
old politics has failed us (black 
people)." 

"Somebody on the inside 
once said that politics is the art 
of the possible," Dymally said. 
"But for the biflck outsider In 
America, politics has been the 
art of the impossible. It has been 
the art of the impossible Ijecause 
it has been the art of trying to 
make a fundamental change in 
the political system by using the 
structure and instruments that 
twere designed to perpetuate that 
system." 

Blacks have been faced with 
"trying to make a social 
revolution w'ith tools that were 
invented to prevent social 
revolutions," he said. 

"Conventional politics must 
be either revitalized or 
abandoned," Dymally said. "The 
salvation cf the black man in 
this country and the creation of 
democracy in this country 
depend, to a very great extent, 
on the creation of a new 
political vision in the black 
community. 

"Black people, by and large, 
don't believe politics cm bring 
about a real— that is to say, 
effective— change in tf eir basic 
situation. If the black masses are 
to rise to the requirements of 
this hour, they nuist be shown 
thjt politics is their affair and in 
then fundamental interest." 

Black political leaders must 
rt'ilcfme themselves in terms of 
the intoiests of Uack people, 
Dymjlly said. "They must ask 
ilH>nKt>lvos who they are, and 



whom they really represent. And 
if their ultimate allegiance is to 
ttie black community, and not 
to any special interests, they 
must dare to make that 
allegiance real by creating 
independent power bases in the 
Uack comnrMjnity." 

As part of the creation of this 
independent base, blacks must 
take over the finarKing of the 
campaigns of black candidates, 
he said 

While Wack independence is 
to be sought for, it must not be 
allowed to lead to isolation, 
Dymally said. "Black people 
must recognize their unity with 
others in the same 
situation-with Chkrano and 
Indian communities, and witfl 



"It has been said that the civil 
rights movement must become 
political," he said. "I would add 
that the political movement 
must become a civil rights 
movement. The black politician 
must perform the difficult task 
of blending traditional political 
skills with tfte skills of the 
reformer, because the problems 
Mc face are not just political; 
they are moral." 

Time is running out, Dymally 
warned. "The seminars must 
end: the oonferenoes conchide. 
Our wisdom must now be 
shaped into the specific weapons 
of change. 

"We must make our own 
politics-a politics that is tfte art 
Of tfM po«ibl«-fliMr tfit WKk 
Rwi and for aN Amtrici.''

Political struggle 
long and hard one

Fanme 
UNI Hamer is now nationally 
•cognized as a teader in the 
field of civil rights 

Hamer describes fierself as 
being a "54 year old with a 19 
year old mmd" 

She founded the Mississippi 
Freedom Democratic Party in 
1964 in Jackson, Mississippi It 
IS the state's only party to admit 
both blacks and wMtei . 

In 1964, she led a delegation 
to the Democratic National 
Convention to challenge tfie 
"Illy white seating" at the 
convention. Refusing to 
compromise, Hamer and her 
delegation gained entrance into 
the convention hall. The result 
of the challenge was an 
unprecedented pledge from the 
National Democratic Party not 
to seat a delegation that 
excluded blacks at the next 
netional convention, in 1968. 

Hamer said: "If something's 
supposed to be mirte. please 
don't offer me half of it. I want 
it all!" 

The Freedom Farm 
Corporation was founded by 

Hamer. I: is an organization for 



community development of 
under-privileged blacks of 
Sunflowr County Mississippi. 
Vegetables jte grown on 780 
acres of land and are given to 
needy families across the 
county 

"Florida is no different from 
anywhere else in the United 
States," Hamer told her 
audierKe Saturday nnormng. "A 
lot of blacks right here don't 
know what's happening to thein 
Just because you're m tlw 
institution doesn't make ycu 
more aware of what's going on 
You can walk out of tins 
university proyamed by the 
white man to think and act lite 
he wants you to." 

According to Ham^r, it's time 
for black youth to become 
involved m politics "Blacks 
tan't make it without political 
power It's time for blacks to 
begin change. Political change 
will have an effect on Wack 
destiny." 

Hamer said when she is asked 
what she thinks of Angela Davis, 
she replies, "What do you say 
about the system that made 
Angela Davis what she has 
beconne?" According to Hamer, 
the United States is designed to 
demoralize and rob the Wack

Blacks could win 
in 1 972 elections

"The Black politician has a 
prophetic role in politics in 
America." said Congressman 
John Conyers in his address on . 
"The National Emergency for 
Black Involvement in Politics." 

Conyers said "not a single 
person in the U.S. should hold 
anything but an unfavorable 
view of the economic and social 
system in which we (Black 
people) are trapped in this 
country." He said Black people 
should strive for three things: 
independence, blackness, and to 
become politicized. 

He told how he 
independently became a 
Congressman from Detroit when 
people were saying it was 
impossible. During his campaign, 
he spent a lot of time trying to 
convince people that he was 
serious about his race for 
Congress. 

Conyers is convinced that 
through politics Blacks can begin 



to make the next step from 
where the civil rights movement 
stopped. Blacks should be trying 
to get to the national 

nominating conventions in 
greater numbers than ever 
before. 

Blacks have come to receive 
serious consideration as possible 
national candidates, Conyers 
said. "I don't hear anybody 
laughing about a Black person 
running for the top job 
anymore; no one is saying that 
it's impossible for a Black to end 
up on a major ticket even 
thou^ U.S. Senator Edmund 
Muskie made the .horrible 
mistake of saying it eouldnt li» 
done." 

Conyers emphasized the fact 

that Muskic is a member of a 
minority himself. Muskie is 
Polish-American. 

Conyers said that only 
through running in another 
political party in America can a 
Black man be placed on a ticket 
for the Presidential election. 




BLACK MUSLIM FARRAKHAN 
, the times call for separation, not integration 



Days of white supremacy 
over. Black Muslim says

"I bring to you a divine 
message from my masterful 
teacher, the honorable Elijah 
Muhammed, so that you will all 
recognize the significance of 
blackness in religion," Minister 
Louis Farrakhan, of the New 
York Moslem Mosque in New 
York City, said. 

According to Farrakhan, too 
long has the white man deceived 
blacks and kept them in the 
dark; the whites are a smart race 
and understand exactly what 
they have done to blacks and 
what they are still trying to do 
to the black race.

killed you! He has stripped you 
of your independence, your 
identity, and your justice. 

"Blacks are brought to this 
university, not to educate them, 
but to use them as tools to 
accomplish the set goals of the 
white man. Therefore, blacks 
should concentrate their efforts 
in the fields of mathematics. 



chemistry, engineering, political 
science and economics, instead 
of such foolery as football, 
baseball, track, music and other 
fields." 

"It is time out for 
entertaining the white man's 
whims and clowning for his 
pleasure," F?rrakhan said. 

White man has occupied the 
earth long enough, it is his time 
to be removed and destroyed 
and time for the black race to 
rise and rule supreme. It is time 
for the judgement of America. 
America is facing all kinds of 
dilemmas and is destined to die 
because the white man has not 
taken care of Earth, which God 
gave to him. It is the blacks' turn 
to rule and they must prepare by 
getting their black-selves 
together. It is time for 
separation instead of integration, 
Farrakhan said.

Minister Farrakhan, who was 
tlie first speaker on Friday, 

delivered a message on 'The 
Importance of Religion to Black 
People." He said the time for the 
judgement of America is now. 
He advocated that Blacks 
establish autonomy. 

He stressed that the only 
reason Blacks are given anything 
in the first place is because they 
became a problem which had to 
be dealt with. He urged Blacks 
not to follow white people 
because their time is coming to 
an end. 

"It's tinie," said Farrakhan, 
"to tove your Black self and 
other Blacks ... but not your 
white brothers." 

The second speaker on Friday 
was Congressman Conyers who 
delivered an address on 'The 
National Emergency for Black 
Involvement in Politics." 

Mayor Charles Evers of 
Fayette, Wss., was unable to 



attend the conference. 
According to Norm Jackson, 
director of the Black Students 
Educational and Cultural Center, 
Evers telephoned from Natchez, 
Miss, and said his private plane 
was having mechanical 
difficulties. However, Mayor 
Evers did say he would come to 
FSU at another time. 

During the time in which 
Evers was to speak, Mrs. Hamer 
entertained the audience with 
songs, including "Nobody 
Knows the Trouble I've Seen," 
and "You'd Better Leave 
Segregation Akne." Also, she 
presented a film. Oh Freedom, 
which gave a historical overview 
of the civil rights movement 
from slavery to the present time. 

On Saturday, Mrs. Hamer 
spoke on "The Black 
Experience." She emphasized 
that Black people should 
become aware of their situation 
and do something about it. She 



said, "It's time for Black people 
and especially young people to 
start thinking about 
change— political change that 
will have something to do with 
our destiny." 

She said: "We are getting it 
together in Mississippi. We will 
make the challenge that's 
necessary to make life relevant 
to Black people throughout the 
country." She exemplified that 
she was on her job of 
"OTCB-operation taking care 
of business." 

The last speaker of the 
conference. Assemblyman 
Dymally, gave a historical 
overview of "The Black Man in 
American Politics." He said the 
political movement should 
become a civil rights movement, 
and he proclaimed that a 
"voteless people are a hopeless 
people."

Finally, after an open date 
v. 6, FSU was surprisingly 
ted a tie for 18th place in the 
UPl poll released Nov. 9. This 

ap' arently was a tip-off of 
til ligs to come as Georgia Tech 
used a tenacious defense to edge 
p\^x a 1 2-6 win Saturday 
Jj^ernoon. 

Now standing 6-3 for the 
son, the Seminoles have only 
me games against Tulsa next 
. night and Pittsburgh 
0» Nov. 27 remaining on the 
gular schedule. The loss to 
ch will almost certainly knock 
SU from post-season 
petition. 
Georgia Tech is 6-4 on the 
ason, and has won its last four. 
Only once-beaten Georgia 
remains on the Tech schedule. 

With a mild-mannered crowd 
of 44,261 on hand in Atlanta 
Saturday, Tech won the coin 
toss and elected to receive. 

Florida State's aggressive

Gary Huff opened the game

throe days. Huff's diet Saturday 
consisted of honey and Coke in 

an attempt to keep his 
carbohydrate level high. 

On the first offensive play for 
Florida State, running back 
James Jarrett was tackled hard 
by several Tech linemen and 
fumbled the ball. Smylie 
Gebhart, a thorn in the 
Seminoles' side all game, 
recoverec) for- Tech at the 29. 

Greg Home carried four 
straight times and moved the 
Jackets to the FSU seven. But 
James Thomas tackled Home for 
a five-yard loss on a pitchout, 
and then on the next play Eddie 
McMillan intercepted a deflected 
pass. McMillan picked off the 
ball on the five, and returned it 
seven yards. 

Huff, who entered the game 
as the nation's No. 2 passer, 
began to find the range with 
completions to Rhett Dawson 
and BartV Smith. But the 
Jackets' "defense held FSU at 
midfield when Huff misfired on 
three straight passes. 

FSU's Duane Carrell punted 
to the Tech 17, FSU's defense 
held, and Tech's Bowley punted 
back to FSU. David Snell 
appeared ready to call for a fair 
catch, tHJt then stooped low to 
catch Bowley's punt and was 
suddenly streaking upfield. Tech 
finally stopped him after a 
54-yard run.

Governance study group 
continues investigation

The President's Task Force 
on Student Involvement in 
University Governance is 
currently evaluating the present 
status of student involvement in 
the university. 

Last night, the task force 
heard Dr. Roy Ingham discuss 
the possibilities of collective 
bargaining in the future of 
university governance. Ingham 
proposed the use of outside 
mediators to settle conflicts 
within the university. 

The task force was formed 
last winter after a group of 
students, led by Phil Halstead, 
proposed the formation of a 
university senate composed of 
students, faculty and staff. At 
that time, Halstead called for the 
abolition of Student 
Government, a devetopment 
which may become a reality. 



Halstead ran for student body 
president on the Unicom ticket, 
advocating change in Student 
Government with the goal of 
creating a university community 
whk:h would control the policy 
and dedskm-making of many 
aspects of the university. 

Halstead's proposal did not 
win wkle support as he ran a 
poor third in the presidential 
race. But his proposal did receive 
considerable recognition and 
discussion. FSU President 
Stanley Marshall acted upon it 
by creating the task force. 

The task force has 
investigated the extent of 
student involvement on the 
departmental and college levels 
and is finalizing a preliminary 
report concerning its findings. 

University-wide student 
involvement is the next area of 



address itself to. Chairman of 
the study group, Cathy Lannon, 
residence counselor of Landis 
Hall, indicated at last night's 
meeting the group has kept the 
idea of a university senate in 
mind since the first meeting. 

The task force's report, when 
completed, will be presented to 

the Faculty Senate and to 
President Stanley Marshall. 

Last night's meeting was 
marked by the resignation of 

one member of the task force, 
Dr. David Ammerman, assistant 
professor of history. Ammerman 
explained his resignation arose 
from a personal feeling of 
cynicism toward the 
administration, which caused 
him to feel his further 
participation on the task force

The Steering Committee 
meets with Marshall behind 
closed doors in Wistcott at 8 
a.m. today. 

The resolution concerning 
student-administration relations 
urges the administration and the 
university system "to negotiate 
in good faith with the demands 
of the : elected student 
leadmhip.' 

If passed, the resolution 
would express the Faculty 
Senate's "grave concern over the 
sense of frustration" mwiifested 
by students in recent actions, 
including the five demands 
presented to the administratkin. 
The resolution says: "We believe 
the continuation of these 
conditions will lead to a severe 
deterioration of the quality of 
learning and education at FSU." 

Student Body President Ray 
Gross, Vice President Stevie 
Eisenmenger, Chief Justice 
Wayne Hogan, and three student 
senators met with the Steering 
Committee to discuss recent 
student actions and possible 
faculty actions. 

An additional group of about 
15 students came to the meeting 
with the demand that the 
Steering Committee propose the 
abolition of Faculty Senate. The 
students explained then aim was 
to see that the topic would be 
discussed in Faculty Senate. 

After considerable discussion, 
the Steering Committee agreed 
the topR of abolitk>n should be 
discussed on the senate floor, 
and made arrangements for its 
presentation to the body. 

As an indication of student 
interest in the proposal, students 
pointed to the prolonged 
applause for Dr. Roy Ingham's 
suggestion that .f^aculty Senate 
might duplicate Student Senate's 
action. 

Ingham, who spoke after 

Student Senate had voted to 
suspend itself, told the senators 
Faculty Senate "may do the 
same thing you just did." 

The consensus of opinion at 
the Steering Committee meeting 
was that if the proposal fails, it 
probably would not be a denial 
of support to Student 
Government, but a chok:e of 
different strategy. 

Dr. Doug St. Angelo, 
associate professor of 
government, sakl the Board of 
Regents could institute an 
alternate form of faculty 
governance if the present senate 
were abolished. He said they 
could really do that anyway, but 
were less likely as long as the 
senate still existed. 

St. Angelo said some faculty 
members had suggested the 
possibility of adjourning eveiy

Her speech concerned the problems women 
have in holding supervisory jobs In the businm 
world. The two-day conference and workshop 
sessions wwe designed to enable women to better 
utilize their potrntials and abilities in their job* as 
managers and supervisors. 

GRAHAM BEGAN HER career in the field of 
journalism as a reporter for the San Francisco 
News In 1963 she succeeded her husband, Phillip 
A. Graham, as president of the newspapw. 
magazine and televisk>n station company. 

"I came by my job the easy way," said Grahm 




lightly, "but the problems are still the same. Th 
progress of women in business is stow, and the 
solutions to them are difficult." 

Graham acknowledged a change in nmMn's 
recognition in the workJ of business. 

"ACCORDING TO STATKTICS," said 
Graham, "38 percent of the entire working force 
today is made up of «vomen; 43 percent of ^1 
women today are working: 42 percent of all 
college graduates are women; and 51 percent of 
today's stockhoMers are women!" 

There it a trend n>ward a new approach in the 
' eld of journalism, Graham said. 

'Journalism today is still ti«d down to a caste 
system," according to Graham, "with the men 
consistently holding positions above those of 
Mjnwn." However, in her position as president of 
the Washington Pott Company. Graham indicated 
that the working positions of the women are 
definitely on the upswing. More and more women 
are becoming foreign correspondents, radio and 
<?'e. s announcers, and editors. 

IN THE EARLY DAYS of journalism, women 
had many barriers to dimb. Some of ttwm are 
either falling or sagging enough today so that 
women are overcoming many of them," said 
Graham. 

She informed the businesswomen that their 
first obligatton in hastening the fall of the female 
barriers was to change their attitudes that the 
world of business is necessarily male-oriented 

"Women today have come to consciously 
baliave it ii a man's wortd. ConMrHiy. thart are 
no limits to M^at women can do if thay nfiiM and 
refute past beliefs," she said. 

"The klaa of the libaratad wife is impoMible 
without a liberated husband to help," Graham 
said. She further indicated that if the woman 
to become a success at har job. th« husband would 
hwe to be willing to aocipt aMad mpoMiMities 
around the home. 

Graham continued by tailing tfte woman that 
Ihey must be harder on themselves and their 
daughters if they're going to make it in the 
business vwrid. As yet, she felt that wor 
haven't discovered their ovwi resources enough to 
know w4tat they are capable of doing and what 
they can't.

SPP6 hires Bonapfel 
to survey students 



The Student Publications Policy Board Monday hired Paul 
Bonapfel to do a survey during winter quarter on what students 
expect of student publications. 

The survey is to be a comprehensive study of all publications, and 
will provide information atxwt student attitudes according to 
class fication as wdl at an omrall student yiew, according to 
Bonapfel. 

The board deferred action on the creation of a new department 
which would coordinate feature writing of interest to all three 
publications. Board member Bill Hampton was designated to gather 
information about and alternatives to the proposed position. 

The SPPB declined to make a statement concerning the activities 
of Student Government during the past v«ek. 

Size of the Tally Ho, FSU's yearbook, was set at a minimum of 
1 60 pages, allowing for 8 or 1 6 page signatures. 

The board also paned a budget for Share magazine, the bi-weekly 
pdHidtion which was begun tfm quarter. 



Don McDermott, an FSU 

student, walked into the 
administration building in early 
Jaraiary and annourMsd diat he 
had a plan to save thousands of 
dollars for the university. 

SINCE BUDGETS have been 
constantly tight, FSU 
administrators were extremely 
interested in McDermott's plan. 
The plan resulted in a proven 
savings of $44,000 in just seven 
months. 

This program began when 
McDermott, who at the time was 
a junior majoring in business, 
told administrators that the 
university was wasting money by 
not economizing on electricity. 

Robert V. Peirce, vice 
president for administration, 
agreed and immediately decided 
to back the proposal because he 
has the job of stretching the 
university dollars to cover such 
things as utility bills. And the 
bills at that time were soaring 
much higher than budgeted 
revenue. 

AFTER MCDERMOTT HAD 
been given the go-ahead for his 
ideas, the university was hit hard 
in late February by the news 
that its already meager revenue 
was being drastically cut. 

Peirce, McDermott and many 
other volunteers went to work in 
earnest. A publicity campaign 
was started to encourage people 
to turn off lights when not 
needed and to lower ihe 
thermostats on air conditioners, 
among other things. 

Results were swift and 
dramatk:. For the past seven 
months, power usage has been 
much kmer. by as much as 
864,000 kilowatt hours in one 
month. The savings in August 
alone was about Si 2,000. 

McDermott wasn't satisfied 
to rest on his laurels after the 
initial success. He frequently 
tours the campus during the wee 
hours of the morning looking for 
more ways to save money. In a 
recent report he found that 
window air conditioners were 



'Crime , violence ore by-products 
of sodoi change' 



"As societies the VKorld over try to adjust to 
population increases, the new economies and 
lifestyles, stress shows up, and with it comes crime 
and violence. It's happened ever since time began 
and is evident throughout history." 

Dr. Vernon Fox, professor of criminok>gy at 
Florida State, told faculty and students (kiring a 
speech at Sacramento State College that crime and 
violenoe are by-products of social change. 

"DUmNG SOCIAL THANSITION." said Fox, 
'it is at the points of stress that resentnuent, 
hostility, crime and violence are generated." 

He said that throughout history, riots and 
disturbances have come with transition. During the 
fall of the Roman Empire and the beginning of the 
MidcRe Ages between 395 and 476 A.D., there 
were constantly recurring riots and insurrectiorK, 
as starving peasants and city residents rioted in ttie 
streets. 

As the medieval feudal system broke down and 
a new economy developed in England, riots in the 
cities brought legislation to quell riots, and civil 
disturbances became second only to treason in 



seriousness of the crime under English law. 

IN AMERICA, RIOTS occurred in New York 
City to protest drafting soldiers for the Civil War. 
With the migration of Southern blacks to the 

North after World War I, serious racial rioting 
began in Chicago and elsewhere. Fox said, and 
continued with the Detroit race riot during World 
War II under similar circumstances. 

Social stress has found its way into violence and 
riots in ghetto streets, university campuses and 
prisons throughout America, as previous 
generations had accepted social injustices as "part 
of the system." 

FOX SAIO THAT social awareness and politic<il 
consciousness have permeated all araas of society. 
It has created new ambitioi«s for minority and 
underprivileged groups artd has threatened the oki 

establishment. 

He believes a new approach is needed. A new 
synthesis of public policy, implementtd by' 
political leadership, holds tM key to peaceful and 
orderly social transition.

VICE PRESIDENT PEIRCE 
and his staff were also looking 
for economies. While driving to 
work one moming. Peirce noted 
that lights were burning outside 
of several buildings at 8 a.m.

correct this. He also directed 

that electric meters be diecked 
and calibrated. 

Now that he's proven his 
case, McDermott wants to carry 
his economy drive even further. 
He said vast amounts of money 
can also be saved by doing the 
same things m state buildings, 
the county schools, community 
colleges and other government 
offices. "After all," he says, "it's 
our money they're spending."

It it the opinkm of the c om m i n ee that the

College^riented 
entertainment is the kind newcomers can easily slip into, without awkward 
transitions, becaus e of its characteristic mobility and freedom. Don't worry 
about having to leik membership in some clique. 

Switch of tlMFIicIa 

Movies may be. the first entertainment event you attend when you get to 
Tallahassee. Of the six theatres in Tallahassee, four are within walking 
(Kstanoe. Attoniieion is usuaRy $1.50 par panon, and tfiay show pictures 
generally when larger cities show them. One of them, the Campus Art 
Theater, is located a block from the campus on West Tennessee and shows 
adult moviai <and occasionaiiy a good Fellini flick). Another thntra is under 
construction at a suburban shopping mall. The two drive4n thetr e i usually 
charge $1 25 per person for admission. 

The University Union runs an excdient film program of its own, and 
some weeics you don't even have to leave the campus to see good movies. On 
most Mondays, the Silent Film Series shows vintage films in Moore 
Auditorium. The Classic Cinema Series on Wednesdays shows some of the 
world's greetest movies; Fellini, Eisanstain, Bergmen and Charlie Chaplin are 
regular fare. The Campus Movie on Friday and Saturday nights regularly 
features movies just off the first run-circuit, so you can find a movie you 
missed six months ago downtown and watch it on campus for 50 cents. If 
you're interested in the new underground films, attend the Experimental 
Film Series held most Friday nights. And, if you're really uptight about 
finals, the "Flicks for Finals" are held during exam week. 

The FSU Department of Theatre presents frequent main stage 
productions and the experimental Studio Theatre productions; there were 14 
different productions in all last year. There are also dramatic productions at 
Ftorida A & M University and the TaMahaKee Little Theatre. 

The Medium Is the Message 

Tallahassee is on the fringe of all nearby commercial television station 
broadcast ranges except its own WCTV, Channel 6. a CBS affiliate. WFSU 
television, Channel 11, offers full programming of pub!i :; television and local 
productions. If you want to have all the networks at your fingertips, 
subscribe with Clearview Cable TV (if your landlord hasn't dready). The 
cable service brings m 10 channels, including the major Atlanta stations, for 
a monthly charge of about $7. Clearview's number is 222-5388. 

Tallahassee has four AM and four FM radra stations to offer a full variety 
of radio listening. Best bet is to pick up an AM-FM radio to take full 
advantage of these stations. WTAL is the top AM rock station with 24-hour 
broadcasting. W6LF broadcasts rock 24 hours a day on Ks FM frequency. If 
you're a serious listener, WFSU-FM offers public broadcasting at its best 18 
hours a day: Classical, light listening, jazz, heavy rock, news and, believe it or 
not, re-broadcasts of "The Shadow." Light listening is offmd by 
WTNT-AM, WONS AM and WBGM FM, and country and Wasiem music 
reigns on WMEN-AM and WOMA-FM.

Student government sponsors another series of pop stars, too, so 
you may sit in front of the Cleveland Symphony in one week and Blood, 
Sweat & Tears the next And don't forget A & M. Last year they sponsored 
James Brown and Cannonball Adderley on the campus, and Ihey invited 
everybody. 

If you're curious about university concerts, look no further than Florida 
State's top-rated School of Music, which numbers among its faculty and 
students some of the ntSon's best musicians. The Opera Guild, heatJed by 
ex-Met star Richard Collins, produces such classics as 'Aida' and 'Othello', 
while the University Symphony, Symphonic Band and University Singers 
hold concerts regularly. And you "ain't seen notMng" until you hear 
100-plus French horns in concert during the annual French Horn Workshop 
on campus each spring. If you miss the big jazz band sound, you can hear it 
from the Laboratory Jazz Band each quarter. 

Florida State Unhwrsity students have an excellent range of resort 
activities, from camping in a national forest to sunbathing and 
"nightclubbing" on the Gulf of MexKO. You can take your pick of 
recreation lakes, remote springs, nearbby rivers or GuH beaches. There is no

Hall Nov. 16. 

The 8:15 p.m. concert is free and the 
public is invited to attend. 

Two major works will be featured on the 
program, Carlos Chavez's "Toccata for 
Percussion Instruments" and Stanley 
Leonard's "Symphony for Percussion." 

The conductor explained that if there can 
be such a thing as a classic in as young a 
medium as the literature for percussion 
ensembles, the Chavez work is it. Completed 
in 1942, it is today recognized as an 
outrtandmg composition in its medium. In it 
the composer uses traditional forms and, 
except for the Indian drums, standard 
percussion instruments. 

The Leonard "Symphony" was written in 
1969 and will be receiving its first complete 
performance at Flordia State. Different 
families of insturments are featured in each 
of the four movements with nine 
playing 42 instruments. 



OTHER SELECTIONS on the program 
include two compositions for flute and 
percussion by Alan Hovhaness, "The Burning 
House Overture" and "Dance of Black-Haired 
Mountain Storm," featuring Frances Lapp 
playing the flute. "Statement for Percussion" 
by Matthew Hopkins will be conducted by 
senior music student Rick Stuart and 
"Scherzo for Timpani and Orchestra" will be 
performed by Wedesheim, timpani and Wiriter 
M. Pate, piano. 

WerdeshMm, an assistant profession of 
music, teaches percussion instrumenis and 
directs the Percussion Ensemble. He came to 
Florida State from the Juilliard School of 
Music where he taught and did professional 
Study. H« has also been on the faculty of San 
Francisco State College where he received his 
A.B. and M.A. degrees. 

He has performed with the Sen Francisco 
Symphony, Opera, Ballet and Chamber 
Orchestras; the Oakland Symphony 
Orchestra; the Aspen Music Festival; New 
York Philharmonic; Metropolitan Opera; 
Radio City Music Hall Orchestra; and 
Brooklyn Philharmonic. Since 1969 he has 
been timpenist with the New Jersey 
Symphony Orchestra.

Ten miles west of Tallahassee is Silver Lake, a pleasant, small lake with 
plenty of shade trees, picnic areas and sports fidds. The National Park 
Service charges 50 cents admission. 

Fifteen miles south is Wakulla Springs, reportedly the workl's target single 

spring. You can swim out or take a glass- bottom or jungle tour boat to the 
middle of the spring and look straight down 185 feet. Admission fee is 
nominal. 

"Tubing" down the Wakulla or St. Marks Rivers, both within 20 miles of 
Tallahassee, is also popular. "Tubing", if you haven't guessed, means floating 
down a river on auto tire tubes-not the fastest means of transportation but 
one of the most fun. The Ichtucknee River, about 120 miles away, is 
another river popular with both FSU and University of Florida students. 

The nearest Gulf beach is at Alligator Point, 40 miles south of 
Tallahassee, but students generally prefer going to St. George Island (70 
miles) or Panama City beaches (100 miles). St. George is relatively 
undeveloped and underpopulated. The toll bridge to it costs $2 per car. 
Panama City, a major Gulf resort, has some lively nightclubs and amusement 
parks to visit when the sun goes down. 

"Underground Atlanta" is a popular spot as is New Orleans' French 
Quarter for those adventurous students with a car and a free weekend. And 
don't forget Disney World, which opened in October, 250 mites from 
Tallahassee. 

The less adventurous can visit the many state and national parks dose to 
Tallalnssee or travel five miles north to Maclay Gardens to see the most 
spectacular azalea and camellia gardens this side of Mobile's Bellingrath 
Gardens. The colors in March, when the gardens are in full bloom, are well 
worth the $1 admission charge. Touring the limestone caverns at the Florida 
Caverns State Park near Mariama. 70 miles away, can provkie mnatm 
interesting afternoon. 

Culture and Contentment 

The city of Tallahassee sponsors the annual Springtime Tallahassee in 
April and May. The two universities cooperate with a full program of music, 
drama and art including downtown outdoor art and crafts exhibits, a parade 
recreating Tallahassee's historic past and, as a main event, the world premiere 
of an original dramatic work at FSU's Fine Arts Theatre. In 1970, FSU 
premiered Gian Carlo Menotti's 'The Leper'; the glamorous opening night 
was attended by Tennessee Williams, Rex Reed, Efrem Zimbalist Jr., Tony 
Randall and Lotte Lenya. (Dana Andrews appeared in another FSU drama 
last year.) 

If you warn to hear some authentk: folk musk:,attend the annual White 
Springs Folk Festival at the Stephen Foster Memorial in May. It's about 100 
miles from Tallahassee, and there are camping facilities. The politics of the 
spectators runs from Yippie to George Wallace, but they sdl share the same 
taste in folk music. Also, a local festival of folk music is held on the banks of 
the Ocklockonee River, a 20-mile drive, each spring. 

The University's first-rate lecture program brings top public figures to the 
campus to broaden your mind. Recent speakers included actress Jane Fonda, 
Rev. Jesse Jackson. Georgia Rep. Julian Bomd, ex-U.S. Atty. Gen. Ramsey 
Clark, U.S. Sen. Harold Hughes, LSD guru Timothy Leary and Yippie Abbie 
Hoffman. Admission is usually free. 

The University's permanent collection of art works by its own and other 
top artists is located in the gallery of the Fine Arts Building. Florida A & M 
has frequent art exhibits, and the downtown LeMoyne Art Foundatimi, 125 
N. Gadsden, has its own collection. 

Thursday night at The Keg is a FSU tradition for students winding up for 
the weekend. Cover charge is a dollar, and the food and drinks are pr\ceA 
reasonably. There's dandng to a rock bank six nights a week. The Electric 
Eye, 508 S Woodward, is another popular student spot, featuring a 
boutique, a restaurant, drinks and dancing to a top rock band. 

If you're looking for a quieter spot, try such lounges as the Viking 
Lounge atop the downtown Holiday Inn, the Skyline Lounge or the 
Governor's Inn at the Sheraton. Or if it's just cold beer and a game of pool, 
try the popular Pastime, Ken's or The Htekory House. 

Athletics Synonymous 

Florida State's football team has been to post-season bowl games four 
times in the last seven years, and this fall you'll see why. Student tkHtets are 
$10 for all five home games, where you'll be dazzled by the Seminoles' 
pro style, pass-happy offense. Homecoming '71 »id other home games are 
major social events too, so plan ahead for them. 

Enthusiasm over the Seminole basketball team has reached new heights as 
Coach Hugh Durham's aggressive leadership and "run and shoot" style have 
paM off. The gyir; often is so packed that many games are televised by closed 
circuit. You can see onie of the nation's top baseball teams in action every 
spring at Seminole Field, when the FSU team dravw crowds ni^t and day 
during its 50 plus game schedule. 

Minor sports at FSU include track, tennis, swimming, golf, gymnastics. 

soccer and judo. 

If you tire of sitting and watching, you can join an intramural team 
through an organization or on your o»m. There's golf at the University 
course a city course and two local country clubs, and tennis courts abound on 
the campus and city (many are lighted for night play). The Union offere 
pool bowling and swimming, and rents bicycles. You can peddle out to the 
Seminole Reservation on Lake Bradford, four miles away, for an afternoon 
of swimming, sailing or canoeing.

Reservations are generally 
unmcesMry unIeK it's a weekend night, in wWch caw you Aouid phone 
ahead to be safe. 

Probably the best quality restaurant in Tallahassee is Lucy Ho's Chinese 
Restaurant, 112 E. 6th Ave., where you can get a delicious, authentic 
Chinese dinner. Since the restaurant is small, cdl ahead for reservations. The 
restaurant is popular with University people and the atmosphere very good. 

There are three excellent seafood restaurants in Panacea, 35 miles from 
to«m on the Gidf Coast, and they are all great places for that special date. 
The Oaks, Clayton's and Faiver's all feature seafood fresh from the boats. 
Dinner for two will cost from $10 to $15. Faiver's has a well-stocked bar and 
live entertainment, and Clayton's has a very attractive decor. They are 
all equaiiy good places to dine. 

Joe's Steak and Spaghetti House, U.S. 90 E, and the Silver Slipper, 2000 
S. Monroe, are traditionally the favorites for hi#t state officials and 
Tallahassee residents: but don't be bashful, the atmosphere is friendly and 
the prices reasonable. It's said that most of the state's political business is 
conducted over dinner and drinks in the small, private dining rooms avaihMe 
there for anyone who wants privacy for dinner. Both serve steaks, seafood 
and chicken, and Joe's also serves Italian meals. At the Silver Slipper you can 
pick your steak from a display case near the restaurant entrance.

America is dangling on 

a Cross of Gold 



When I was in Houston, Tex., 

during the summer month of 
August attending the national 
convention of the Young 
Americans for Freedom (YAF), 
there «was one event above all 
others that particularly 
heightened my spiritt on the 
nature of the movement toward 
liberty. 

The event was a vMll-prepared 
"Legalize Gold Press 
Conference," held by a number 
of freaky-looking libertarians in 
a room at the Shamrock Hilton 
Hotel in uptown Houston. 

The libertarian participanu to 
the event ware primarily 
member? of the Society ^or 
Individuals (SIL) and the New 
Right Coalition (NRC), with a 
few liberurians from YAF 
joining in for the fun. That SM. 
dfid NRC representatives weid 
even there at the YAF national 
convention was dua to the fact 



that the SIL and NRC 
themselves had their origins in 
YAF, and their representatives 
were on hand to entice the 
laggard libertarians in YAF to 
join their organization as well or 
Instead. 

Evan Soule, a dedicated 
anarcho-capitalist from New 

Orleans, did the talking to the 
press as 25 to 30 bearded, 
long-haired capitalists sat or 
stood around the table sitting 
out a few feet from the face of 
the wall. 

As television cameras 
whirred, tape recorders taped, 
and reporters wrote down Evan 
Scale's rap about gold being 
Illegal, Soule reached a high 
point by saying, in effect, that 
the penalty for possession of 
gold is a felony— punishable by 
ten years In jail and/or a 
$10,000 fine. And as Evan 
quickly pulled out a hefty tittle 



gold ingot from his pants pocket 
and placed it on the delk»te 
podium atop the table he was 
sitting behind, he said, "and 
we'd like to know why I" 

With the presentation of the 
gold ingot the members of the 
press fell all over themselves. 
The U.S. Treasury Department, 
however, was noticeably absent 
from the proceedings, despite 
ithe fact that it had been 
challenged by the libertarians In 
advance to make arrests based 
on the possession of goM 
statutes. The gold Ingot used, to 
top it all off, was smuggled in 
from Canada especially for the 
event. But arresting a bunch of 
"hippies" for possession of gold 
on nationwide TV would 
certainly have looked silly, to 
say the least; so the Treasury 
Department restrained itself. 

The television news accounts 



later that evening exemplified 
the shock of seeing real gold 
outside the confines of an old 
coin collection or of elaborate 
jewelry. As soon as the 
cameramen realized what it was 
that Evan Soule had placed on 
the felt podium, the camera 
lenses all zoomed in for a 
close-up to clearly depict the 
shiny, golden metal. I'm sure 
geologists with cokir TV sets 
were thrilled. 

Thp libertarians didn't feel so 
bad at that moment either. They 
had raised some formidable 
questions concerning gold and 
property rights, government 
fiscal policy and its conflict with 
the rights of the individual. 

In case anybody is just 
beginning to wonder why gold is 

illegal, remember this: the 
possession of gold constitutes no 
crime in and of itself because: 



(1) government-sponsored 
medcal research has not yet 
conclusively proven that gold 

can cause cancer and other 
respiratory diseases in human 
beings; (2) merely buying, 
selling, or possessing gold harms 
no other individuals as long as 
coercion is not resorted to (there 
are no victims save the possessor 
of gold to the crime of gold 
possession), and (3) gold comes 
to us frr.m out of the ground-a 
gift from God or Nature— and is 
here for our individual utilities; 
meaning that no collection of 
men or women, gang or 
government, has the right to tell 
us what to do with a natural 
resource which has become 
private property in the hands of 
the people. 

It's strange, but it seems I've 
heard those arguments 
somewhere before.

Pa^x cipant Education is caught 
in the middle of • political 
hanle, not of its own doing but 
by that of two other parties (in 
this particular instance. 
President Stanley Marshall and 
Jack Liet>erman). And again, tfie 
Center supports not the 
oppressor, but the opprttted, 
whose First Amendment 
freedoms are being denied as a 
result of a one-man kangaroo 
court. 

No matter how repugnant or 

intolerable the views expressed 
by an individual may be to the 
"powers that be," those views 
must be allowed to be aired 
Also, no matter what crimes or 
sins one is purported to be guilty 
of, that person still must be 
permitted to speak. 

Such is not the case on this 
campus, as Marshall has denied 
Lieberman's right to continue 
his' discussion group-a 
discussion group not only 
sanctioned by the (^nter, but 
also by the same administration 
that now denies its continuance. 

As can be expected, this 
move by Marshall does nothing 
less than appall the members of 
the Center, whose whole 
existence rests on freedom of 



speech and participation. We at 
CPE are convinced of 
Lieberman's innocence as well as 
his right to continue In the 
program, whether he is 
determined guilty by a 
dictatorial move or not. 

Marshall has previously 
defended Lieberman's right to 
speak on this campus, as well as 
fight before the Board of 
ftegents for CPPs existence. It 
appeared to those of us involved 
with the struggle that it would 
be the political "paper dragons " 
of Florida (Chester Ferguson of 
the BOB, Senators Haverfield 
and Barrow, etc.) to be the ones 
to destroy freedom of speech on 
the FSU campus, but ironwally 
it has been one of free speech's 
most ardent "proponents" who 
now renders it meaningless- 
namely J. Stanley Marshall.

Student kiwyer 
refutes Marshall 

Editor: 

There are four points I would 

like to make in rebuttal to Dr. 
Marshall: (1) Your argument 
tliat your ultimate responsibility 
for student conduct required 
your presidential review and 
your personal involvement in 
that review are not grounded in 
law; (2) your allegations of facts 



are not facts but are your 
verdict; (3) reasons as to why 
the presidential review was 
unfair; (4) you stated you 
weren't prejudiced against 
Lieberman. but 4iere have been 
statements by you and your 
administrators that could lead to 
a very strong inference the other 



Right now I only have space 

to discuss the first point: You 
argue that since you have 
ultimate responsibility over 

student conduct you were 
required to have the review and 
you had to be personally 
Involved In the review. Both 
conclusions are wrong. The 
Board of Regents Operating 
Manual 7.2F states: 

" The above due process 
guarantees shall prevail in 
student or student-faculty or 
joint student-faculty-administra- 
tive hearings with a channel of 
appeal available for the student 
to the president of the 
university. The final 
administrative appeal shall be to 
the president who may make or 
accept determination of 
punishment." (emphasis added) 

One can see from this rule 
two things: (1) the right to 
appeal to the president is one 
given only to the student 
defendant, and (2) the president 
had the right to review 
punishment and not the verdict. 

President Marshall also relies 
on the Pow Wow to justify his 



required intervention. Section 
200.8 states " ... additionally, 
the president ^y review any 
case and may accept or make 
new determinations of fact or 
punishment." 

Two things should also be 
noticed here: (1) the BOR 
manual doesn't require such a 
provision, and (2) the 
presidential review is completely 
optional. 

The president also makes a 
big argument that his 
responsibility is non-delegatable, 
therefore putting him into the 
position of him personally 
reviewing the case. There are 
two weaknesses to this 
argument. One is that the 
president can delegate his 
authority while keeping his 
responsibility. There is nothing 
to prevent the president from 
stating he will be bound to the 
decision of some committee. 
The only thing is that the 
president will be responsible for 
the results to the Board of 
Regents. 

The second point is that this 
is exactly what the 
administration was going to do 
in the first place; i.e., they were 
going to call in an outside person 
to hear the case (hearing 
examiner) and to make finding 
of facts to which all sides were 
to be bound. So according to the 
administration's own proposal, 
they repudiate their argument of

Be it hereby resolved that the procedures necessary to abolish the Faculty Senate of 
the Florida State University be set in motion; and that simultsmeously plans and actions 



for the cstaMishment of a new autonomous

A resolution on the abolishment of the present 
Faculty Senate and the simultaneous 
establishment of a new, autonomous faculty body, 
pht% a proposal expressing the "grave concern" of 
the Senate over student frustration wilt be 
presented to this afternoon's regular meeting of 
the Faculty Senate at 3:35 in Moore Auditorium. 

THE RESOLUTION ON self-abolishment 
represents a substantial change from the item that 
had been tentatively placed Monday on today's 
agenda. The new resolution would follow 
recommendations made by Dr. Doug St. Angelo of 
the Senate's Steering Committee. 

The change comes in the form of what is to 
foHow in the vacuum left by the cunrent Faculty 
Senate, should it self-abolish. Under the earlier 
proposition, the faculty would lose all governing 
power through its designated body if the proposal 
were passed. With the new wording, a 
self-regulating, self-governing faculty body will 



body be set in motion. 

replace the Faculty Senate. The new body would 
be subject to no one's actions. 

"THIS MOVE WAS made totally by the 
Steering Committee," said that committee's 
chairman. Dr. Fred Standley. "President Marshall 
had nothing to do with it." 

The second resolution, urging the 
administration to continue to negotiate in good 
faith with the demands of the elected student 
leadership, felt only one minor change in wording 
was necessary. 

Both resolutions will be presented to the Senate 
this afternoon where they will be subject to 
alterations, debate and a vote by the entire Senate. 

The resolution spelling out 8b<rfishment 
proceedings also called foi a committee, comprised 
of representatives from the various schools, to be 
designated fay the Steering Committee for the 
purpose of planning a constitutional convention of 
the faculty. The new faculty body's composition 
and rules would then be established.

Two law suits against the university's 
action in dismissing Jack Lieberman will be 
filed next week, John Votave, secretary of 
the Lieberman defense committee, 
antKXinced at a press conference Tuesday. 

VOTAVE AND LIEBERMAN also 
announced that Lieberman will lecture 
Thui-sday on "The Coming American 
Socialist Revolution" as the next part of the 
now outlawed CPE course. Since Lieberman 
has been excluded from participation in CPE 
under the terms of his dismissal, he is being 
presented as a guest lecturer by a campus 
organization. 

The dismissal will be challenged in state 
courts under the "government in the 
sunshine" law, while a suit in federal court 
will challenge the alleged abrogation of 
Lieberman's rights under the First 
Amendment to the Constitution. 

STUDENT MOBILIZATION Committee 
and two other organizations have reserved 
Ruby Diamond Audhorium for Thursday at 
7 p.m. 

"Vlfe will show that the mere fact that 

Lieberman is lecturing on a topic from his 
syllabus does not mean that he is teaching a 
CPE course." Votave said after the 
conference. 

"We want to show tfwt the meeting in 
question in the dismissal was also a legal 
meeting and not a CPE course," he added. 
As a guest lecturer. Lieberman win be 



breaking no rules in leading the course, 
Votave said. 

THE OPENING PORTION of the 

meeting will be devoted to a show o< 
support for Lieberman in his battle to be 
reinstated, with the lecture during the 
second part of the nrweting. 

"If the university tries to stop our 
exercising our First Amendment rights, we 
will stop them," Lieberman said. He said 
See SUITS, pg 12.

Swisher waa from Orlando, Fla., and was a 
fonner Gaineaville, Fla. fashion model. 

Cabinet agrees to 
build new Copitol 

The Cabinet agreed Tuesday to tear down all of 
Florida's 1845 capitol and build a new one 
conoeivad by architect EdNMrd Durrell Stone, iwt 
delayed for two weeks any decision on whether 
the new capitol will have a dome. 

Gov. Reubin Askew stressed that Tuesday's 
decision dealt only with the order in wtiich the 
state is going to proceed with construction of the 
new capitol center-not wfth the possible use of a 
dome, which was not part of Stone's modem 
capitol design. 

Askew said he will have some compromise 
proposals ready in two weeks, and the Cabinet 
decided to take up tfie dome oontroweny at that 
time. 

'Reubln-Hood' tokes from

In the uadition of Robin Hood, Gov. Reubin 
Askew makes a rare appearance before a joint 
House Senate committee WWnesdiiy to urge 
legislation to tax thi rich and repeal $48 million in 
taxes that hit hardest at low and middto-income 
citizens.

Red China casts 
first UN vote 

UNITED NATIONS-Commonist China cast ts 
first vote in the United Nations today m support 
of a resolution critical of the United States and 
calling on it to prevent the importation of dirome 
nwn white-ruled Rhodesia. The U.N. voted 
owenwhelmingly. 106 to 2, with the American 
delegation itself not participating m the vote Only 
Portugal and South Africa voted against it. 

The U.N. action was in response to a move in 
the U.S. Cortgress last week which induded 
provision for the procurement of Rhodesiar 
chrome in a procurement bill. The Congressional 
vote was in violation of a U.N. ban on trade with 
the imhita minority government niling Rhodesia. 

Control of billboards 
and joniqfards bodied 

Bills to control billboards and lunkyards along 
primary and interstate highways got the 
unanimous backing Tuesday of a House 
trmsportation subcommittee. 

The group approved 4-0 bills to: 

-prohibit billboards within 660 feet of federal 
aid highways, but permining exceptions as agreed 
on between the Governor and U.S. Departr3nt of 
Transportation. 

-prohibit junkyards, including automobile 
graveyards, garbage dumps and sanitary fills withm 
1,000 feet of a federal highway unless screened 
from the road. 

The bills go before the full Transportation 
Committee for action later Tuesday-meaning ttiey 
will be among the first on the calendar fo' 
consideration in the special session stati ng Nov

THE PROCESS is so simple 
that Dr. Keith Wallace was able 
to perform experiments on 
people while they were 
meditating.

Who said citizen action is futile? Populism m the 
nineteenth century left an indelible mark on the 
nation. Citizen action won the vote for women in 
1920 and brought the aDolition of child labor. The 
labor movement, the civil rights movement, the 
peace movement, the conservation movement - all 
beaan with concerned citizens. If we had waited for 
the government or Congress or the parties to initiate 
any of them, we'd still be waiting. Try to think of a 
significant movement in our national life that was 
initiated by the bureaucracy. Or by Congress. Or by 
the parties. 

For a while, we lost confidence in our capacity to 
act as citizens, but the citizen is getting back to his 
feet. And citizen action is taking on a tough minded 
professional edge it never had before. Never has our 
society needed more desperately the life-giving 
spark of citizen action. We must make our instru- 
ments of self-governme.it work. We must halt the 
abuse of the public interest by self-seeking special 
interests. 

The special interests buy favor through campaign 
gifts. What flows back is literally scores of billions of 
dollars in tax breaks, in lucrative defense contracts, 
in favored treatment of certain regulated industries, 
in tolerance of monopolistic practices. And the tax- 
payer foots the bill. 

To combat such pervasive corruption, we must 
strike at the t vo instruments of corruption in public 
life— money and secrecy. 

To combat the corrupting power of money, we 
must control campaign spending and lobbying, and 
require full disclosure of conflict of interest on the 
part of public officials. 

To tear away the veil of secrecy, we must enact 
"freedom of information" or "right to know" statutes 
which require that the public business be done pub- 
licly. And that s only a beginning. We can regain 
command of cur instruments of self-government. 

To accomplish this, each citizen must become an 
activist, especially the college student with his 
newly acquired right to vote. He must make his voice 
heard. Common Cause, a national citizens' lobby, 
was created to accomplish just that It hoped to en- 
roll 100,000 members in its first year, and got that 
number in 23 weeks! On its first anniversary, it had 
200,000 members. 

• W was the chief citizens' group lobbying lor the Constitu- 
tional AmenOment on the ie-year oM vote. 

• It joined with environmental groups to defeat the SST. 

• It brought the first real challenge in a generation to the 
tyrmmical seniority system In Congress. 

• H helped bring the House of Represenlativea to its llrsi 
recorded vote on the Vietnam War. 

• It has sued the major parties to m^oin thorn Irom violat- 
ing the campaign spending laws. 

There is much more to do. And the time to do it is 
now. The American people are tired of being bilked 
and manipulated. It's time to give this country back 
to its people.

President Stanley Marshall 
said Monday night letters and 
phone calls have been largely in 
favor of his action in dismissing 
Jack Lieberman from the 
university. 

MARSHALL MADE the 
statement as he answered 
questions on the WFSU-FM 
show "Direct Line." 

A student asked for the 
administration's response to 
Lieberman 's scheduled lecture 
Thursday night.

Gross, four other officials 
fight abolition amendment 



Student Body President Ray Gross and 
four other officials have announced their 
opposition to the constitutional amendmerrt 

for the abolition of Student Government. 

IN AN OPEN LETTER to the student 
body, to be printed in its entirety in 
tomorrow's Flambeau, Gross said Student 
Senate's self-destruction "is not 
representative of the executive brartch of 
Student Government " The amendment will 
be voted on Monday by the FSU student 
body. 

Pointing out that the abolition of 
Student Governnient would leave nothing in 
its place. Gross said: "You cannot change 
what you no longer have." Gross said other 
viable, positive alternatives have not been 
tried. 

He entitled his open letter "An Appeal to 

Reason." 

Art Teele, secretary for administrative 
affairs, said Wednesday he has resigned his 
position to vwrk for the "defeat of the 
amendment. He said his resignation was 
submitted to prevent being .caused of a 
possible conflict of interest. 

Teele has joined with Student Senators 
William Eppley and Everett Boyd and 
Psnhellenic President Mary Gurtis in a 
"loose committee" to "explain to the 
student body at large some of the 
implications and ramifications of the 
proposed constitutional amendment." 

THE AMENDMENT CALLING for the 
deletion of the Constitution was proposed by 
the Student Senate Nov. 8 after FSU 



President Stanley Marshall overturned the 
Student Honor Court acquittal of Jack 
Lieberman. Supporters of the amendment 
have said Student Government's 
powerlessness and subjection to 
administrative review merit its abolition. 

Teele said his committee wants to inform 
students that the Senate, courts and the 
President are only three of the eleven articles 
in the Constitution, which would be deleted 
if the amendment passes on Monday. 

He said the Union Board, the Student 

Publications Policy Board and the Student 

Budget Commission, all directly mentioned 

in the Constitution, and the many student 

organizations and "quasi-governmental" 

agencies such as Student Community 

Interaction would be affected by the 

abolition of Student Government.

Will Lieberman 
break guideline ? 

Jack Lieberman may be breaking a 
university regulation if he lectures as 
scheduled tonight on "The Coming 
American Socialist Revolution." 

THE LECTURE, scheduled for 7 p.m. in 
Ruby Diamond, is to be the next topic on 
^ syllabus for the now-banned Center for 
Participant Education course. Lieberman 
was barred from participation in CPE under 
the terms of his dismissal from the university 
Nov. 7.

The Faculty Senate met and adjourned yesterday without 
taking any action towards self-abolishment or continuation, 
except to postpone the issue until a later date. 

THE TWO RESOLUTIONS tentatively placed on the agenda 
following meetings between the Steering Committee and 
Student Government representatives and between the Steering 
Committee and President Marshall were voted to the end of 
the proceedings and were never acted on w*wn President 
Marshall suggested an adjournment. 

One resolution would call for the simultaneous abolition of 
the present Faculty Senate and the formation of a new 

autonomous faculty body, and tlie other would express the 
concern of the Faculty Senate over student frustration. It 
would also urge the administratkSin to negotiate in good faith 

with student derr.ands. 

Marshall called the meeting to order as students congregated 
in the eisles of Moore, applauding each move made in favor of 

studying the resolution. 

THOSE RESOLUTIONS ran into the first sign of trouble 
when debate arose as to whether they should be placed on 
the agenda as "special orders," where they would take 
precedence over alt other business, or whether they should be 
tacked onto the end of the list of new business. 

President Marshall took the opportunity, during debate of 
this issue, to express his feelings on the motion of abolishment. 

"I hope the senators vote on and debate the issue itself," said 
Marshall, chairman of all Faculty Senate sessions. "I hope not to see 
it placed on the agenda if it serves as a front to other issues." 

The Senate then voted to make the resolutions new business, 
sending them to the end of the agenda.

law Wednesday a S21.3 billion procurement bill 
but said he would not be bound by a section 
catling on him to set a "final date" for the total 
U.S. withdrawal from Indochina. 

In a strongiy- worded statement, Nixon said: 
"To avoid any pmtibie misconeeptiens, I want to 
emphasize that Section 601 of this act-the 
so-called 'Mansfield Amendment -does not 
represent the policies of this administration." 

The amendment requests that Nixon set a final 
withdrawal date subject only to the release of 
American prisoners of war and an aooounting of 
GIs missing in action.

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BOR considers new CPE guidelines 



The Board of Regents, meeting Friday on the FSU campus, will 
consider a proposed set of guidelinej for non-credit discussion 
groups such as the Center for Participant Education. 

Students are welcome to attend the meeting at 1 p.m. in Room 
325 in the College of Law Building. 

IF APPROVED, the new guidelines would apparently stymie 
present attempts by FSU Student Government leaders to gain 
autonomous control over CPE. 

The proposed guidelines being presented for the Regents' 
approval were drawn up by the Council for Student Affairs, and 
were endorsed fay the Council of University Presidents wrftich met in 
Tallahassee Tuesday. 

Patterned after guidelines established last summer for FSU's CPE 
program, the p.oposal provides for control over course content, 
teaching methods and title. 



THE GUIDELINES ALSO PROVIDE that discussion groups must 
comply with state laws and BOR rulings concerning the use of public 
funds and property. These prohibit the expenditure of public 
funding or use of facilities by advocates of violence or disruptive 
tactics. 

Discussion groups sponsored by a de facto organization not 
recognized by the university, or which serve as a meeting place for 
such a group, would also be prohibited. 

OTHER BOR BUSINESS will include a presentation by student 
representatives on alternatives for modifying the current dormitory 
visitation policy. 

James Parish, member of the Committee for Visitation, will 
request that the BOR adopt a policy allowing freshmen to have 
visitation only after they have completed their first quarter of 
college and only if they have their parents' consent.

If these agencies were not in themselves abolished, they would at 
least lose the student control d>ey do have, Teele said. He pointed 
out that the Union Board has nine students out of 14 members and 
that the SPPB has four students out of six members. 

TEELE SAID NEITHER of these organizations had been reversed 
in their decisions by the administration. 

Teele said over 50 student organizations are currently receiving 
support from Student Government. None of these organizations 
appear before administrators to justify their budgets. This privilege 
would be lost if Student Government were abolished, he said. 

"The biggest question of this amendment goes to the heart and 
nature of activities Student Government is presently involved in," 
said Teele. This includes the Center for Participant Education, day 
care centers, the voter registration drive, special events ^uch as Joan 
Baez. free bus service from Alumni Village, and the student group 
health insurance plan. 

TEELE SAID 6,000 students were currently receiving reduced 
rates through the insurance plans. 

Teele said his committee WKOuld go to dorms, fraternities and 
sororities to inform stuoonts of what Student Government is. He 
said if students decide they don't want these things that would be 
flne.

Sussmcn gives 
resignation gig 

(This is a copy of a letter to 
Preskhnt Manhttl.t 
President Marshall: 

Last fall when the Student 
Senate appoFnted me SG 
Comptroller, I stated that I 
would do my damndest to serve 
that body in ail financial 
matters. It became apparent 
rather early in the year that 
every money allocation was to 
be carefully studied and 
scrutinized by the University 
Administration. While many felt 
this was an overstepping by the 
Administration in regard to 
student rights and powers, I 
often repeated to the Student 
Senate we had little recourse 
since the Board of Regents had 
deemed this method necessary. 

I did tell Student Senate that 
while not all allocations might 
get approved, there was still 
plenty of room for Student 

input in a $1.5 million budget. 
Last spring Student Senate and 
t he administration, working 
together, came up with a system 
of per capita allocations to the 
five major areas of student 
funding. These were to be fixed 
amounts, subject to change only 
after consultation with all who 
had originally had a voice in 
setting those amounts. At least 
that was the assumption the 
students had been negotiating 
under. At that time 
Intercollegiate Athletics was to 
recieve a $3.50 per capita 
allocation. 

After everyone went home 
for the summer, the University 
Administration Budget 
Committee, upon your 
recommendation, upped that 
amount to S3.81 , without 
anyone from Student Senate 
being consulted. It had been 
done in the past. We weren't 
shocked. Just very disappointed 
since we had put in so many 
hours to arrive at the S? 50 
compromise. Most students felt a 
$3.50 figure was too high, but it 
was the best we could get. We 
were willing to bend somewhat, 
but when Marshall upped that 
amount to $3.81 the breaking 
point was neared. 

It happened last week with 
the release of the State auditor's 
report on intercollegiate 
athletic spending. It is very 
dismaying to hear you say we 
must increase spending in an 
area which hai so grossly 
misused their funds. Using 
student monies for liquor 
purchases, parties at local hotels, 
and a case of shotgun shells 
when we have no rifle team is 
incredible. Are we to be taxed 
when students can't have any 
voice in the final analysis? And 
so that some coaches can go 
hunting on weekends? 

Who is kidding whom. Dr. 
Marshall? I think you must 
consider strong legal actions 
against those who had the 



authority to spend those funds. 
The ultimate responsibility of 

funding and controlling funds is 
yours By having reagned as 
Comptroller, I am cleaning my 
hands from any further possible 
misuse of Student funds. It is 
my hope that you will do 
something to remedy this gross 
injustice. There are courts 
available to the students to gain 
justice where you can't overturn 
the decision by simply referring 
to the Pow Wow. Additionally, 
what you can do to re-establish 
your credibility >«ith the 
students now that the facts are 
known: go by Tully Gym to go 
hunting, partying, or maybe get 
drunk.

The Left isn't a 
monolithic unit 

Editor: 

Last Thursday during a rally 
at Westcott, Nesta King publicly 
criticized certain motives and 
tactics of the Young Socialist 
Alliance. Some observers were 
confused and alarmed at what 
seemed to be a breach of the 
unwritten Movement rule about 
criticizing each other only in 
private. Nortetheless, following 
the New York Women's Center, 
a growing number of American 
leftists throughout the nation 
have found it impossible to 
continue extending such 
courtesies to YSA because of the 
organization's consistent 
dishonesty, betrayals and 
power-tripping. Some of us in 
Tallahassee were reluctantly 
forced to this same conclusion 
last week. 

Within the space of a few 
hours, the leadership of YSA (1) 
torpedoed a Women's Liberation 
action on the ground that it was 
a diversion from Lieberman's 
defense; (2) conducted a closed 
meeting to discuss strategies for 
commandeering what was 
supposed to be a democratically 
conducted event; (3) attempted 
to replace that raliy's duly 
elected chairman with one of 
their own members; and (4) 
attempted to deny Movement 
people the right to speak at an 
open rally. 

It was to these issues that 
Nesta attempted to address 
herself on Thursday. But it must 
be understood that this was 
merely the culmination of an 
unbroken string of similar abuses 
and usurpations by YSA during 
the (Mst year. Although YSA has 
remained oblivious to fraternal 
criticism and persuasion, the rest 
of the left has refused to attack 
them publicly for fear of being 
divisive and demoralizing. YSA 
has capitalized on this fear by 
intensifying the demogogic 
power plays and cynical 



manipulations, insisting that 
everyone fall in line behind them 
or be accused of splitting the 
movement. 

YSA parasitizes and derails 
every popular issue that confjes 
along; they place their own 
narrow organizational interests 
above any social gain or political 
principle and they will continue 
to do so unless we persist in 
exposing their cheap maneuvers.

University sanitarian 
describes his job

"\ see myself in the role of a liaison 
between the health departments of Leon 
County and Florida State University." 

Such is the basic, encompassing job 
description given by H. E. Simmons, 
sanitarian for the university, and director 
of the environmental health program. 

Simmons has headed the program for 
22 of the 36 months it has been in 
operation. According to Simmons, the 
environmental program had previously 
been of the "hit and miss variety" and 
did not have an overall foundation. 

Technically one of nine sanitarians in 
Leon County, he is salaried by the 
County Health Dept. which is reimbursed 
by FSU. Simmons is under the immediate 
supervision of Dr. Robert Hunter, 
director of the Student Health Service 

"Basically, my job deals in the realm 
of 'preventative nr»edicine'— trying to

prevent disease outbreaks and keep down 
incidence of communicable disease," 
Simmons said. "I would say my top 
priority case is rabies and its control." 

Under the rabies control program, 
Simmons handles roughly 10 to 12 cases 
per year. His work entails investigation, 
incarceration, and observation of 
warm-blooded animals who have bitten 
iiniversiry lesidents. Thus far, all 
investigations have been routine and 
negative. 

Simmons finds that "roughly 90 
percent of my work is in the field, 
especially in the area of food service 

inspection." He visits campus and fringe 
area restaurants and cafetenas-Osceola 
and Cash Halls, The Sweet Shop, The 

Sun, and The Mecca— enforcing city and 
county ordinances and the state 
sanitation code.

of the illegal conditions." Being a licensed 
sanitarian, he is deputized to enforce the 
prescribed laws. However, Simmons said 
that he "prefers to work within the 
power structure of the university.

Lieberman

U.S. District Judge David L. 
Middlebrooks granted Jack 
Lieberman a temporary 
restraining ofder yesterday, 
allowing Lieberman to speak m 
Diamond Auditorium last night. 

Liebermam, who missed the 
"five days in advance" 
stipulation for outside speakers 
to be on campus, was denied the 
ri^t to speak after an appeal 
had been made to Dr. Stephen 
McClelian, vice president for 
student affairs. 

As stated in the Rules and 
Regulations of the Pow Wow 
student handbook. Section 
100.4b: "Any recognized 
student organization, after 
scheduling time and space five 
days in advance of the event 
with the Reservations Office in a 
form prescribed by that office, 
may invite persons outside the 
university to speak to the public. 
Exceptions to the five-day 
requirement may be granted by 
the Vice President for Student 
Affairs or his de»gnated 
representative." 

Middlebrooks based his 
decision to grant the order on 
the fact that no evidence was 
presented to the court indicating 
that Lieberman's tall< would be 
the cause of any outbreak of 
violence, demortstration or riot. 

Lieberman's discussion last 
night on "The Coming American 
Socialist Revolution" was 
preempted by endorsements of 
Liet)erman's right to freedom of 
speech.

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SPPB, CPE, Union Board 
defunct if amendment OK'ed

The Union Board, Student Publications Policy 
Board, Center for Participant Education and the 
Student Temporary Employment Office will cease 
to exist if the Student Body Constitution is 
repealed, according to an opinion issued Thursday 
by Student Body Attorney General Marshall Davis. 

In addition, the $55,000 Student Government 
Reserve Account will be allocated by the president 
of the university if the coiisiitutional amendment 
on the Nov. 22 ballot is passed. 

Fifteen polling places are available Monday, 
with the polls opening at 8:30 a.m. The 
constitutional amendment is one of two referenda 
on the ballot. 

The amendment would repeal all 1 1 sections of 
the Student Body Constitution. If passed, the 
amendment would abolish all forms of Student 
Government, effective Monday. 

The second question on the ballot is a 
referendum stating the Honor Court's acquittal of 
Jack Lieberman on charges he violated the CPE 
ban should be upheld, and Lieberman should be 
reinstated in the university^ 



Attorney General Davis' opinion was in 
response to three questions from four students 
concerning constitutional boards, statutory 
organizations and the reserve account. 

"All derive their power from the constitution, 
and if the constitution is repealed, they have no 
authority to exist," Davis said. 

"These organizations, ttowever, could continue 
to exist if the president cf the university decides 
to continue their existence. He has the power to 
do this under the bylaws of the Board of 
Regents," he added. 

Polls will be located in the Bellamy, Business, 
Education, Williams and Physics Buildings, the 
Music Arcade, the Union, the Union Arcade, the 
library, and Salley, Dorman, Deviney, Landis and 
Jennie Murphree Halls, and in front of Bill's 
Bookstore. 

"We feel that in order to allow everybody to 
vote there should an unprecedented number of 
polls," Bill Weinrich, elections commissioner, said.

These guidelines were drawn up by the 
Council for Student Affairs and have the endorsement of the 
Council of University Presidents. 

ALSO INCLUDED in the rules, would be required compliance 
with state laws and BOR rulings concerning the use of public 
resources. Included in this prohibition would be courses calling for 
violence or disruptive tactics. 

The Committee for Visitation's presentation will request that the 
BOR adopt a compromise visitation policy; one which would allow 
visitation to all second and third quarter Freshmen, with their 
parent's coraent.

Parker and Criser said they 
see little hope for a change in 
the present visitation policy to 
come out of today's BOR 
meeting. 

They told tne students the 
best thing for them to do would 
be to bring the complete results 
of their surveys to the December 
BOR meeting, at which time the 
present visitation policy for the 
fall quarter would be reviewed. 

"Why have freshmen been 
singled out as those who cannot 
have visitation?" one committee 
member asked the two regents. 

"BECAUSE FRESHMEN are 

in a new environment, they need 
time to adjust," Criser said. 
"The flunk-out and drop-out 
rate is the highest among 
freshmen. It is thought that 
freshmen need a year to prove 
they are serious about their 
studies, then they can have their 
visitation." 

Criser reminded the students 

the original question concerning 
visitation was whether it should 
be allowed at all. Limited 
visitation was allowed because of 
the efforts of FSU President 
Stanley Marshall and UF 
President Stephen O'Connell that 
the BOR developed the limited 
visitation policy.

The Tallahassee Draft 
Counseling Canttr provides 
information to persons in doutM 
about their draft status. 

Trained counselors can help 
men with questions about the 
current draft laws in this 
country. 

THE CENTER IS located in 
the United Ministries Center at 
548 W. Park. Counseling hours 
are Monday 10-12 a.m., Tuesday 
and Friday 12-2 p.m. 

Larry Steinhauer director of 
the center said, "The center has 
been in o per a tion for about 
three years now. During the time 
we have probably tallced to over 
1,500 people." 

WORKING WITH Steinhauer 
at the center are Jim Oliver and 
Susan Manser and her husband 
Phillip. Steinhauer himself was 
able to bept the system through 
various channels that were 
opened to him. So realizing that 



many penons aren't aware of 

the possibilities opened to them, 
Steinhauer and his staff 
volunteer their time to explain 
to people just what is available. 

Steinhauer said, "A force 
that makes people do things that 
they wouldn't normally do is 
simply unjust. Disabling oneself, 
taking a numerous amount of 
drugs or even giving up a 
person's dtizenship are what 
draftees have had to turn to." 

Steinhauer said the lottery 
was probably the biggest step 
taken by the selective service 
since its beginning. At least it 
shows draft-eligible men «4tei« 
they stand. 

THE EXISTING 
SELECTIVE Service Law gives 
deferments only for medical 
students, hardship cases and 
oonicientious objectors. People 
wanting a CO ate finding it very 
difficult said Oliver.

1 
students complete control over 
the allocation of student moniw. 
He said controversial cases have 
arisen in situations when the 
overruled budget would have 
forced the breaking of contracts, 
i.e., cutting back the athletic 
budget would have forced the 
firing of coaches 

Marshall said that the budget 
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had been reversed very seldom in 
recent years, and then only in 
justifiable cases. However, Men's 
Vice President Don Muse said 
the senate was usually told 
ahead of time how much money 
they must give to a certain area.

Updike's latest novel, Rabbit 
Redux, is a sequel to Rabbit 
Run, published in 1960. Both 

ontain parallels to the author's 
.iwn life. 

Like his hero Harry 
Angstrom, a faltering hi^ 

i hooi basketball star who runs 
iway from adult responsibility, 
Updike was raised in a small 
Pennsylvania town of 
middle-class parents. 

He grew up with the type of 
sports hero Harry represents. 
Updike's father was a high 
school teacher who was often 
visited by former students, 
athletes on the rebound, who 



spilled out their failure with the 
game plan of life that proved far 
tougher than the one they 
played so brilliantly on the 
basketball court. 

When revisited in Rabbit 
Redux ten years later, Harry 
Angstrom has finally settled 
down and become, says Updike, 
"fat and puzzled like the rest of 
us." 

Updike expresses great 
empathy with his hero, whom he 
considers to be basically a 
religious man, concerned with 
the ultimate things in life, such 
as "Why am I here?" 

L^Mlike's first published work 
was a 1958 volume of poems. 
Several more have followed, 
although as Updike found the 
market drying up for verse, he 
turned to writing short stories 
and finely novels.

You wake up each morning 
just about the same way that 
you wake up anywhere else. You 
feel tired for having stayed up 
late to do homework and guilty 
for not doing it. You eat 
breakfast, shave, and 
mechancatly go throu^ all the 
morning essentials before 
stepping outside to find that you 
are in the second-largest city in 
world. 

_^ivir>g in London is the sante 
as living anywhere else. You 
spend a great deal of time 
studying and finding good but 
lexpensive places to eat. Like the 
Chinese takeout around the 
corner. Or the delicatessen that 
sells fresh-cut salanti and cheese. 
Or, when you're in an English 
mood, a small pub that serves 
whole meiris for about 50 cents. 
Even though the food is 
international, and occasionally 
exotic. It soon becomes as 
everyday as a hot dog at the 
L, ■ on. 

THE HOTEL that you live in 
seems a little strange at first. It's 

.'(■V old and reputedly dates 
before the Civil War (ours, not 
theirs). There we no showers, so 
you always take a bath, and you 
flush the toilet by pulling a 
chain connected to an elaborate 
overhead structure. But you

Nobody, I suppose, could 
overlook London's cultural 
advantages A 1 5-minute subway 
ride and about a dollar will get 
you into the best drama, ballet 
or orchestral performances in 
tt» wcM-ld. You can catch up on 
the classics, like Swan Lake or 
Waiting for Godot, or sample 
some of the new stuif -Litde 
Malcolm and His Struggle 
AgairKt the Eunuchs- to give 
you some idea of current titles. 

Cinema lovers have it made. 
A late night moviehouse down 
the street shows dassks every 
night at midnight. 

But London can make you 
complacent about culture also. 
When you have Laurence Olivier, 
Isaac Stern and Rudolph 
Nureyev all doing their thing, 
you can be pretty snotty about 
taking tirrw to see such minor 
figures as Vanessa Redgrave or 
Alan Bates, both currently 
starring in plays on the LotKlon 
stage 

BUT ONE OF THE most 
unique aspects of London is the 
ability to wander in any 
direction with the ^arantee of 
seeing something entirely new 
and different. 

You can stroll through 
Kensington, the middle-class 
fortress of such heroes as Peter 
Pan and Mary Poppins, and 
window shop in the clean 
department stores and grocery 
markets. 

Or you cari visit the littered 
streets of Piccadilly, the 
entertainment district, where 
vendors peddle pornography and 
hot dogs beneath the twon 
glitter of theaters and motion 
picture palaces. Along any 
street, you are likely to find a 
collection of strange shops and 
restaurants, oid bookstores, 
boutiques, antique dealers or 
even witchcraft equipment. 

It is hard to ignore the ability 
to visit Scotland cr Ireland for 
the weekend or take the

four-hour trip to the Continent. 
Travel is che^r than it sounds, 
and it takes little time or money 
to visit one of the many historic 
towns surrounding London. 

SOMETIMES THE GROUP 

goes as a whole (free of charge), 
like to Stratford, where we saw 
The Merchant of Venice, or 
Winchester where, believe it or 
not, we saw the cathedral. 
Within miles lies the framework 
of a culture that Americans 
think of as partly their own, a 
framework dotted with the Lake 
District, Runnymeade and 
ominous Dover. 

But you seem to spend most 
of your time discovering the 
traits that make London 
distiiKt. You soon learn never to 
break a line or shove -strictly 
English taboo. And you never go 
into a restaurant and just order 
something to drink, "rtiat's not 
enough, in the London mind, to 
pay for your space. 

And if you want to meet any 
English, you spend an evening in 
a neighborhood pub. it's in these 
cozy bars that the tired 
workingman gets together with 
his friends and talks about the 
Common Market, the Irish 
dispute, and the over^ndance 
of American tourists. 

And in some rare mofnents, 

when you stumble onto a 
secluded alley or a towering 
historic monument or a 
particularly characteristic 
feature, such as an Eliza 
Ooolittle flower stand or a violin 
peddler stringing Tchaikovsky in 
the subway, youll feel for an 
instant that you understand the 
character and mood of London. 
You'll realize that in the last few 
months you have become a very 
real part of this city -a part of 
its people and tradition, its rush

Seminoles go bowling if they 
can whip Golden Hurricanes

With an apparent bid to the Fiesta Bowl in Phoenix, 
Ariz., hanging in the balance, the Florida State Seminoles 
try for their seventh football victory Saturday night against 
the Tulsa Hurricanes. Kickoff at Campbell Stadium Is set 
for 7:30 p.m. 

Representatives of the Fiesta Bowl, in its first year of 
operation, will be arnong those attending Saturday night's 
game. If the Seminoles win. Jack Steward, executive 
director of the Bowl, is expected to invite FSU to face 
eight-ranlced Arizona State. 

Florida State head coach 
Larry Jones said yesterday thrt 
officials of the Fiesta Bowl have 
tontacted FSU, but no decision 
has been made on whether to 
accept the bid. 

"That will be strictly up to 
the team-after the Tulsa game," 
Jones said. "If they win, they 
have the right to decide." 

Jones added that the team 
has not called a meeting as yet 
to discuss the Fiesta Bowl offer. 

In regards to this week's foe, 
Jones commented that Tulsa has 
had some tough luck this year, 
but can be "very impressive" 
when things go right. The 
Hurricanes defeated powerful 
Arkansas 21-20 in their most 
impressive game this season. 

Tulsa, with a 3 6 record, has also beaten West Texas 
State 17-7 and Virginia Tech 46-39. The Hurricanes have 
lost to Kansas State 19 10, Wake Forest 51-21, Bngham 
Young 25-7, Tennessee 38-3, U)uisville 17-0, and Air Force 
177. 

Quarterback Todd Starks and tight end Jim Butler give 
Tulsa a fine passing combination. Starks has hit 56 percent 
of his passes with 119 completions in 21 1 throws for 1 ,345 
yards. Butlei has pulled in 44 passes for 406 yards. 

The Hurricanes also boast a fine one-two kickoff return 
punch with Ralph McGill and Mike Ridley. McGill has a 
kirkoff return average of 26.8 yards, and has a 98-yard 
return to his credit. Ridley owns a 27.4 average and has 
returned one 97 yards this season. 



Florida State's offense, which has struggled somewhat of 
late, still ranks high in the nation. As a team, FSU is third 
in passing with a 244.9 yards per game average. 

Wide receiver Rhett Dawson has moved into the No. 1 

spot nationally with an average of 5.9 catches per game. 
Overall, he h% pulled in 53 passes for 688 yards and six 
TD's. 

Quarterback Gary Huff is No, 2 in the nation in both 
total offense and passing. Huff is averaging 229.3 yards per 
game total offense, and 1 7.2 pass completions per game. 

Running Backs Art Munroe, Paul Magalski and James 
Jarrett are all averaging better than four yards per carry for

BECAUSE JUDGE Middlebrooks' 
opinion may conflict with the 
prepared guidelines, Criser said, the 
Regents chose to temporarily suspend 
CPE activities, with the option of 
reversing the action at the Dec. 10 
BOR meeting in Boca Raton. 

Friday's decision does not affect 
the faM quarter CPE courses, which 
can continue without interference.

TODAY'S REFERENDUM is the 
result of a Student Senate action Nov.

The main argument for the 
amendment is that SG is powerless. 
Since all student decisions are subject 

tc administrative review, many 
students feel it is useless to continue 



student government. 

Those who favor the abolition of 
student government feel students 
should give Marshall the problem of 
administrating the many details 
currently handled by SG. These 
include minor court infractions, 
allocation of student monies, 
coordinating student organizations and 
student activities. 

OPPONENTS OF the amendment 
favor the retention of Student 

Government on the grounds that it 
conducts many worthwhile programs, 
and that the abolition of it would not 
substitute a reasonable alternative. 
Also, some opponents say the move to 
abolish SG achieved its major objective 
last Thursday when students began 
face-to-face meetings with President 
Marshall.

Kathleen Cleaver, wife of exiled Black Panther party 
leader Eldridge Cleaver, will speak tonight at 8 in Ruby 
Dirmond. 

Communications 311 and CPE are sponsoring Cleavers 
appearance on the FSU campus as a part of their lecture 
series on revolutionary speakers. Adi lission is $1 . 

CLEAVER'S LECTURE tonight is part of a nationwide 
speaking tour to lay the groundwork for the establishment 
of a Revolutionary Peoples' Communications Network 
between revolutionaries in the United States, Africa, Asia, 
Latin America and Europe. Her lectures are to provide the 
necessary linkup between peoples struggling against 
colonialism, neo-colonialism, imperialism and facism. 
Cleaver will provide an analysis of the state of 



revolutionary activity and the requirements of 
revolutionary organization at this time, and will stress a 
number of key issues around v*hich people need to raMy 
concerning political prisoners and GIs. 

SHE WILL also stress her international experiences 
including her trip as a member of the delegation of the 
International Section of the Black Panther Party to the 
People's Republic of the Congo. 

THIS IS HER FIRST trip back to Babylon (the United 
States) since she left in May of 1969 to join her husband, 
Elridge, in Algiers. She has travelled to Algeria, People's 
Democratic Republic of Korea, People's Republic of 
Congo, as well as most of the western European countries. 
Cleaver recently addressed the Wack GIs in West Germ»>y 
as part of her speaking tour.

Kent State 
disorders trial 
begins today 

RAVENNA, Ohio The first of 25 persons 
indicted in the 1970 Kent State University campus 
disorders durirtg which four studento wera kilted 
by National Guard gunfire goes on trial today in 
Portage County Common Pleas Court. 

The first defendant was Jerry Rupe, 23, 
Ravenna, Ohio, a former Kent State student who 
was jailed in September for violating a court order 
by leaving Portage County and traveling to 
Cleveland. 

Rupe was charged with rioting, slashing a fire 
how and throwing o b ta cu at firannen during an 
anti war demonstration on the Kent State campus. 

The indictment naming the 25 was handed up 
by a special grand jury after the shooting deaths of 
the four ^tudents in May 1070. 

Girl dies from 
sniffing pun sfiroy 

MILAN, lll.-Dona Leffier, 16, was found dead 
early Sunday and autfiorities said she had been 
sniffing a spray used ID ke^ food from sticking to 

pans. 

The girl's body was found behind her family 
home. Rock Island County Coroner James Shaw 
said her boyfriend told him they sniffed ttte 9Kay 
Saturday night and the girl passed out once Shaw 
said the spray produces a high similar to alcohol 
but it contaiiis toxic agents. 

The boyfriend said sniffing the spray was a 
fairly frequent practice among a number of area 
young people, Shaw saM. 

Taiwon reploced 
by China again 

MONTREAL-The international Civil Aviation 
Organization (ICAO) stripped Taiwan from its 

membership Friday and admitted the People's 
Republic of China as the only legitimate 
representative of China to ttw agency. 

ICAO, a United Nations affiliated agency 
governing world aviation, announced the decision 
after a closed me e t i ng of its governing council. A 
spokesman for the agency said the council's 
decision is being communicated to ail 122 ICAO 
contracting states. 

The Nat'onjiist China regime of Chiang 
Kai shek hdd been a member of ICAO since 1944 
Taiwan was not represented at the closed meeting. 

Women working for 
govornmont are few 

WASHINGTON-Under orders to hire moie 
women for top-paying government jobs, the 
Justice Department has surveyed its female staff 
and found only 243 women out of 41,742 
employees earning $16,000 or more. Three of the 
highest paid women work for FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover. 

Helen W. Gandy, now past the mandatory 
retirement age of 70, i$ listed as Hoover's 
executive assistant. She has a grade 1 7 government 
rank carrying a payscale of Iw t Mw n $32,548 and 
$36,000. 

Hoover, 76, earns $42,500. His senior staff of 
11 assistant directors are grade 18s earning 
approximately $36,000, the same as most assistant 
attorney generals. 

The only other woman in the department with 
as high a rank as Gandy is Paula A. Tennant, 
appointed by President Nixon to the eight-member 
U.S. Board of Parole a year ago. 



Defense bill 
vote pending 

WASHINGTON-The Democratic^ontrolled 
Senate votes this week on giving President Nixon 
two bills he needs-a $70.2 billion defense 
appropriation and a $2 billion, three-year tax 
cut— in forms he finds difficult to accept. 

Republicans said Nixon would consider a veto 
if the Democrats attach to the tax bill a ridet 
providing a system for financing presidential 
election campaigns through tax dollars to 
eliminate the "perversive influence" of private 
campaign contributors 

"If I were President, I'd veto the damn thing m 
a hurry," Senate GOP leader Hugh Scott said. 

Attempts will be made to cut both defense 
spending and anach to the defense bill a new 
end-the-war amendment.

EAU CLAIRE, Wis. - A preliminary heanng or 
morals charges against cartoonist Ai Capp n 
scheduled today under what are said to be the 
strictest guidelines ever imposed in a Wisconsin 
courtroom, especially for a preliminary hearing. 

Capp, creator of the cartoon strip "Li'l Abner," 
is charged with sodomy, attempted adultery and 
indecent exposure during an alleged incident Apnl 
1 at ttw University of Wisconsin Eau Oaire campus 
before Capp was scheduled to speak 

The charges were filed by a 20 year old married 
coed who said sfie went to Catv's room at h 
request to give him information on the political 
atmosphere of the campus before hts talk 

Capp pleaded irmooent to the charges May 18 

Jolley won't ask Court 
to r#cofisi€i«r his case 

Thomas Jolley, the man without a country, 
says he will not ask the U.S. Supreme Court to 
reconsider its refusal to hear his case. 

Jolley told the Red and Black, student 
nesM^Mper at the University of Georgia, "We 
decided not to apply for a rehearing " 

The decision means Jolley will be deported 
wilhin90days.

MCCLELLAN SAID he will 
meet with his executive staff 
today to develop plans in the 
event students approve the 
constitutional amendment 
abolishing Student Government. 

"I hope Student Government 
continues," McClellan said in an 
interview. "I am unequivocable 
about this. I believe very 
strongly in it. I think a number 
of important programs would 
suffer irrecoverable danoage if 
Student Government is 
abolished." 

HOWEVER, IF the 

amendment is approved, the 
Division of Stuttent Affairs will 
do whatever is necessary to see 
that student services are 

continued, McClellan said. 

"We have that obligation," he 
said. 

Joe Buchanan, assistant to 
the vice president, said 
McClellan probably would seek 
recommendations from the task 
force on student involvement in 
university governance if the 
amendment is approved. 



A student-faculty body of 
some sort probably would be 
established to serve in an 
advisory capacity to the 

administration on a stop-gap 



basis, Buchanan said, and then 
"we would move toward 
whatever form of government 
seems appropriate subsequent to 
this.."

A SIMPLE MAJORITY of votes 
cast is all that is required to pass 
the amendment.

If the Lieberman question were 

anything more than an opinion, 

25% of the student body would be 

required to vote before it could 

have any effect. But as is, it has no 

legal effect even if passed. 

Senators passed the amendment 
by a vote of 32-6 in reaction to 
FSU President Stanley Marstrall's 
reversal of the Student Honor 
Court acquittal of Lieberman. 

SENATOR DAN BRADY 
introduced the bill at that time, 
saying his four years in Student 
Government had convinced him it 
was powerless and useless 

About 350 student observers at 
the meeting expressed 
overwhelming approval of the bill. 

Although the bill called for the 
immediate suspensioii of all 
Student Government activity. 
Attorney General Marshall Davis 
ruled the senate could only suspend 
itself. 



CPE director refuses guidelines 



Cf*E directtir Steve Buchanan 

refused Sunday to commit the 
CPE Board of Directors to 
accept v^atever guidelines are 
established for the program by 
the Board of Regents. 

Buchanan was responding to 
a statement released to the 
Flambeau earlier in the day by 
D. Burke KiUer, chairman of the 
Regents. 

KIBLER EIWHASIZED that 
the BOR's action Friday 
suspending CPE and similar 
discussion group programs is 
only temporary, and might be 
reversed at the December 
Regents' meeting. He said the 
Regents want clarification of the 
recent federal court order 
invohring Jack Lieberman, and 
"the assurance of the CPE Board 
of Directors that it will operate 
within whatever guidelines the 
board (the Regents) esttUishes." 

"HE'S NOT GETTING that 
assurance, no matter what," 
Buchanan said of the Kibler 
statement. "If the guidelines are 
in the least bit repressive, I'm 
taking him to court." 

Buchanan said he had 
objected to parts of tlw 
proposed CPE guidelines before 
last week's Regents meeting. He 



termed those parts "petty." 

Buchanan questioned the 
BOR's desire for clariffcation of 
the federal court order 
prohibiting the university from 
interfering with a lecture last 
week by Lieberman. 

"THAT TRO {temporary 
restraining order) has nothing to 
do with discussion group 
programs, with CPE," he said. 
"It concerns Lieberman's 
fr?edom of speech as an outside 
speaker. 

"Now, they're trying to tie 
this with CPE. If you don't play 
by their rules, you don't play 
the game. 

"I don't see where they have 
the legal right to knock out 
discussion groups on all the state 
campuses," he said. 

BUCHANAN SAID the CPE 
board will go ahead with 
preparations for the winter 
quarter. He emphasized he's not 
threatening defiance of the BOR 
or university officials, but that 
he intends "to take every legal 
step, to work within the system" 
in opposing the Regents' move. 

He said the CPE board's most 
imniediate step will be to 
nobilize support at FSU and on 
other campus» in the state. He 



urged students to gather in 
Westcott tonight after Kathleen 
detver's lecture for a "rally, a 
mass university meeting."

BOR chairman Burke Kibler 
said no promises for change 
could be made. But he assured 
FSU Student Body President 
Ray Gross that the controversial 
matter will be on the board's 
agenda next month in Boca 
Raton. 

James Parish, representative 
for the Committee for 
Visitation, told the board of the 
recent committee activities and 
proposed an alteration in the 
present policy to allow second 
quarter freshmen to have 
visitation privileges with parental 
consent. 

Parish said, "Members of the 
committee resolved to work 
within the system in «n attempt 
to demonstrate that students, 
especially freshmen, have the 
sense of responsibility needed to 
express themselves intelligently 
and objectively on an emotional 
issue." 

REGENT MARSHALL 

CRISER commended the 
Committee for Visitation for 
their presentation to him and 
Regent Fred Parker at FSU 
Thursday and for their listening 
to the Regents' opinions. 

Parish said the preliminary 
results of the poll of freshmen 
parents indicate support of 
freshman visitation. The BOR 
asked that final results of that 
poll be presented at their 
December meeting, when the 
issue is reconsidered. 

In other action Friday, the 
BOR passed a position paper 
opposing the abolition of itself 
by the state legislature, a 
proposal to be considered in this 
year's legislative session. 

THE PAPER SAID, "In the 

best interest of higher education 
and therefore the State of 
Florida this Board wish^ to go 
on record in the strongest terms 
possible as favoring reterrtion of 
a separate governing board for 
higher education. To do 
Otherwise would flaunt history, 
fact and common sense."

The straw to break 
tKe students' back 



When a group of people are confined and 
imprisoned artd psychologicaily and sometimes 
physically penned in to fit the image of the power 
brokers, what can these people do but "cop out?" 

These people I speak of are univenity studtnts 
and unhwrsity faculty and university ttaff. 

Let me dispose of the staff with one simple 
statement: FSU staffers have no effective 
organization and no power at ail. They are subject 
to tfw wilt of anyone wtw vmntt to kick them 
around. 

The FSU faculty is running scared. I can only 
feel sympathy for these professors who have «mIi 
little security in their jobs. Many would like to 
teach -really teach-students, but now the 
Legislature via the Board of Regents demands they 
show "productivity." This meant countiesi hours 
of busy work by students and faculty alike to 
produce reams of worthless paper. 

And M^at about thoea creators in our midst 
who have a name for work wall done? Kasha, 
Gagliano. Shaara. Brock, Sloan. Stern, 
Qevinger-the list is long. Under the most recant 
restriction issued by the legislative lords, called the 
12 hour law, the creators not only must demand 
and grade the abovementtoned mountain of 
papers, but must wand 12 hours a waak in the 
classrooms No more student assistant-delegated 
work, no more conferanoo*. no more time. 

The faculty have the ability, as wall at the right, 
to band together in a collective bargaining unit. 
They have also the chance to band together with 
studentt to form a powar bhic itong tha lints of a 
faculty -student governartce group 

There it a deep distrust in Faculty Senate of tha 
students. Many faculty presuppose the student is 
going to be overly interested in curriculum. Of 
course the student is interested in curriculum, but 
I think faculty mistrust is misplaced, as studenu 
do generally racogniza faculty as being the 
"bosses" of curriculum and the general feeling I 
have encountered from studenu is simply a 
yaaming for joint faculty student discussion. 

Speaking of students, there are about 18,000 of 
tham at FSU this quarter, oompoaing the largest 
percentage of the university population. And 
many ask: "Why are they so apathetic?" 

Really! Must anyone ask "why?" The best, 
most produmve and most creative concept enr 
formed at FSU by students this century it tha 
Center for Participant Education (CPE). It it truly 
a "free university" inasmuch at all instructors gat 
"wmentarily is $15 to cover expenses. In orte 
year's time, CPE has grown to a point where it is 
in some quarters much more popular than the 
univtrtity oourm. 



Thote studentt I have talked to all seem tc 
ayee that the above is exactly what the Board ol 
Regents and other so-called administrators are 
afraid of: <1> that CPE or the free university 
oonow)t is the wave of the future and might even 
become the university; (2) that other Florida 
universities and Southern universities are watching 
FSU and CPE, waiting for us to succeed so they 
can initiate the same kind of program at their 
school; <3» many legislators are intellectually 
vacuous on CPE, i.e., they know only what they 
want to know and they act on only those limited 
PftffliiM, dMr*by making a mockery of justice, 
democracy and the Constitution of this country. 

There are side elements, too, such as the simple 
fact that it is an election year and 
reapportionment Is going to knock out some 
legislators. Many are acting on tha old maxim that 
he who yells loudatt will get the most attention ... 
call Lieberman "communist" and kick him out 
cal CPErs "radicals" and "agitators " and get ndof 
it. 

And this is what causes the apathy everyone 
questions but no one seems to have the answer for. 

The cause of apathy is the knowledge and 
discontent the majority (sMent majority, if you 
will) of university residents have for those sly, 
longue-ln-cheek, manipulating administrators and 
so-called legislators who are trying to bury CPE, 
and in the process, the self-thinking student. 

For nue, as I am sure for countless others, the 
Board of Regents' action last Friday is the straw 
that mifi^t brMk the camel's back. 

The administration wants "student input " Let 
them, then, chew on this: CPE will not die If the 
BOR, in their December meeting, continue their 
attenr>pt to "abolish" (the word is f'oni United 
Press International's dispatch) CPE. the Center will 
move "underground" and there will be a valid, 
concrete, absorbing counterculture-fnally-at 
FSU.

Fellow Students: 

It is our belief that all or the Issues 
involving the proposed constitutional 
amendment to abolish Student 
Government hawe not emerged. 

The present SG has served some 
student needs. Therefore, we take the 
position that the present SG does provide 
some necessary and vitai services. 

This committee Is of the opinion that 
every attempt should be made to 
improve, alter and redesign SG. It's 
unfortunate that the Senate, in Its 
wisdom, has not seen fit to present to the 

student body a constitutional Rrooosal to 
implement these desired changes. The 
proposed constitutional amendment only 
provides for the abolishment of SG. It is 
our opinion that If this approach Is 
accepted it will leave the student body 
with no governmental agency to effect 
the necessary changes. We are not 
attempting to question the wisdom or to 
take issue with those senators who have 
voted to abolish SG. It is our intent to 
more fully develop the merits of the 
amendment. 

Among the questions for consideration 
are: How will the proposed amendment 
affect the following: 

(a) ttie Union Board (Article V, 
Constitution), (b) class organization 
(Article VI, Constitution); (c) Student 
Publieatiom Policy Board (Article Vil, 
Constitution); and (d) Student Budget 
Commission (Article VIII. Constitution). 

The Student Attorney General, in 
opinion number 71-4, requested by this 
committee, stated: "... Therefore, if there 
will continue to be a University Union 
Board or Student Put)lications Policy 
Board and what form they will take, will 
be decided by the President of the 
University." This opinion underscores 
that the student will have abdicated any 
control over student life we currently 
enjoy through SG. 

More than SO clubs currently receiving 



SG funds also will "cease to exist unless 
the university president decides to 
continue them," according to the 
opinion. 

The student group health insurance 
contract is negotiated by SG officials and 
would be disrupted if not discontinued. 
Alumni Village residents are currently 
getting free bus service to campus, ail 
paid for by SG. 

The Center for Participant Education 
has its basis and budget established by the 
Student Senate. The Day Care Center as 

well as the National Student Association, 
the Voter Registration Committee, the 
Consumer Association, the Special Events 
• Committee which sponsors such singers as 
Joan Baez and poet Allen Ginsberg, the 
Speakers Bureau which was established to 
present controversial "left" and "right" 
speakers, the legal aid office and SG 
International Student Affairs Office 
which provides administrative support to 
over 200 international students all receive 
funding from SG. 

It is these things which the proposed 
amendmem does rtot address itself to. It 
Is the disruption and possible destruction 
of these things which the committee 
cannot agree with. While this committee 
does agree with the Intent of the 
constitutional amendment, that Is, to 
provide an immediate change in the 
system of student government, it is this 
committee's contention that the 
proposed constitutional amendment will 
not provide impetus for such changes. 

We are therefore appealing to all of the 
students to consider all of the effects of 
tfie questions raised above and to vote 
against the proposed amendment.

Now that it looks as if Student 
(jovernment might actually be abolished, 
some of our student leaders are getting 
cold feet. 

Those who ask you to vote against the 

abolition of SG imply that everything it 
ever did will fall apart. This is not the 
case, according to the administration. 

Actually, voting for ablishment is like 
wiping the slate clean. We won't have to 
restrict ourselves to the busywork SG 
now does. 

There is no reason why we cannot 
start another more meaningful 
organization; one whose sole purpose 
would be to advance the rights of 
students; one which would be able to 
influence the environment to some 
degree. 

Opponents of abolishment claim, 
among the programs they associate with 
SG, many programs (approximately half 
their published list) which do not exist or 
are only incidentally associated with SG. 

Student legal aid does not exist. 
Representation on the 80 or so university 
committees is not a part of SG. Besides, 
half the committee members quit within 
the first week because they saw how 
powerless the committees are. The Status 
of Women on Campus program is being 
held up by the administration. Group 
health insurance for students is done 
through a private corporation and is in no 
way jeopardized. The voter registration 
drive was organized by concerned 
students, not SG; SG backed it after It 
was an insured success. Only a very small 
part of the funding for day care comes 
from SG. 

Student Government as presently 
constituted is incapable of independent 
action. Everything is subject to review by 



somebody else. Money appropriated by 
the Senate can be vetoed by the 

administration. Can you see CPE being 
approved by Dr. Marshall if he had it to 
do over again? In any case, the Regents 

have done the job on our CPE program 

and our SG is powerless to react. 

The crux of the matter is the power 
relationship between those w/ho presently 

run the university and those who are 
governed. Our power over the CPE 
program is a good example of what is 
being done to attempts by SG to take 
some control over our lives and 
education. CPE is now subject to more 
controls and hassles than any course 
offered tor credit. If the politicians can't 
do away with those parts of CPE with 
which they disagree, they are willing to 
kill the whole thing. 

So far SG has not been able to sustain 
any powers which cannot be reversed by 
the capricious will of one person. 

Student Senate has proposed an 
amendifient to our constitution. The 
amendment is the deletion of the entire 
document. The document represents no 
benefits to the students. It was written 
with the express purpose of giving no 
power to the students. It is an insult. 

Those who oppose doing away vvUh 
the constitution believe that we have 
somethiiHl to lose. We lost when we 
adopted ttte thing. 

The first step to gaining a meaningful 
SG is to do away with the sterile 
structure we have now. Then ¥ve can 
work to build a mewiingful body to 
represent us.

Four stories high and 470 feet long, it goes off creating two 
designs everytime a Houston team scores in the Dome. It 
cost S2 million to build the scoreboard and its 1400 lights, 
and cosu $300 everytime it goes off. 



The day we left Houston, we took a tour of the Dome. 
Talk about impressive. Can you imagine a football stadium 
with 53 sky boxes at the top, each box with a private 
clubroom telephone, tv, maid service and a private elevator? 
It rents out for $15,000 a year. But don't think they are 
easy to get-these private apartments are all rented for this 
year. 

For the socially conscious type, the Dome offers two 
private clubs. For only $100 you can be one of the 600 
people registered as members with the larsest food 
membership in the South. 

The swankiest club has a 100 foot long bar made of 
African wood. The entire tfning wfi with brass pedestals 
and marble tops is done in red, from carpeting to red velvet 
provincial chairs, soft red lights and red flocked wallpaper. 
You feel as if furs and evening govims are only what people 
wear to dine so exquisitiv at a sporting event. Forget hot 
dogs and beer' 

THE OTHER PRIVATE club has a replica of the Gemini 
space capsule over the bar. The decor is an old fashioned 

*^For the less fortunate, (those in the $25-50,000- 
bracket) the Dome offers the Countdown cafeteria and the 
Trailblazer restaurant. The menus ate eye opening of 
course Even at the Trailblazer, you see things like shnmp 
Creole and peppersteak. This restaurant seats 300 people 
and serves dinner two and half hours before game time^ 
Price is $3-all you can eat. A closed circuit tv is provided 
for the slow eaters. 

IN THE BASEMENT of the Dome is a favorite eating 
spot- the Domeskeller. It seats 2,000 people who, during 
baseball season and with a quick arrangement of the 
stadium seats, can view the entire baseball field while 

feasting. 

Naturally there are snack bars provided throu^t the 
Dome, which offer the usual hot dogs, coke, beer and 



popcorn menu. A gift shop sells souvenirs of the Astrodome 

teams. 

Following a hearty meal, the fan checks the color of his 
twket to find out where he sits. Each level with its plush 
theatre cushioned seats is done in a different color for this 
purpose. There is only one permanent section of seats in 
the Dome. Folding chair sections come out completely . 

A 10 MPH motor moves the seats on railroad tracks 
together to forni a larger sections. It takes 28 minutes to do 
this and the seats are arranged according to the type of 
event to be held that day. In 2% hours the Dome seating 
can be transformed from a baseball to a football stadium. 

The roof of the Dome can withstand up to 135 MPH 
winds because it changes from round to oval in heavy wind 
and can sway as much as 5 inches. The skylights have been 
given a coat of paint becauae the glare ob^uctsd the view 
of fly-balls coming down. 

ADDITIONAL PRESS coverage is offered by the 
gondola. The gondola is like a flying saucer attached to the 
center of the Dome. It holds 20-25 pressmen and is loaded 
on the ground and taken up to the top on cables where it 
stays during a game. The only way to get out once you're 
up tfiere is a four feet wide catwalk on the roof. 

The entire 340 million Astrodome took two years to 
build. Since it was the idea of Judge Roy Hofheinz, of 
Houston, he has his own private section of offices, seats, 
apartment and an art gallery. 

"The Brain", as the thermostat computer is called, 
replaces the work of 280 men. The one third of million 
dollars Honeywell outfit gete information from a weather 
station on top of the Dome, so it can regulate the degrees 
inside. 

TEMPERATURE IS KEPT at a steady 75 degrees, 50% 
humidity and 1 MPH wind. Outside conditions must reach a 
certain perfection point for rain to be produced inside the 
Dome. 

Other interesting features include a jail (with closed 
circuit tv. of course), operating tables. Wack light on the 
phone booths and the second largest American flag, 

measuring 50' x 30'. ^ ^ 

All in all, ^ou might say it is a sports fan's paradse and 

well worth the trip.

Fire investigation continued

University officials are 
continuing their investtgatmn of 
a leaves-burning incident 
Thursday night that sparked 
rumors of a conflagration. 

DR. STEVE MCCLELLAN, 
vice president for student affairs, 
said his office is trying to piece 
together details of the incident, 
which occurred outside Westcort 
as Jack Lieberman was lecturirtg 
inside the building. 

Rumors spread quickly there 
was big trouble. The resident 
counselor of one women's 
dormitory called an emergency 
meeting of her resident assistants 
late Thursday because "Jack 
Lieberman had set fire to 
Westcott." 

Apparently the incident 
involved only a small fire of 
leaves and little pieces of wood. 
Nesta King, who has been active 
in Student Government in many 
capacities, described the incident 
this way 

"SOME OF US went to 



Westcott to support Jack's right 
of free speech, but we didn't 
want to listen to him," she said 
Sunctey. "So after Linda Jenness 
(national presidential candidate 
of the Socialist Workers Party) 
and others had spoken in 
defense of Lieberman, we got up 
aixl left and went to look for 
something more interesting to 
do 

"We gathered ouuide. There 
was this pile of leaves on the 
curb. Somebody thought a 
bonfire might be nice, so we 
piled more leaves and wood on 
the curb. 

"We were getting ready to 
light it when two campus 
policemen in plain ctothec 
chased us away." 

THE QROUP OF about 50 
students then "played cat and 
mouse" with Campus Security 
for about an hour, "teasing them 
for being paid to guard a pile of 
leaves." King said. "Finally. 
s omao o a tfiraw a match and the 
leaves ignited."

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Students retain SG

Florida State students voted yesterday 
overwhelmingly to retain the present Student 
Government, defeating a constitutional 
amendment which would abolish SG by a 2-1 
margin in a near record voter turnout. 

A referendum which supported ttie Honor 
Court decision In Jack Lieberman's case passed by 
a 600-vote margin. 

Nearly 5,000 votes, second largest number of 
ballots in FSU history, were cast. The 
constitutional amendment to abolish Student 
Government was defeated 3269 to 1690, white the 
vote on the Honor Court issue was much closer, 
with the referendum passing 2782 to 21 22. 

Reactions from student and administrative 
officials varied widely. President Marshall was out 
of town and unavailable for comment, but 
indicated earlier that he would not be swayed by a 



student vote. 

Or. Steve McClellan, vice president for student 

affairs, said he was "very pleased" on the Student 
Government decision but "surprised" with the 
Honor Court vote. 

"The position of the students concerning 
Student Government agree with my position," said 
McClellan. "I hope serious questions will continue 
to be raised on what exactly a student governing 
body should do. We must receive consideration of 
different attitudes. We must continue the dialogue 
between students and administration and help to 
develop reform that the students want through 
these channels." 

On the Honor Court question, McClellan 
expressed his surprise that the vote was so close. 
"It's good to see that this many students (2,122) 
agree with the President's actions." 

The vote on the question of whether 
Lieberman's case should have been overturned has 



Cleaver: ^prisoners 
of a racist system'

"We are all prisoners; prisoners of an economic, 
social, political, racist system which is not dealing 
with nothing for none of us," Kathleen Cleaver, 
advocate of international Afro American 
liberation, said. 

Cleaver addressed several hundred students last 
night in Ruby Diamond Auditorium as a guest of 
the COM 311 class "Rhetoric in Extremist 
Speakers " 

According to Cleaver, communications and 
information, mobilization and mass warfare for 
self-defense are the key links to all national and 
international struggles. 

"Richard Milhouse Nixon, the scurviest. 



trickiest low-down, no-good creep, struggled 16 
hard years to get into the position of President. He 
had to Wow away Kennedy, because he wasn't 
going to let another pretty boy keep him out of 
the White House. We see this snake, Nixon, 
crawling on his belly all the way to Peking." 
Cleaver said. 

Blacks are placed in positions which look like 
power but in reality this power can easily be cut 
off if this black is upsetting the balance of white 
power, according to Cleaver. 

Examples of this are Carl Stokes, former mayor 
of Cleveland, Ohio, and Adam Clayton Powell, 
former Congressman from New York, who in their 
political struggles were cut down by the fascist 
government because they decided to work against 
the system instead of with the system, according 
to Cleaver.

Student Body President Ray Gross expressed 
pleasure over the vote of confidence from the 
student body, while Senator Danny Pietrodangelo 
made a philosophical statement on the defeat of 
the amendment. 

"The primary goal of abolition was radical 
change," said Pietrodangelo. "This defeat only 
means that wc- now have to concentrate our efforts 
on bringing immediate change of the farcical 
nature of Student Government within the Existing 
structure." 

"I feel that an ideology has been rejected," said 
Secretary of Administrative Affairs Art Teele. 
"This represents a more moderate trend at FSU." 

"We accomplished everything we wanted to," 
said Men's Vice President Don Muse. "We needed 
something to draw Marshall's attention and that's 
what we got." 





"We will get victory or death, and all power 
to the people!" 

"Once blacks move on their own for 
self-defense instead of parading as a proponent of 
another man's concepts and ideas fighting the war 
of the oppressors, then it's wash away Joshua, ' 
Cleaver said. 

"We are neocolonized, we have no say in 
determinining our destiny or our goals, except 
through the use of mass mobilization, community 
organization and throu^ the most effective 
means: a people's army," she added. 

"It is showdown time, link-up time, and 
fighting time and we must get it all together." 

According to Cleaver, the cwil war has been 
reopened in Wilmington, North Carolina, and in 
Illinois where blacks have been unjustly murdered 
and a state of national emergency has been 
declared in both cities. These same kinds of 
incidents are occurring all over the United States 
and the world. 

Cieaver, the wife of exiled Black Panther party 
leader Eldridge Cleaver, said, "We will get victory 
or death, and all power to the peoptel"

RAVENNA, Ohio-A judge imposed a "919 
rule" on all principals In the trials of 25 persons 
indicted in connection with the 1970 Kent State 
University disorders which ended in the killing of 
four students bv National Guardsmen 

Portage County Judge Edwin Jones issued the 
order before iury selection begin in the trial of the 
first defendant, Jerry Rupe, 23, Ravenna, a 
non-student who was charged with noting, slashing 
a fire rope and throwing rocks at firemen. 

Jones, who imposed a "gag rule" last year 
during a special grand jury investigation of the 
Kent State disorders in May 1970, ruled: 

"All lawyers participating in these trials, their 
assistants, staff members and employees under 
their supervision and control are forbidden to take 
part in interviews for publication, and from 
making extra-judicial staterrents which might 
divulge pmjudicial matter out of public record 

goiMil for women 

WASHINGTON-The Supreme Court for the 
second time this month provided advocates of 
equal rights for women an encouraging but limited 
victory Monday. 

At the same time a Senate subcomminee 
narrowly approved a modified constitutional 
amendment to outlaw legal sex discrimination. 

The court's unan rT ou 7 0 ruling in a complex 
Idaho case held that the "equal protection" 
provision of the 14th Amendment to the 
Constitution prohibits states from favoring men 
over womeo as administrators of estates solely on 
the basis of sex. 

The decision by Chief Justice Warren E Burger 
was not expected to apply immediately beyond 
the probate issue involved in the Monday ruling, 
but his use of the 14th Amendment ,=>s the 
guideline for the opinion was seen as a hopeful 
sign by some women's ri^ts spokesmen. 

It was the MTie clause used by the court to 
strike down discrimination against Uacks and 
other minorities in the lancfcnark cases of the 
1950s and 1960s when Earl Warren was chief 
justice. 

Two weeks ago tfw court refused to interfere 

with a lower court ruling in d Wisconsin case that a 
pension program compelling a woman worker to 
retire at an earlier age than men was 
unconstitutional. 

Jolley drops deportation

Thomu Jolley, a University of Georgia 
graduate w4io fled to Canada in 1967 but later 
returned to the United States, says he will drop his 
legal fight against U.S. government plans to deport 

mm. 

In an interview put>lished in the Red & Black, 
tfte University of Georgia's student newspaper, 
Jolley said he will not ask the U.S. Supreme Court 
to reconsider its refusal to hea.' his case. 

The Fifth U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans has upheld the government's order 
deporting Joliey, now a reporter for the 
Tallahassee Democrat. 

In 1967 Jolley left the 
University of Geor^a for Canada 
and 'enounced his citizenship 
after his draft board m Bremen, 
Ga. refused him conscientious 
objector status. 

Later he quietly reentered the 
United States and graduated 
from the University of Georgia 
in 1969. After his graduation the 
government found him and 
ordered him deported.

''national" meeting in Tallahassee to urge release 
of the five Quincy, Fla. men being held in the 
death of Laon County Deputy Sheriff Thomas 
Revels. Revels was killed when he entered a 
grocery store during a robbery. 

Joseph Franklin, president of the 
Trflahassee NAACP, said that Gainesville Mayo' 
Neil Butler. Florida's only black mayor, also plans 
to hold meetings in Tallahassee in behalf of the 
defeiKlants. 

Two of the five black youths, Oave Roby 
Kraton and Johnny Frederick, have beer 
convicted in the shooting Two others. Alphonsc^ 
Figgers and David Chailes Smith, are awaiting tna' 
The fifth, Johnny Bums, was admitted to the state 
mental hospital as insane 

Franklin said there was no evidence against the 
five and that they had been beaten while in jail 

The NAACP head also told a news 
conference that one defendant's toe was mangled 
and later amputated and that other defendants had 
been "wantonly" beaten. 

If the Justice Department investigates and finds 
their charges true. Franklin added, blacks will 
demand removal of Leon County Shenff 
Rayriottd Hamlin.

Comnahee for free Speech 
revises statemeni of purpose 



The Committee for Free Speech at Florida 
State revised its statement of purpose Friday after 
the Bowd of Regents passed a resolution 
temporarily suspending the Center for Participant 
Education beginning in winter quarter. 

The statement now calls for an end to the ban 
on CPE. 

According to defense committee member 
George Scott, the demand was originally that Jack 
Ueberman be allowed to teach his CPE group, 
"The Coming American Socialist Revohition," but 
because of the BOR action, the demand was 



changed. 

Scott said that the other demand on the 
statement of purpose remains the same. This 
demand asks for the reinstatement of Jack 
Ueberman to the university. 

The statement of purpose, drawn up by the 
Committee for Free Speech, has already received 
28 endorsements. Endorsers of the committee 
include Mrs. George V.B. Lewis, Dr. Michael 
Kasha, Student Body President Ray Gross, 
Flambeau editor-elect Hamp Carruth and CPE 
Director Steve Buchanan. 



Senate approves campaign tax 



WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 
Senate voted 52 to 47 Monday 
to permit every taxpayer to 

devote $1 of his income taxes to 
the presidential campaign of the 
politicel perty he supports. 

Republicans bitterly fought 
the proposal, which could 
provide the debt-plagued 
Democrats with $20.4 million 
for their campaign next year to 
defeat President Nixon. 

But Democrats held together 
and in a politically charged 
atmosphere voted to attach the 
campaign financing plan to a bill 
President Nixon will find hard to 
veto-his measure cutting 
business and individual taxes by 



more than $27 billion over the 
next three years. 

Nonetiwiess, SenaU GOP 

Leader Hugh Scott said he 
wuld recommend a veto of 
'this raid on the Treasury." 

Sen. Robert Dole of Karwas, 
GOP national chairman, 
announced on the Senate floor 
that Nixon would spurn the 
money and use private 
contributions to finance his 
reelection drive, as permitted 
under the campaign proposal. 

Only two Republicans- 
-aifford P. Case of New Jersey 
and Charles Mathias Jr. of 
Maryland-voted with the 
Democrats. Four 



Democrats-James O. Eastland 
and John C. Stennis of 
Mississippi, John L. McClellan of 
Arkansas and Sam J. Ervin of 
North Carolina-voted against 
the measure. Only ailing Sen. 
Kari E. Mimdt, R-S.O., was 
absent. 

The House version of the tax 
bill d<d not carry a campaign 

financing provision, but 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills of the 
House Ways and Means 
Committee whose members will 
negotiate with the Senate over 
the difference, was expected to 
accept it. Mills also is a 
Democratic presidential hopeful.

I don't imagine many things 
have changed since I left 
F lorence a year ago. 
Michelangelo's David is probably 
still standing in the same place 
where i left him. The Ufizzi and 
Bargello Galleries continue to 
open their doors to the daily 
hordes of sightseers and art 
students, and the flea market is 



still there along San Lorenzo. 

Florence, to coin a phrase, is 
an eternal city, unscarred by 
wars and unclaimed by Nature. 
The city has survived the 
devastation of the flood of 1 963 
and two world wars, and the 
constant threat of earthquakes. 

And the city of Florence can 
even survive the constant 
onslaught of the FSU Study 
Center, year after year, since

1966, when the first crew hit the 

place. 

Last year, the center v./as 
tucked away in the fabulous old 
Villa Fabricotti, a 15th-century 
palace that once housed 
Napoleon's sister and Queen 
Victoria of England. It also was 
Gestapo headquarters during 
World War II, and the grounds 
are dotted with bunkers and 
radio shacks. 

That alone has changed. The 
center is now right in the middle 
of the city in the Hotel Palermo, 
with classes down the street in 

another part of town. 

Any FSU student would be 
accustomed to waking up in one 
part of a campus and going to 
classes in another. Yet it does 
seem a bit unusual to walk past 
the Cathedral Santa Croce, 
where the frescoes of Giotto are, 
or pass through a gate that kept 
Florence the only unconquered 
city in the past ages. You can't 
get culture like that in 
Tallahassee. 

And of course there is the 
Italian cooking, everything 
you've ever dreamed of, only 
dieaper. Spaghetti, ravioli and 
lasagna that Chef Boy-ar-dee 
couldn't equal in three centuries. 
And complete meals, which 
means meat, pasta, bread, wine 
and a salad for 500 lire, or about 
80 cents. Can't beat that with a 
wet noodle! 

Naturally, we cannot forget 
the Italian people, and the 
notorious Italian male. Both are 
colorful, noisy, happy and 
charming in their own ways. 

The Italian male has, and 
deserves, the wildest reputation

The city will 
not tear down Michelangelo's 
house to build a shopping 
center, or devastate any of the 
old bridges to put in a fancy 
suspension job. And in that 
respect, Florence, and all of 
Italy, is further advanced than 
America.

Tetopfiofie Counseling ServicB

A few years ago a group of 

students got togpther and 
decided that the one thing 
lacking at FSU was a place for 

students to call in times of crisis, 
particularly at night or over 
weekends. 

In July of 1970 the 
Teiephone Counseling Service 
began operation. It was 
developed to help students, 24 
Kours a day, with anything from 
exam schedules to personal 
problems. 

"The Telephone Counseling 
Service is run by students to 
ht:p students," Conger said, "but 
most important, all calls are kept 
strictly confidential." 

Three major types of service 
are offered to callers. One is 
information, including campus 
events, -cademic information 
and Information concerning 
Tallahassee. 

The second service is crisis 
Intervention counseling by 
trained paraprofessional 
volunteers. Emphasis is placed 
on listeniny, offering emotional 
support, and helping the ciriler 
evaluate solutions to his 
problems. The anonymity and 
confidentiality of ttte caller is 
strictly guarded 

If a caller needs more 
extensive help of if anottier 
agency can better help a caller, 
the caller is given a referral, the 
third major function of the 
Telephone Counseling Service 
Referral 
wh

continues to go full swing with 
the announcement of getting a 
bid to the Fiesta Bowl, the 
Florida State basketball team 
also is working toward the 
opener of its season which Is just 
a little over a week away. 

Aiming for the Dec. 1 game 
with Oglethorpe, the team, 
coached by Hugh Durham, will 
be hoping to begin a trek on 
achieving something no other 
team at Florida State has: win a 
national championship. 

It is certain that the 
Seminoles will be up in the 
preseason rankings. Already 
some magazines have come out 
with their top 20s and FSU has 
been listed among those elite 
groups. 

Possibly the strongest point 
on this year's team wilt be the 
front line combination of Reggie 
Royals and Lawrence McCray. 
With these two measuring up to 
almost 14 feet of total neight 
and possesing plenty of talent, 
chloride $tate may have the best 
combination of big men in the 
country. 

Royals and McCray give Head 
Coach Hugh Durham his tallest 
and potentially one of his best 
teams ever. Royals brings 



outstanding credentials from his 
sophomore year, as he was the 
nation's 13th leading rebounder 
with a 15.0 average from the 
high post position. 

With an unusually deadly 
outside shot for a man his size. 
Royals is a double threat to 
opponents, as he is also a 
consistent shooter underneath 
the boards. In 1970-71 he 
averaged 18.1 poinu a game, 
second best on the team. 

"When you talk about 
Royals." says Durham, "you 
fiist have to talk about hit 
physical abilities. He has the size 
and quickness to be outstanding 
both offensively and 
defensively." 

Durham has good reason for 
citing Royals' attributes. A high 
school All-America at Whiteville. 
N.C.. he scored in double figures 
in 25 of 26 games last season. He 
is extremely agile for a 6-10 
player and has good hands and 
moves. 

However, Durham points out 
two areas needing improvement 
"Royals lacks brute strength. He 
lacks the weight he needs to 
battle inside men who weigh 
225 6r 230."

Task Force on Criminology 

Confidential report critical

A confidential report by the Task Force on Criminology, 
submitted to President Stanley Marshall last May, is highly critical 
of the administration of the Department of Criminology and of 
Its parent school. Social Work. 

The tMk force report, made available to the Flambeau only 
this week, criticized the administrative abilities of Dr. Vernon 
Fox, who was then criminology department chairman, and Dr. 
Bernard Scher, dean of the School of Social Welfare.

In carefully worded phrases, the task force recommended 
reassignment of Dr. Fox, while emphasizing his contributions to 
the development of criminology at FSU. A recommendation that 
Dean Scher also be reassigned failed by only one vote, the report 

noted. 

President Md'shall, m his public response to the task force 
report in June, made no direct mention of the criticisms of Fox 
and Scher. He did announce that the two administrators had 
requested, and been granted, reassignment. 

Fox, a full professor in criminology and corrections, returned 
to teaching this fall. Dr. Eugene Czajkoski was named acting 

chairman of the department. The search for a full chairman is 

underway. 

Marshall said in June Scher had asked to return to teaching 
and research at the end of the 1971-72 academic year or as soon 
Jliereafter as a qualified successor can be found. 

Dr. Paul Craig, vice president for academic affairs, said

Epsilon, professional criminal justice fraternity, 
have drawn up a resolution regarding the proposed 
internship and curricuhim revision by the 
criminology faculty. 

THE RESOLUTION states that the studente are 
"against the proposed abolishment of the 
internship program because of its value to the 
student as the only practical experience he receives 
while at FSU." 

The members called the internship program the 



"necessary balance between learned classroom 
theories and application of these theories in the 
field." 

Reacting to the proposed requirement of 
minimum hours in fields other than criminology, 
the resolution state-, that it (the proposal) would 
"severely limit the ability of the individual student 
to determine his own educational goals." 

HOWEVER, THEY FEEL that students should 
be allowed to enroll in related courses at their own 
discretion and the atsistancs ef a faculty adviser. 



The resolution contends that the degree 
program on the undergraduate level should be 
"geared more to the academic and professional 
needs of the student in order to better prepare him 
for a career in the criminal ^stice field." 

According to a fraternity spokesman, the 
resolution will be formally presented to Dr. 
Eugene H. Czajkoski, head of the criminology 
department, and the criminology and corrections 
faculty at their regularly scheduled meeting this 
morning.

planned the first Thanksgiving to 
be held at a neutral spot on the 

open meadow known as Landis 
Green. At this Thanksgiving, 
Indians and Pilgrims alike would 
stock up on all varieties of foods 
in preparation for the long 
winter ahead. 

All the Indians were let out 
of the reservation to celebrate 
the occasion (Chief Jack had 
been dismissed from there two 
weeks earlier to plan ahead for 
the special occasion). 

FINALLY. THE BIG DAY 
was at hand. Capt. Marshall sat 
at the head of the table. To his 
right was Chief Jack. Tfie table 
was filled to capacity with maize 
and potatoes and chestnut 
stuffing and pumpkin pie and 
Boone's Farm apple wine and 
Schlitz beer. 

Indians and Pilgrims 
intermingled down the long 
table that stretched from the 
fabled Landis Hall to the brashly 
new Strozier Library. 

A huge simmering turkey sat 
before Capt. Stan and Chief 
Jack. After a prayer by Indian 
President Ray "Lucky Dear" 
Gross, Jack and Stan each took 
knife in hand. At the nod of the 
onlookers. Jack and Stan 
prontptly dismembered each 
other as the first Thanksgiving 
came to an abrupt end.

Tuesday the search for a new dean has not yet begun He said a 
search committee would be appointed within the next two 
months, and that Scher probably would step down between June, 
1972 and June, 1973. 

Craig said the administration's energies are being directed 
toward the hiring of a criminology department chainman, and the 
implementing of structural changes within the School of Social 
Welfare. For this, a full-time dean is needed, Craig said. 

The task force, in the confidential report, prefaced its criticism 
of Fox by urging that special recognition be fliwen him for his 
contributions to the university. 

"The Department of Criminology...has been one of the 
pioneers in the field, ' the task force wrote. "The contributions 
made by the department have been significant not only at the 
univenity level but at the state and national level. We are mindful 
of the tact that the department is, and has been, completely 
identified with one man, the existing chairman..." 

"Ho«wwer," the study froup continued, "because of the very 
growth which he has promoted, it is apparent, and we find as a 
fact, that his skills are not appropriate to the exigencies of tfie 
presertt development of the department." 

The task force recommended a redefining of the role of the 
dean of social welfare, "to allow more autonomy to the 
departments." It further recommended that "structures and 
practices be created to insure this autonomy." 

"This recommendation is based In part on a finding that the 
role of the dean as presently seen and administered is not 
appropriate to the exigencies of the present development of the 
school," the task force said.

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Task force report on criminology 



(The following is the report 
of th0 Talk Fane on the 

Criminology Program of Florida 
State University. It was 
prmented to President Stanley 
Manftall on May 24 of this year. 
Members of the task force were:

In mporne to your request 

and charge, the undersigned have 
met in regular assembly as a task 
force having given due notice of 
the nneeting to the faculty, the 
student body, and practitioners 
in the field of criminology orally 
and by publication The task 
force has heard oral testimony 
from student witneties, faci^ 
witnesses and practitioners and 
has received written reports and 
recommendations from students, 
faculty and practitioners and has 
investigated and examined a 
man of documentary evidence 
and statistical data. We report 
the following findings and 
recommendations: 

(1) The range of societal 
problems and manpower needs 
of ttw state and nation in the 
field of criminal justice, broadly 
defined, seem to have been 
adequately identified by both 
the faculty of the Department of 
Criminology and the 
Chancellor's Office. There 
seemed to be little disagreement 
among the witnasws as to this 
phase of the charge. It is 
accordingly recommended that 
this phase of the charge be 
referred back to the faculty for 
further self-study and 
recommendation thereon. 
Additionally, the task force feels 
that a complete study of this 
area in depth would require 
more resources than are 
availabte. 

(2) The existing range of 
educational programs in the 
state and nation that address 
these manpower needs has also 
been fairly well defined by the 
faculty, the prior stJdies made 
by the Chancellor's Ot'ice and 
an earlier task force at this 
university. Since there seems to 
be little disagreement here, we 
defer to the findings made by 
the Chancellor's Offioe and the 
earlier reports. 

(3) In attempting to define 
the scope and character of the 
curricula aiKl academic programs 
most luitad to this university, 
we oonsifterad the scope and 
character of Florida State 
University, its place within the 
system of higher education of 
Florida, its geographic location 
and ottwr factors. We considered 
the entire range, from the 
broadly interdisciplinary 
academic programs borrowing 
from and interacting with the 
social and behavioral sciences, 
law and public administration to 
the more narrowly defined 



vocationally oriented 
professional programs and 

though we considered the 
problems in integrating the 
educational philosophies and 
policies that encompass 
undergraduate, masters and 
doctoral programs, we found a 
surprising lack of disagreement. 

Since there seemed to be a 
general consensus of opinion and 
since the general structure has 
been outlined by Chancellor 
Mautz and the Board of Regents, 
we believe that this is a matter 
that would best be handled by 
the faculty and student body of 
the Department of Criminology 
acting through the proper 
faculty committees properly 
supplemented by student input. 
However, the task force 
recommends that in the course 
of striving for academic 
excellenoe a high priority be 
given to the application of the 
multidisciplinary studies in 
criminology to the field of 
practice. 

(4) Finally, we viewed the 
administrative organization and 
location within the university of 
the program developed by the 
Department of Criminology, 
recognizing thpt the 



administrative organization 
should be such as to provide the 
program maximum opportunity 
for long range. In this regard our 
recommendations are rather 
specific and hopefully concise. 
First, after examining a number 
of different existing sdiools and 
colleges and rejecting them and 
after examining a number of 
other organizational structures 
including institutes, centers for 
research and study, and others 
and rejecting them, it was the 
conclusion of the committee 
that at the present time the 
Department of Criminology be 
retained as a part of the School 
of Social Welfare. 

While the decision would 
probably have been reached 
without these consideratkms, we 
were influenced by economic 
factors including the 
productivity formula and the 
recognition that such a move 
could not be made immediately. 
However, it 'n the further 
recommendation of the task 
force that an immediate study 
be made of a realignment of 
disciplines in a new organization 
of which criminology would be a 
part. 

It is our further 



recommendation that the 
Department of Social Welfare 

and the Department of Soc al 
Work be combined into an 
undergraduate and graduate 

division of one department and 
that the same structure be given 
to the Department of 
Criminology; further, that a new 
relationship and new name be 
given immediately to the school 
in order to properly represent 
and identify the existing 
departments in the school and to 
release and redistribute available 
resources. 

It is our further 
recommendation that in this 
newly structured, differently 
identified school, the role of the 
current dean be redefined to 
allow more autorwmy to the 
departments and that structures 
and practices be created to 
insure this autorKxny. 

This recommendation is 
based in part on a finding that 
the role of the dean as prvsendy 
seen and administered is not 
appropriate to the exigencies of 
the present development of the 
department. Specifically, we 
recommend that a regular 
faculty organization be set up by 
a new constitution for the 



school instituted and adopted by 
the faculty with formal student 

participation defining the role of 
the faculty, the chairman and 
tfw dean; second, that the 
faculty committee structure be 
improved and augmented; that 
an interdisciplinary advisory 
committee to the vice president 
be created to aid the vice 
president in evaluating the new 
role of the dean and the faculty 
and implementing these 
recommendations and to make 
an annual report in writing as to 
their findings. Additionally, in 
tfw redistribution of power and 
authority, we strongly urge that 
students be involved in the total 
structure and in the committee 
Structure and that these students 
be elected representatives of that 
identifiable segment of the 
-.tudent body who are 
ximirralogy students. 

The Department of 
Criminology at Florida State has 
bean one of the pioneers in the 
field. The contributions made by 
the department have been 
significant not only at the 
university level but at the state 
and national level. We are 
mindful of the fact that the 
See REPORT, pg.

Addendum to criminology report 



The report of the task force contains the general 
recommendations of the task force which were agreed upon 
unanimously or with near unanimity. It does not detail the evidence, 
the witnesses or the documents and leaves many of tfie 
recommendations stated at a high level of abstraction. The purpose 
of this addendum is to give supporting data to the report, to flesh 
out the recommendattons and to outline some of the alternatives 
explored by the committee. 

1. In support of Finding No. 1, i.e., the range of societal 
problems, etc., we found that the Chancellor's Office and the faculty 
recognize the need for all aspects of applied behavioral science 
(criminology)-as a vital area of concern for all of society. The need 
at the lower level of this applied behavioral science should eventually 
be met by rrany of the schools in the junior college system of the 
state. This includes lower level needs in the areas of both corrections 
and law enforcement. One unmet need seemed to the task force to 
be upper level and graduate training in management, in research and 
in advanced applied behavioral sciences. 

2. The planned range of educational programs in the state will be 
largely in the applied area. Hopefully there will be an adequate 
supply of tower level courses in the junior colleges and in other 
colleges and universities throughout the state and nation designed to 
meet these needs. This is not to say that Florida State should neglect 
this area entirely. Florida State was and is one of the leaders in this 
area of education. This preeminence should be maintained. However, 
Chancellor Mautz in his letter of April 27 recognizes a greater need 
for a Ph.D. program. He recognizes the existence of a research 
faculty in the criminology department with the capability to offer 
such a program and the demand for trained people in the research 
aspects of criminal justice. In addition. Chancellor Mautz states that 
the primary rote assigned to Florida State University by the 
university system is to serve as a center for ad^'anced graduate and 
profeaional studies and he en.phasizes that Florida State University 
is and will be the only university in the system authorized to offer a 
doctoral level program in criminology in the foreseeable future. 
Chancellor Mautz expresses the hope that Florida State University 
will place its primary, though not exclusive, emphasis on the 
research aspect of criminal Justice at the upper and graduate level. 
We concur in this recommeiidation and note that it is supporttd by 
the eariier report of Dean Richard Myren of the School of Criminal 
Justice of the State University of New York and Director Charies V. 
Matthews of the Center for Oime and Delinquency of Sou*em 
Illinois University dated March 3C, 1971, and the report of the 
Study Committee on Criminology dated January 22, 1 969, which 
enjoyed the counsel of several distinguished scholars including Dr. 
Lloyd Ohiin of Harvard University, Dr. Gerhard Mueller of New 
York University and Dr. Norval Morris of the University of Chicago. 



3. The recommerHJed scope arKl character of the curriculum is 
broadly covered in the findings under one and two above, i.e., a 
graduate and upper level program of high acadeniic quality with 
primary emphasis on research at the graduate level, i.e., without 
decreasing existing emphasis on the lower level and applied areas of 
criminology. The implementation and details of this program should 
be left to the faculty of the Department of Criminology. However, 
we recommeitd that the faculty give great weight to ril of the reports 
mentioned in 1. and 2. above and the task force endorses the 
recommendations contained therein. 

The published complaints charging that the Department of 
Criminology was being severely discriminated against in the 
allocation of resources within the School of Social Welfare and the 
university was found to be based upon a head count analysis of 
students and was not supported by the formula analysis by 
Academk: Research and Planning. While there was some deviation 
from the formula and while criminology was slightly below their 
formulajmxluctivity, the discrimination was slight when compared 
with many other departments and colleges of the university. As the 
program moves toward a Ph.D. program, it may be necessary to 
allocate additional resources initially. 

We found the supposed severe conflict between the "applied 
technique philosophy" and the academic position to be largely a 
matter of the imagination of the writers in the news media. Neither 
students nor faculty urged that Florida State institute a police 
academy. Faculty and students alike were desirous of a program 
having broad general educational goals, with high academic quality 
and having considerable intellectual content. 

4. We did reach the conclusion that at the present time the 
Department of Criminology should be retained as a part of the 
School of Social Welfare, with the further recommendation that an 
immediate study be made for a future realignment of disciplines 
possibly in a school of applied behavioral af>d social sciences of 
which criminology would be a part. To state this as the unanimous 
opinion of the committee, however, does not indicate the 
alternatives which were explored before this consensus was reached. 
We considered Dr. Matthews' proposal that there be created a 
separate school embodying all the aspects of the administration of 
justice, the applied behavtoral sdenoes related thereto, built upon a 
professional model. This recommendation was rejected by a close 
vote of six to five and It should be noted that many of the votes in 
opposition were because of imagined monetary constraints and 
university policies. We considered a recommendation that the 
present structure be kept within the present administration 
operating under constraints and checks changing the roles of both 
the dean and the chairman. This was defeated decisively.

to Mariner 9 reporis 



While Mariner 9 circles the 
planet Man, scientists at Ftorida 
State are reading closely the 
reports of the satellite's findings, 
Since davetofMnents on the 
planet may be vital to their own 
experiments.

New plans, renovations underway

Plans are now underway for several new 
buildings and the renovation of many of the 
present buitdingi on campus. 

ACCORDING TO the University Physical 
Planning Consultant, James D. Eiullard, the next 
project scheduled to be completed by his office Is 
an addition to the athletic field house. Bultard said 
that an architect has already been contracted and 
work wiH begin immediately. 

The nursing building plans have been 
completed, although not yet approved by the 
Board of Regents and the State Legislature. 
Bullard said he doesn't anticipate any problems in 
obtaining approval from either body. 

THE RENOVATION of the south wing of 
Westcott is now in preliminary drawings. The wing 
was gutted by a fire in the winter of 1969. 

Bullard said that building programs are now 
being written for a new education building and for 
the rwMWMion of the north wing of Diffenbaugh. 

The program hat been written and an architect 



contracted for the renovation of Smith. The plans 
call for converting rooms in Smith into a living 
room and dining area with kitchen facilities, and 
adding four single bedrooms and a bathroom to 
each unit. According to Bullard, the total cost 
of the renovation will be $3,730,000. 

A NEW UNDERGRADUATE apartment 
building is alie in the planning stages. This 
building as well as the Smith apartments will be 
centrally air conditioned. 

The new housing plans have been drawn up to 
serve the needs of college students who prefer 
apartment living to dormitories, but are unable to 
pay the high cost of living off campus, said 
Bullard. An apartment in Smith Hall will cost each 
student about $55 t montit. Each student will 
have a private bedroom. 

Bullard said there are no plans as of now for an 
additien to the Univeraity Union. He said that last 
year there had been some mention of building 
such a structure, but no serious work is being done 
on itrlf^tnowandnoneisantieiiMtMlintlitnear

Although owning only a 3-7 record, the 
Panthers have played a brutal schedule that 
included Oklahoma, Penn State, West Virginia and 
Boston College. Pitt's wins were over UCLA 29-25, 
Syracuse 31-21 and Navy 36-35. 

Last week the Panthers faced Cotton 
Bowl bound Penn State, which finished with a 
55-18 win. However, Pitt quarterback Dave Havern 
was able to throw for three touchdown passes. 
Two of the throvw went to split end Steve Moyer. 

On rtie season, Havern has hit 96 of 184 throws 
for 1085 yards and 10 touchdowns. Moyer has 
pulled in 33 passes for 470 
yards and four TDs, while tight 
end Joel Klimek has nabbed 35 
passes for 384 yards.

Linebacker Ralph Cindrich, a 
rugged 225 pounder, is rated one 
of the best defensive players in 
the East. Tackle Howard 
Broadhead, at 265 pounds, 
anchors the defensive line.

completely identified with one 
man, ttw existing chairman of 
the department. We strongly 

recommend that special 
recognition be extended to the 
chairman for his unique and 
specialized skills and it is our 
further recommendation that 
these skills be utiliod in the new 
structure to be created. 
However, because of the very 
growth which he has promoted, 
it is apparent, and we find as a 
fact, that his skills are not 
appropriate to the exigencies of 
the present development of the 
department. For this reason, we 
recommend that he be relieved 
of his duties as chairman 
allowing the faculty governance 
to operate to fill that role in the 
interim before the selection of a 
new chairman. 

The vote to reconwnend the 
removal of the chairman is not 
meant to be a repudiation of the 
valuable contribution to the 
state arKl nation of the program 
built by ttw chairman. The value 
of the practical aspects of the 
program are specifically 
recognized and endorsed. 

We recommend that a new 
chairman be found appropriate

In order to assist in and 
guarantee the grovirth of faculty 
governance in the new structure, 
we recommend that in addition 
to the interim advisory 
committee, there be an annual 
review of the program until such 
time as the president is satisfied 
that these recommendations 
have been implemented. 

We appreciate the 
opportunity to be of service and 
Wish to thank the faculty of the 
Department of Criminok>gy, the 
associated faculties in other 
fields of behavioral science and 
especially the interested students 
who appeared as witnesses 
before us. We found the student 
interest to be genuine, their 
complaints to be sincere, and 
their motives to assist in the 
formation of a better 
criminology program at Florida 
Slate Un.versity. Without the 
sincere and painful task of 
self-evaluation by these groups 
and by the chairman of the 
department and the dean of the 
school, our task would have 
been much harder, if not 
impossible. We found nothing 
but a sincere desire on the part 
of all to assist us in our task.

hearing was illegally closed, 
i m properly defined and held 

without proper notice. 

Ciiarges were dropped against 
one student because the did not 

hand out a syllabus and 
continued against another 
because he did. Marshall's 
hearing was also irregular and 
held without suffkrient time 
being given the student. 

FINALLY, in addition to all 
this, Marshall is the judge and 
the prosecution (and the 
defendant in the federal court 
suit) and that makes the entire 
action unconstitutional by 
normal court standards.

Task force findings implemented

Most of the recommendations of the Task 
Force on Criminology already have been 
implemented or are in the process of being 
Implenwnted, Or. Paul Craig, vice president for 
academic affairs, said Sunday. 

CRAIG, IN A telephone interview, was 
responding to the Flamt>eau's publication last 
WMk of excerpts from ttie task force's confidential 
report to President Stanley Marshall. 

The report was given to the Flambeau by 
Garrett Blltch, a senk>r criminology student Blitch 
said she wanted the document made public 
because the recommendations It contained are not 
being implemented by the administration. 

CRAIG, WHO AS vice president for academic 
affairs is responsible for considering and 
implementing much of the report, noted that the 
criminology department's parent school, social 
welfare, has t>een realigned as the task force 
recommended. 

The undergraduate department of social welfare 
artd graduate depwtment of social work were 
combined earlier into one department, social 
welfare, with undergraduate and graduate 
divisions. 

CRAIG NOTED that Dr Vernon Fox, who was 
criminology department chairman at the time of 
the task force study, has been riassigned as the 
group recommended. 

Fox, a full professor in criminology and 
collections, returned to teaching this quarter. Dr. 
Eugene C.;a)ko<.ki was named acting chairman. The 
seaich foi a peimanent chairman is underway. 

CRAIG SAID the curriculum of the department 
of ciiminology "is moving in the direction of the 

leport." 

The task force recommended that criminology 
faculty and students be given a major voice m the 
deteimcnation of curriculum. It further 
recommeVided thai a high priority be given to 
academic sulj^ects leiated to cnminology. 

One ma]qrs' task force recommendation— that 
the -oie of the dean of the School of Social 
Welfare be restructuied to allow more autonomy 
to the departments-already was in the works 
before the lepo' • vvj . submitted, Craig said. 

"I THINK THE task force was recommending a 
strong committee structure for the school as a 
whole- 'Jthei than the specific restructuring of 
one administiative office. Craig said. And this was 
begun months ago, he said, with the appointment 
of studenu and faculty to committees on 
personnel, curriculum and other matters vital to 
theKhod. 

Broken water 
main floods 
library floors 

Strozier Library was closed Friday when a city 
watw main broke, flooding the basement and 
sub-tmament of the building. 

According to Library Director N. Orwin Rush, 
the water main burst sometime between 7:3C and 
8 a.m. Friday in the boiler room located in the old 
part of the building, flooding the basement. 

AN EMPLOYEE of the library discovered the 
flooding around 8 a.m., according to Rush. 
Another employee reported that whep he had 
entered the basement at 7:30 Friday morning, 
there was no water. 

The sub*asement was affected by seeping, but 
<iid not have extensive flooding. 

"We moved all the books and boxes, so there 
v»s not much damage except to some duplicate 
newspapers and magazines," Rush said. 

The library was reopened Saturday morning 
after tfM water was removed. No reason for the 
broken water main was given. 



Craig said he felt the role of department 
chairman also has been strengthened. 

CRAIG DENIED the claim by Gannett Blltch 
and others .associated with criminology that Dr. 
Bemhard Scher, social welfare dean, has rescinded 
his resignatton. 

In sections of the task force report disclosed by 
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the Flambeau, Scher's administration of the school 
was criticized. The report noted that a 
recommendatton tliat Scher be leanigned. along 
with Fox. failed by only one vote. 

WHEN PRESIDENT MARSHALL responded 
publicly to the report in June, he said both Scher 
and Fox had requested reassignment. 

Craig said Sunday Scher's position has not 
changed, althou^ no definite date for his stepping 
down as dean has been determined. 

However, Craig said, "I think it's only fair to 
faculty, students and the dean that we set j 
definite time." He said the date probably would be 
set sometime this winter. 

CRAIG TOLD the Flambeau last week Scher 
probably would step down between June 1972 
and June 1973. Marshall said in June Scher had 
asked to be reassigned by the end of the 1971-72 
academic year or as soon thereafter as a qualified 
successor could be found. 

Craig expressed optimism Sunday about the 
future of the criminology department and its 
parent school, social welfare. He said student and 
faculty morale is on the upswing, and should 
continue to improve. He said he expected old 
wounds to heal, and the school "to move in a new 
direction." 

HE CRITICIZED the Flambeau's publication of 

the task force report, which, he said, had been 
kept confidential at the task force's request. 

He said that after consultation with President 
Marshall, he may write a letter to the membeis of 
the task force, "expressing our indignation at the 
behavior of the Flambeau, and our regret for any 
inconvenience on their part."

Six inmatas armed with a 
crude "Molotov cocktail" tried 
to ascape from Raiford state 
prison oarly yostarday, but «Mr« 
captured without viotenca by 
guards who surprised them in 
ttw prison ho^ital. 

A spokasman for the Florida 
Corractkms Division said tha 
•ranates ovorpowarad a guard 
arxl a prison mad leal technician 
and locked tliam in a maximum 
security cell of the prison 
hospital about 1:30 a.m. EST. 

The inmates than h oada d for 
tha fences around tha prison, a 
maximum security facility 
housing 3.000 prisortars. 

The escape was thwartad 
when the two guards yelled 
across to officers In neighboring 
:eii biocks The second group of 
officers notified the control 
room and guards ware 
dispatched to the fenca to 
intercept the inmates. 

The prisonan found their 
escape route blocked and 
returned to the prison hospital 
M^Wf* thay ow p o warad two 
more guards who had t>een sent 
to investigate the disturbance. 

The prisonan isfuad five 
demartds which they said would 
have to be granted bafom tha 
hostages wouM Iw rakMsad. 
They were: better medical 
treatment; no reprisals; access to 
newsman; immadlata contact 
with their families, and a talk 
with Or.

WFSU, the university's 
television station, and the 
Division of Student Affairs have 
refused to sponsor a television 
program planned by a discussion 
group from the Communication 
358 class. 

Group spokesman Greg Boyer 



said, "We intended to produce a 
program to illustrate the 
communication breakdown 
surrounding the university 
health center's birth control 
policies. The program was to be 
carried on WFSU's "Inquire" 
program and was to be arranged 
through the vice president for 
student affairs' office." 



NANCY TURNER, an 
employee of student affairs, saM 

that the program idea was never 
okayed, and that it was rejected 
in an agreement with the TV 
station. The sutqect area lacked 
a perspective of the health 
services available to thestajdents, 
she said. 

WFSU program director 



Bruce Pertle said, when asked by 
Turner if he had any qualms 

about airing the program, that 
the subject area was not taboo, 
but that he had "doubts about 
being able to SUSt^ a full 
program on the subject." 

A LETTER written to Boyer 
from Turner and delivered early 
last week indicated, in Boyer's 
opinion, "that the program idea 
as originally presented was 
acceptable to the student affairs 
division, but the TV personnel 
objected to it, and thus it would 
be canceled." 

According to Pertle and 
Turner this was not the case. 
The Division of Student Affairs 
and the station had agreed only 
that the program content, a; 
planned, would not cover a viride 
enou^ area of health servkes, 
so they decided not to back it. 

GROUP MEMBERS, 
however, felt that this was 
typical of the problems they had 
uncovered in planning ttra 
program. 

"The group found that many 
officials were very uptight about 
the whole birth control issue," 
said group nwmiwr Jim Johnson. 

"Friday, we were informed 
that although student affairs felt 
that the program would be okay, 
the people at WFSU had 
suggested that we broaden it fo 
include the entire scope of the 
health services on campus. In 
other vrards it was a iMillshit job 
designed to destroy the impact 
of our original aim," said 
Johnson. 

BOYER ADDED, "We tried 
to meet with President Marshall 
to get his views on the situation, 
but we couldn't get an 
appointment anytime soon." 

Melissa Granberry, another 
group memt)er, met with Dr. 
Robert Hunter, head of FSU's 
health center According to 
Granberry, Hunter refused to 
give permisskN) to appear for a 
taped interview to bo used in the 
program. 

HUIVTER SAID that he 
didn't want to publicize the fact 

that the "morning after" pill was 
available to girls of any age or 
that girls who frequently 
received the "morning after" pill 
were often, given the regular 
birth control pill later, said 
Grant>erry. 

Group member Marshall 
Bowen met with an official from 
the Board of Regents to find out 
what the official policies were if 
any existed. Bowen said the 
official refused to comment for 
fear that what he said might be 
taken for official policy. 

THE GROUP ran into "piles 
of administrative red tape," said 
member Hank Pohl, when they 
trmd to use Ihe university's 
Watts line. "We wanted to call 
other health centers around the 
state to find out about their 
birth control policies." 

"They wanted us to get 
permission from various people 
in order to pay for what is 
supposedly a fixed-charge service 
to the unhwrsity.

Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), 
was with Jack Lieberman when 
he spoke m Ruby Diamond 
Auditorium Nov. 18. 

Jenness came iiere to do 
several things. She came to assist 
Lieberman. who is to the New 
York City group something like 
our man in Havana is to 
Washington. She came to suivey 
Florida's capital too. for SWP is 
planning to bring suit against the 
State of Florida n federal court 
next month. The suit will claim 
the complicated hodge-podge 
parties must go through to get 
on the ballot m Florida is 
unconstitutional. 

"We are going to challenge 
Honda's undemocratic election 
laws." said Jenness. "The laws 
are now rigged for capitalist 
parties. To get on the ballot in 
Florida, you have to otrtain 
27,000 valid signatures, which 
means you have to get 40,000 to 
make sure you have 27.000 that 
are valid. Then you pay a 
10<ent fee for each signature 
validated, which amounts to 
about a $4,000 qualifying fee." 

The 30-year-old vwman 
handles the grueling schedule of 
a presidential candidate as well. 
She looked fresh and perky after 
hours with the public and a jet 
plane ride. 

To many of us. tt>e concept 
of a third party brings thoughts 
of Bull Moose, Prohibition, 
Greenback and George Wallace, 
but to most the third party 
concept does not seem to tje a 
serious proposition. We seem to 
be caught up in the web of the 
Democrats or Republicans. 

What is the Socialist Workers 
Party? 

"People call us Trotskyites," 
Jenness said, "but that doesn't 
mean we make an idol out of 
Leon Trotsky. There are four 
socialist parties in America. 
There is the Socialist Labor 
Party, which has a blueprint for 
socialism. They run their 
candidate every four years but 
don't bother with much in 
between; they have no means, 
just an end. Then there is the 
late Norman Thomas Socialist 
Party and all it does, in effect, is 
announce support of various 



"We also do not support 

either of the two capitalist 
parties. The American 
Communist Party supported 
Johnson and Humphrey, but we 
did not We will work with any 
organization or group that is 
obviously interested in 
furthering true democracy." 

What IS "true democracy?" 
Do not we in America have 
democracy? 



do that because this democratic 
country is trying like blazes to 
keep us off the ballot, but we 

now have about 1500 hard-core 
workers across the nation and 
YSA has about the same 
number. Since 1968. YSA 
memt>ership has doubled and 
after this campaign, with 25 
million new young voters, we 
really expect to become strong." 
"Make no mistake— we are 



than 20 years," Jenness said. 
"SWP lecturers have had 

hospitable receptions from 
teachers' unions and other 
educational unions throughout 
the country this year. We expect 
as the economy and 
unemployment worseiK, we will 
draw more and more support 
from this faction." 

When specifically asked if 
SWP would put funds and 
lawyers behind FSU's CPE if the 
student-sponsored university 
within a university should 
become the sut>ject of restrk:tion 
or abolishment, Jenness said: 
"We support CPE and every 
student<ontrolled educational 
project, but we do have 
priorities. Lieberman, for 
instance, is not just Lieberman. 

He is a student who is being cut 
off from teaching— not inciting 
to riot, not screaming 
revolutionary jargon, but 
leaching. If Lieberman is not 
reinstated, this sets a precedent 
for other students to be thrown 
off campus if they are teaching 
unpopular subjects. If he wins, 
this gives "favorable legal 
precedent for others who might 
have subjects to teach that the

"You can't have democracy 
under capitalism," Jenness said. 
"The two words and concepts 
are contradictory. Americans' 
sense of democracy is warped. 
Some even say that Israel has 
democracy with the kibbutz 
system. In Israel, the Oriental 
Jews live in ^ettos that make 
American c^ttos . look like 
picnics. Israel is a capitalist 
country of Zionist imperialists 
backed up by capitalist 
imperialists. A simple way to 
gauge if a country has 
democracy or not is to ask: 
'Does it have a class system?' 
And Israel has a definite class 
system." 

Jenness said that SWP is filing 
suit in eight other major states 
besides Florida, contesting 
prohibitory election laws and 
virill run the Jenness-Pulley ticket 
In 33 states next year. 

Some claim that SWP and 
VSA are too disciplined and 
exclusionary and will set up just 
another bureaucracy if elected. 

"Anybody who has worked 
with YSA or SWP in the anti-war 
movement knows our party has 
been a key fighter in all the 
now-popular mass moverhents 
since the early days." Jenness 
said. "We are non-exclusionary 
and accept anyone who honestly 
wants to fight for change. You 
might notice I am the only 
woman candidate running in any

Besides the Lieberman issue, 
some of the issues SWP and 
Jenness are interested in in 
Florida are: (1) the Shirley

helped change things; who 
helped save possibly thousands 
of Asian and American lives. It 
has been the students who have 
been the legs of the anti war 
movement True, the anti-war 
movement has not ended the 
war in Vietnam, but if it wasn't 
for the movement the war would 
be all over Southeast Asia into 
Thailand, into Laos. As it stands, 
the people of Southeast Asia are 
going to win their right to a 
self-determination. Nixon is 
going to Peking because he 
knows he cannot v/in the war 
and he wants a Korea-type 
settlement Why is this all 
happening? Because the students 
of this country have pushed and 
pulled and pleaded and refused 
to 30 to war. And now, by the 
last Harris poll, 77 percent of 
this country's citizens, of all 
classes and all walks of life, want 
out of Vietnam." 

Why is Jenness a socialist? 

"First, I believe in a total, 
classless democracy. Second, I 
am against war and violence and 
as long as you have selfish, 
greedy capitalism with its

A statement that might 
surprise some is Jenness' 
hopefulness for labor support 
for SWP during this election. 

"The wage-prka freeze has 
made labor's interest in backing

The government, from 
Tricky Dfck on down to your 
administration, wants to keep 
the university under control to 
fit into things as they are now.

Losses were to arch-rival Florida 
17-15, Houston 14-7 and Georgia Tech 
12-6. The ttiree defeats were by a total of 
only 15 points, and Florida State could 
easily have won all three. 

The Seminoles entered the Pittsburgh 
game favored by as many as 21 points, 
but the Panthers proved to be a 
formidable opponent. Pittsburgh came 
into the game with a 3-7 record, but the 
losses were to the likes of Oklahoma, 
Notre Dame, Penn State, West Virginia 
and Boston College. 

Florida State won the coin flip and 
started from its own 20. Powerful Paul 
Magalski gained IS yards on two runs for 
a first down at the 35. 

But just as FSU fans were settling back 
to watch their team roll down the field, 
quarterback Gary Huff overthrew Rhett 
Dawson and Pitt's Bill Adams 
intercepted. Adams had clear sailing and 
he sprinted 42 yards for a touchdown. 
Eric Kinsley kk:ked the extra point for a 
7-0 Panther lead. 

The remainder of the quarter was 
interesting for the fans, but frustrating 
for both teams. Huff was intercepted tor 
a second time, and just missed having 
another aerial picked off. Kinsley missed 
a 50-yard field goal try for Pitt as the 
Seminole defense proved too tough for 
the Panthers. 

Soon after the teams traded sides of 
the field for the second quarter, Pitt 
punted to FSU's David Snell at the 20. 
Snell averted the first wave of defenders 
by swinging wide, and then cut up the 
field to the 4S before being pulled down. 

On the first play from there. Huff 
fired a perfect strike to 6-6 Kent Gaydos, 
who was cutting across the middle of the 
field. Gaydos took the ball in full stride 
at>out the 30 and sprinted into the end 
ZOr>e for the touchdown. Frank Pontes 
booted the point after to tie the game 
7-7

Huff pitched back to Jarrett on the next play, and 
the senior running back zipped around right end and 

burst into the clear. Jarrett easily scored his first TD 
of the year. Fontes added the extra point to put the 
Seminoles in front to stay at 14-7.

Later In the period Fontes was wide on a 45-yard field goal 
try, and minutes later the Seminoles got the ball back when 
the Panthers were forced to punt 

Starting from midfietd. Huff fired four passes and came up 
with another score. Barry Smith caught the first one for 10 
yards, the second fell incomplete, and the third was good for 
17 yards to Dawson. 

The fourth pass was caught about the 10 by Parris, who 
banged into the end zone through a couple of defenders. 
Fontes lifted the margin to 21-7. 

With time running out in the first half, Florida State got the 
ball once again at their own 20. Huff fired a completion to 
Dawson at midfield, and followed with another to the redhead 
at the 25. 

Fontes hun-ied onto the field as the clock showed under 10 
seconds, and booted a 4i-yard field goal as time ran out. 
Florida State now led 24-7. 

The three-pointer by Fontes gave him 68 points for the 
season, breaking his own school record for most season points 
by kicking. 

Surprisingly, Pitt dominated the second half, although the 
Seminoles outscored the visitors 7-6. The Panthers continually 
marched close to the goal before either mistakes or the FSU 
defense, or a combinatton of both, forced them to come up 

empty-handed. 

A pass interception by James Thomas set up the only 
Seminole score of the second half. Huff then lobbed a pass to 
Dawson for seven yards and a touchdown. Pontes' extra point 
put FSU in front 31-7 in the third period. 

The Panthers bounced right back with a 77-yard drive 
virtiich ended with quarterback Dave Havem firing a 26-yard 
scoring strike to spilt end Steve Moyer. Guy Glisson broke up 
a two-point conversion attempt by the Panthers, leaving the 
score at 31-13. 

Neither team scored again although the Panthers appeared 
close to a score several tinMS. A pass intarception by Buddy 
Gridley stopped one drive, and a couple of key plays by big 

Charlie Hunt stopped another at the FSU 13. 

Huff finished the game with 17 of 27 passes for 261 and 
three touchdowns-giving him 23 for the season. He entered 
the game leading the nation in total offense and second in 
passing. Florida State also leads the nation in passing offense. 

Dawson caught seven pass»s for 103 yards, and now has 62 
catches for the season. Parris and Jarrett each caught three 
passes while Smith and Gaydos pulled in two each. Dawson 
aiHI Gaydos both have seven TD catches for the season, white 
Smith has six.

The FSU Computing Centar, 
through the efforts of Raymond 
Soller. has made operational 
SYMAP. a program developed a. 
Harvard University. 
Simultaneously, the author of 
this article has introduced in the 
department of geography a 
course in computer graphics. 

THE CONTOUR MAP, one 
of the three types generated in 
this computer program, is used 
at the University of Califomia at 
Riverside in the Statewide Air 
Pollution ReMvch Canter. Tfie 
Center generates as many as ten 
maps daily showing levels of air 
pollution over Los Angeles. The 
Florida Geological Survey is 
experimenting with computer 
contour maps to generate 
pralimlnary water table maps. 

The maps in one issue of 
Rmaarch in fftvmw show where 
faculty Uwe in the TaUahMiee 
metropoNtan area. I first plotted 
ttie location of faculty on a 
master map, then Ridded the 
map into 256 equal area units, 
each of th«n r^resenting 2.000 
square feet. Ttte rturrUMtr of 
faculty, by acadtmlc rank, was 
counted for eacH tj t • 

THEN A COMPUTER map 
was d^itixed and 356 date 
points, representing the center 
for each unit, were located. 
SiTKC digitizing was done t>y 
hand, the time consumed in 
preparing the base map was 
about 12 hours, but 
eicciromechanicai digitizing 
probably can cut the time. 

The findhed maps can be 
completed economically; 
approximately $4 each in 
computer time for thoM used in 
my article SYMAP maps can 
also t>e easily and economically 
updated: instMid of redrawing a 
map manually, only date cards 
have to be replaced.

May act on demands 

Senate resurrection set

The Stiidwit Senate will mast 
tomorrow night for the first 
time since it "self-destructed" 
tlMt weeks ago. The senate will 
meet in regular session at 7:30 in 
Room 240, Union. 

The senate is expected to 
return to its regular business of 
bills, allocations, and 
resolutions, according to Stevte 
Eisenmenger, senate president. 

In addition, the serators may 
talce some action on the five 
demands submitted to President 
Stanley Marshall by student 
leaders shortly after the senate 



voted itself out of existence. The 
senate could pass some kind of 
resolution on the demmds, oi 
appoint a delegation to meet 
with Marshall on the matter. 

With tomorrow's senate 
meeting, Student Government 
will be back to business as 
normal. Some SG officials havi 
cut bacl< on their activities with 
the approach of finals, however, 
insiders say. 

Had students approved the 
referendum abolishing Student 
Government, all SG functions 
would have come to a halt. The 

referendum was defeated, 
however, by a two to one margin 



during balloting last week. 

Thus far, the only tangible 
reailt of the student actiorts of 
suspension and presentation of 
demands to the administration 
has been Marshall's offer to 
continue discussion with student 
representatives on four of the 
demands. 

These demands are student 
control of activity fees, student 
autorwrny in the courts, student 
control of the Center for 
Participant Education program, 
and student control of policies 
for student services. Marshall has 
refused to further discuss the 
fifth demand, the reinstatement 
of Jacl< Liet>erman.

Tallahassee black leaders are 
asking the Justkre Department to 
investigate the case which also 
includes three other defendants 
from Quincy.

Two have already been 
convicted on the basis of 
confnssions they since have 
repudiated, and the fifth was 
declared insane and sent to the 
state mental hospital. 



Only one hijacker ordered 
back to US by Cuban officials 

The only hijacker Cube has forced to return to the United States 

was Robert J. Labadie. who escaped from a U S. Army psychiatric 
hospital and hijacked a plane to Cuba. He was sent back in 
^tovamber 1970. 

However, tjetween September 1968 and November 1969, Cuban 
authorities permitted 11 U.S. hijackers to return voluntarily to the 
Unttad States to fact prosecution for their crintes. The last of these 
1 1 were a group of si « who came back to the United Stales by way 
of Canada in November 1969. accordiiig to the State Department.

CulM but did fwt f ore* ttiam to do to. 

Construction halted on 
wast»-wcit0r plant 

The State Department of Pollutfon Control saki Tuesday that 

plans to increase federal fundmg for waste water treatment facilities 
already under construction have been postponed. 

Director Vincent Patton said authorization has been obtained 
from the Environmental Protection Agency to retroactively increase 
the fadaral grant particifMtion from 33 to 55 percent for projects 
currently underway. 

But he sakI the anticipated federal funds have not become 
available. 

"We had been led to believe that additional federal grant monies 

would be available to permit this retroactive increase, but have since 
been informed by EPA that this will not be the case," he said. 

He said FforWa's 1972 allocation would total from $47-$50 
million and the retroactive increases, whteh would amount to $41 
million, would have to come out of this. 



"If this course were followed," he saW, "it would ""ve us with 
only $6 to $9 million to finance new projects this year and wou.u 
probably bring construction of new sewage treatment facilities an 
our progress toward achieving adequate sewage treatment in Florida 
to an abrupt halt," ha added. 

He said that requests now on file exceed $184 million for 
construction of 105 sewage treatment facilities throughout the state.

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Day care bill 
threatened by 
possible defeat

The Child Development Bill, which would provide medical, 
nutritkmai and educational needs to those children who are unable 
to receive them elsewhere, will be introduced before the US. House 
of Representatives Thursday. Though originally passed t)y a slim 
margin, the bill now faces possible defeat. 

IMRS. BUD BELL, lobbyist for th« bill, explains the situation: 
"The day care bill was passed by both the Senate and ttie House at 
an earlier date. For some reason, the bill was then sent to 
committee, from which it is reappearing now before the Hou^." 

According to Belt, the reasons for concern come in the fAnm of a 
large lobby of conservatives and extreme right-wingers, who appear 
to be swaying the vote against the bill. The reaction of these groups 
appafvntly grows out of a fear that this is a form of socialism. 

The bill, number 10351, is similar to the now-tabled ^Welfare 
Reform Bill in that it, too, would help stop the "cycle of p^'verty," 
as Bell calls it. 

"THE PRESIDENT'S BILL would provide day care for children 
whose parents are on welfare only. Our version would give the care 
to any family that needed it," said Sell. 

"This is a perfect opportunity for those students who want to 
effect change," she said. "We need students to write to their various 
Congressmen asking for their support on this bill. If passed, |he plan 
may be the first step in eliminating the vicious cycle of pove.~.y."

Vnm crou-current of rhetoric 
swirling around issues that have 
claimed our attention this fall 
quarter has served to obfuscate 
the underlying problem with 
which we are going to have to 
deal. The Student Government 
referendum has been held and 
we can safely assume that in 
December the Faculty Senate 
will also vote not to abolish 
itself. After Jack Lieberman 
exhausts all legal resources to 
remain a student, we still will 
have to deal with the problem, 
the discussion of which has t>een 
occasior>ed by the events of the 
past three months. 

The basic problem is not that 
of "due process." Liet>erman 
was not denied "due process" as 
due process is defined in our 
community. Neither is the Issue 
unambiguously one of (the U.S. 
Constitution) First Amendment 
rights (although there is nrore 
substance to the "free speech" 
argument than to the "due 
process" position). Justice has 



understandable, did not occur 
because of the president's 
reversal of the student courts' 
verdicts regarding Jack 
Liet)erman. Rather, Lieberman's 
trial was the occasion for an 
expression of frustration over 
the very credibility of Student 
Government. As the able and 
conscientious student 
comptroller Marc Sussman 
stated in his published letter of 
resignation, there is a limit to 
the numt>er of times the central 
budget committees can alter 
Student activities budgets in 
August sessions when half the 
committee membership Is not 
even in residence. 

Stuctent participation in 
the shaping of university 
policy often is more 
honored in theory than in 
piactice. 

The alienation and frustration 
of faculty is even more obvious. 
How much longer are competent 
senior professors going to serve 
on committees that are 
commissioned to identify 



But the responsibility for the 
governance crisis does not lie 
with administrators alone. 
Student Government Is not as 
powerless as it represents itself 
to be and its leverage, though 
modest, is nonetheless real. 
Then, too, students are 
notoriously better at identifying 
problems than in developing the 
disciplines for constructive 
solution. On too many 
university committees student 
attendance is spasmodic. In too 
many areas of governance— such 
as the CPE board— students have 
demonstrated that they are 
vulnerable to criticisms of being 
less than thorough in meeting 
their responsibHities. Part of ttw 
difficulty here is that student 
representatives really do not 
have a constituency to which 
they are responsible (seldom 
more than 15 percent of the 
student body participates in an 
election) and to whom they are 
accountable (reelection is not 

^ basic political reality for 
most Student Government 
officers). 

Faculty competence in 



stnpad by those who attend 

committee meetings and 
who stay until the vote is 
taton. There are justifiabla 
reasons for the typical 
administrative disdain for 
faculty just as there are for 
faculty distrust of 
administrators. 

Governance does not have to 
occur along the model of 
cooperation. If intra- 
university — systenaic— governance 
is not viable, then the other 
obvious alternative is the 
creation of countervailing 
systems of power, and conflict 
will replace cooperation as the 
category for policy 
determination. The fundamental 
question is: "Have we now 
reached an impasse?" 

Is the only alternative the 
mobilization of an "organized 
faculty" to confront an 
organized administrative unit? 

Must students revert to legal 
procedure in pursuit of their 
own interests? (Legal counsel 
can be used in the service of 
more than one power unit.)

been at ieast ^proximated in 
the Lieberman case and the 
administration apparently has 

decided justice at this point was 
not to be tempered by mercy 
and any extenuating 
circumstances were not 
compelling enough to alter the 
decision. Nor is the central 
difficulty the fate of the Center 
for Participant Education (CPE) 
and Its freedom to administer its 
own program, important as that 
continuing problem has been. 

The abiding issue, 
finally, is the question of 
tha nature and rfiape of 
governance of the 
university. 

The gesture towards the 
self-destruction of Student 
Government by the Student 
Senate, ill-advised though 



candidates for administrative 
positions and/or to carefully 
develop new policy when, after 
months of effort, their work Is 
summarily dismissed or ignored 
by acMninistrators who decide 
unilaterally what is to be done? 

The "managetnent" of the 
university by the new 
legal-technocratic power elite 
can be effected without lip 
service to faculty participation 
■ind the tiresome defense of 
what are essentially political 
decisiors under the rubric of 
"legal" necessity. The typical 
use of legal counsel in 
bureaucratic structures such as 
ours is for the implementation 
of policy decisions. 

The University surpasses 
the Church when it comes 
to cloaking its use of powar 
in terms of pious 
I^Mcjafctbor, 



matters of university governance 
hardly is more impressive. The 
first obvious characteristic of the 
faculty as a whole Is its 
conservatism! There is a higher 
incidence of "change agent" 
identity and Innovative posture 
among administrators than 
among most faculty memliers 
Most faculty resist "reform* 
measures, much les* 
"transformationist" measures ir 
education. General apathy 
(witness the number of faculty 
present at the Sep temtjcr general 
faculty meeting) coupled with 
impatience with the nitty-grltty 
disciplines necessary for 
effective governance are also a 
characteristic of ttie typical 
"lil>eral" academician. 

In a university where 
governance is honestly 
shared, poiicy will be 



My judgement is that mutual 
self-interest dictates that we "dig 
in" and try to reestablish Uw 
lines of concensus and the 
demonstrations of "good faith" 
that will provide for effective 
governarKe in the decade of the 
seventies, which is going to be a 
difficult period for higher 
education in Florida and in 
America. 

In order to do this a 

reconsbiiction of attitudes on 

the part of student leaders, 

fa-:ulty, and the edministration 

is more basic Vhan the creation 

of a particular proaram— be it a 

university senate or the 

implementation of the report of 

the task force on the role of 

^dents in ttie governance of 

the university. 

Student leaders are going 

to have to eschew the 

ideological thinking and 



"ego-tripping" that have 
characterized so much of 
their participation in the 
past. 

The more I see of people who 
always put "principles" (i.e., the 
"party line") above a careful 
discussion of a particular 
problem, seeking a solution that 
commends itself on the basis of 
"situational" merits, the more 
I'm convinced that effective 
governance happens In inverse 
proportion to rigid dedication to 
"principles." 

FSU is a large university and 
Florida is a big. diverse state. 
There Is a plurality of 
self-interest, values and life 
styles. In politics, "compromise" 
is not an obscene word and 
Student leaders must discover 
this. The ego-tripping of the 
student leader, whether it Is the 
traditional "the student 
government presidency as 
background for state politics" 
variety or that of the Young 
Socialist Alliance 
"corrfrontatlon" publicity game, 
has to be abandoned for a more 
serious engagement of the issues 
of effective government. 

Faculty members are going to 
have to balance national 
professional loyalties with 
institutional commitments. The 
contemporary academician Is 
hardly strong on loyalty to the 
university as a community and 
an institution. His primary 
loyalties tend to be to the 
national associations that are 
organized along disciplinary 
lines. The role of the 
academician as individual 
practitioner must be modified 
by the idea of the academic 
community taking specific 
actions in its areas of social 
responsibility in close 
cooperation with other 
responsible institutional leaders, 
always cognizant that specifk: 
responsibilities are exercised as a 
part of the tot^, complex, 
university-wide community 
enterprise. 

Administrators are going to 
have to identify at least as much 
vith faculty and students as 
dtey do with political and 
financial leaders in the 
community as a whole. Indeed, 
they must resist the tendency to 
placate the persistent 
representatives of 
anti-intellectualism in a wider 
community (a la Richard 
Hofstadtw) wtiere the ideal of 
practical success Is the dominant 
value. 

Finally, administrators 
must convince faculty and 
students that they are as 
profoundly concerned over 
the substance of issues as 
they are over matters of 
image.

Fforidt AAA Motorist. 

The Motorist, published for 
members of the East Florida 
AAA Division, announced 
results of the pilot study in 
wtiich members were asked 
to examine 37 ntotoring topics, 
select the rrost serious problems 
and suggest solutions.

the help of Professor George 
Cubberly of the University of 
Miami especially to eliminate 
bias and stimulate constructive 
answers. 

Strongest of all was the 
insistence that legislators devote 
serious attention to drunk 
drivers and devise measures to 
get them oft the highway and 
ke^> them off. 

Next most important issue to 
AAA members is the threat of 
heavier md larger trucks and 
bitter resentmmt at the nearly 
total lack of enforcement against 
truck operators who overload 
their trucks so that part of the 
load spUis onto the roadway. 

Swvhtal on the highway was 
the next most frequent choice of 
the respondents, who expressed 
sharp displeasure at what they 
believe to be a lack of proper 
highway safety engineering and, 
close behind, speed limits. On 
the second point there was wide 
diversity of opinion from "raise 
them" to "tower ttiem." with 
"more study to make them 
rea$onat>ie" in between. 

TWO SURPRISES popped up 
in the questionnaire. No-fault 
insurance, hottest motoring 




topic in Florida a year ago, has 
cooled considerably. Some 
inembers did mention the new 
law farther down m their hst of 
priorities, but most expressed a 
"wait-and-see" attitude, 
generally optimistic with a hope 
that various insurance inequities 
will be ironed out. 

The second surprise was the 
vigorous attack which 
res po nd en ts made on Florida's 
system of keeping license plates 
with the car, and not the owner. 
Citing procedures of half a 
dozen other states, the motorists 
spelled out their unanimous 
desire that Florida's law be 
chartged. 

This suhject was also the 
most frequent runner-up choice 
of the respondents as the "most 
serious problem," even 
surpassing the resistance to new 
taxes and construction of newi 
toll roads. These points are 
consistently among the most 
unpopular measures with 
motorists. In view of the gas tax 
increase passed by the last 
session of the Fionda 
Legislature, motorists apparently 
expect no iww tax. Some satd 
the present tax burden of 
motorists should be lightened, 
but they dkln't suggest how. 

THE 600 AAA members who 
responded t>elieve there rieea 
for mass transit, but suggestionb 
varied on how to support such 
systems. This area seemed to 
have the least defined response 
as to how needs should be met 
Under the heading of "gas tax 
distribution." memtjer's answers 
were weighted m favor of 
keeping mc^orist taxes for 
road-lHJilding. but members also 
showed some sentiment toward 
use of some gas tax funds for 
mass transit.

Professor Jerzy Neyman. creator of much modem statistical 
theory and practice, will present a forma' lecture today at 3:35 p.m. 

The lecture is on Copernicus, the Polish 
astronomer whose 500th birthday Is being celebrated this year. 
Professor Neyman, with Professor Michael Kasha of FSU, is 
preparing a Copernicus memorial volume for the National Academy 
of Sciences. 

After doing much fundamental work in Poland and England on 
the theory of survey sampling, the theory of contagion, and basic 
statistteel «iM>ry. Professor Neyman founded the Department of 
Statistics at the University of California at Berkeley. With his 
guidance this department has set a wortd standard for training and 
researeh in ttaAlstics. 




A Florida State oceanography 
professor is looking toward the 
day when his clams and oysters 
will follow in the footsteps of 

that great American agricultural 
accomplishment, the modern 
turkey. 

OF COURSE, Dr. Winston 
Menzel doesn't really expect his 
shellfish to rise from tiieir beds 
and walk, but he is working 
toward the time when 
mariculture— a term he 
originated to describe sea 
farming— will be as advanced as 
agriculture. 

"Approximately 30 percent 
of ^e increased agrkuKural 
animal and plant production in 
this nation can be credited to 
hybridization (scientlfkally 
controlled cross-breeding) and 
selection," he said. "Look at the 
way the once^rawny, barnyard 
turkey has developed into 
today's Thanksgiving dinner." 

DR. IMENZEL, v^ho has been 
working personally on 
development of oysters and 
clams for over a decade, will 
begin work in Jartuary on a 
federally funded project titled 
"Selection and Hybridization of 
Oysters and Clams." 

His study is one of three 
Florida State one-year research 
projects financed by a $250,000 
U.S. Sea Grant pro^wn award, 
to which the university has 
added $125,000. The other two 
deal with pestkide effects on 
marine organisms and shoreline 



sand transfer. 

Two Florida State graduate

When Florida State opens up its 1971-72 basketball season this 
Wednesday night against Oglethorpe Univenfty, It will have one big 
factor going in Its direction : a lot of talent 

ON PAPER the Seminoles have tne best team in their history. 
Some say that the 1969 team with Dave Cowens and Willie Williams 
wouM be hard to top, but that team diAi't have one thing this year's 
has, a groat amount of depth. 

This depth was borne out in the scrintmage between the first 

team and the "reserves." That bunch of second stringers including 
Ron Harris, Otis Cole, Otto Petty and Larry Gay almost defeated the 
first team cf Ron King, Grag Samuel, Lavwence McCray, Regg^ 
Royals and Rowland Garrett in a ^ minute "half" 

Most everyone looked fine in that scrimmage. Durham was 
pleased with the team, and he was especially happy with the 
performances of Gay, Harris, Cole and Royals. Both Gay and Harris 
really went to the tx>ards against the taller first team, Cole shot the 
eyes out of the budget in the period and defensed Ron King 
magnificently, while Royals was deadly on his outside shooting. 

SO THE TEAM that has looked so well in the early scrimmages 
now will go into its first game Wednesday. What will Florida State 
fans be able to eiqiect? 

First off, it is a certainty that the Tribe will be a running and 
shooting team rather than one with defensive specialty. With the 
greater depth, what looks like better rebounding and possibly one of 
the best shooting teams in the south, FSU fans can expect many 
century mark games this winter.
